A tbinke J ſhouldmake-no god plea therin,foz beſides that 
I ſhould finde therby ſo many knawen enimies, as knows 
en men haue bene authozs of ſuch idle conceits, pet woulde 
my other aduerſaries be neuer the rather quicted;#02 they 
would ſap, 5 as well the one as the other were au caught, * 
and though peraduenture J might paſſe vnknowen amon⸗ 2 
geſt a multitude, and not be the -onely gaze oz odde partie 

in my ill doing, yet becauſe there is leſſle merit of pardon if 
the fault be excuſed. as common, J will not make that mp © 
defence which cannot helpe me, and doth hinder other men. 
But my defence is by example of the belt, amongſt which, 
many haue dedicated their labours, ſome ſtozies, ſome of 
warre, ſome lome Lawe, ſome as concerning go- 
nernment, ſome diuine matters, vnto diuerſe Ladyes and 
Gentle woman.

| Ster that the great Empervur Constan-- 
nne, had peopled"the Citie ol Constanti- 
x —— the race of the noble Citizens 
— and had reediffed the auncient 
FAA NY buildings , founded by Panſanias King of 
I the Parthes . Among all the 8 
todich ſucceeded in that Empire of Gg#tce, none ſeemed to 
baue raiſed his owne name, oz to haue made it ſo famous, 
as the great e mightie Emperour Trebatio. Whoſe woꝛ⸗ 
thie deeds, with the valiant acts of the Knights of his time, 
A will repozt h&re,acco2ding as Artemidoro the Grecian : 
bath left the waitten in p great volumes of his Cronicle, 
CTbe ſtozie ſaith thus: That if at anie time Foꝛtune, 
being al waies vncertain t variable, ſhewed hir ſelfe moꝛe 


the Grecians were feared in all the wo2ld , it was in the 
time of Trebatio the ſonne of Alicante, which man by rigbt 
line deſcended krom the noble t ancient bloud of Moloſlo, 
the ſecond ſongie of ſtrong Pyrrhus, and in the third diſtent 
from the great Achilles, which was llaine in the warres 
at Troye. This Trebatio in the xxv. yeare cf his age, reig⸗ 
ned in Epyrus, where the ſaid Pirrhus and his aàunceſtours 
had bene Rings. e was ſtrong and valiant in armes, and 
ado with ſo manie graces,that his fame in that time 
pꝛed oner all the wozld, and that there was neither 
Hin np Gmaperour hat bo Bs gh to hold him foz his 
F it happened in his klaue by the death of the 
Theodoro, the ſtate of þ Empire to be void, fo

They with the willing io pnt 
aſſent of all the Emperialls, named him vnto the Empire, 
and bought bim with great honour to 
Whrhere,(if befoze fo2 his great fame they bad pzaiſed and 
bonoꝛed him) now much maze they held him derre, hauing 
in ſome part ſæne t knowen him. Becauſe he was of con- 
ditions very noble, pleaſant, louing to all,liberall,curfeons. 
ſaffcrable, pitifull, and aboue all very deſirous to entertein 
in his Court, valiant and wozthy Knigbts, whom he ho⸗ 
noꝛed aboue all the Pzinces of the earth. So that his court 
flouriſhed with Pzances and Unights, as well ſubiccts, as 
ſtraungers, which much magnified his great eſtate,$ him⸗ 
ſelke held tontinuall excerle in armes with them, as being 
lyke enclined to notbing. Vis vertue by p repozt of ſuch as 
knew him, was ſo rare, that it was generally thought none 
of his pꝛedeceſſoss to haue had aduauntage ouer him, but 
rather he was of greater fozce then any one of them all , 
Foz mary men were witnelles of his mightie ſtrokes, Ve 
Was callen the great Trebatio,becauſe he was 8, fate in 
beight,+ very ſtrong timbzed, ſo that without ple of his 
manhwd,they might thereby make coniccture of his fozce 
In his life, cuſtomas and conditions be was alway ſo 


af 


fable t curteous, that neuer might be noted in him one lit⸗ 


tle fault. Wherefoze his Hiſtozians ſape, that he was the 
crowne of the Greekes,x the cleere mirrour of all the pꝛin⸗ 
ces # knights of the wozld, UWhence allo this bis Chꝛoni⸗ 
cle bozoweth this title, eſpecially hauing therin to remem⸗ 
ber the meruailous dæds of the Knight of the Sunne, with 
Roſicleer, both ſons vnto T rabatio . Since whoſe time, all 
the aduentures of the ancient + famous knights wer clean 
fozgotten,and ſince whole time, neither VIiſſes, of 
Homer ſpeketh, neither any other ſongs oz ſonets, ballads 
oz enterlupes, wer heard in Greece, onely with theſe twg 
Unights, they were familiarip acquainted , Df theſe they 
made great volumes, and with a thouſand deuiſes in ver8 
they lang of their loue, They made no building noz uy

ture, without ſome ſfozie of them, x their memoꝛie therein 
declared. Jn ſuch ſozt,that you might paſſe by no parte of 
all Greece, where was not recited, ſung oꝛ painted the hi⸗ 
ſcozies 4 noble devs of theſe Anights, as if no other thing 
but armes oz lone were fitting foz them, And becauſe that 
in þ time to come ſo noble things ſhuld not be put in obli- 
the encouraging of all Nations that ſhall either beare 03 
read this Piſtozie, 


The of H e pretending a ade to the Empire, 
— — the Emperor Trebatio. Cap. 2. 
T appearety-by an ancient Greeke Cronicle;that the 
Emperour Helio the third pzedeceſſo2 in the Empire 
rebatio had two ſonnes, the eldeſt of the which two, 
the father being deceaſed, was choſen Emperour, the other 
was married with a Pꝛinceſſe, inheretrir of the king⸗ 
dome of Hun 2 he became Lozd & ruler of that 
kingdome, The firſt ſonne which was elected foz Empe⸗ 
rour departed without iſſue, Fo2 which cauſe the Greci-- 
ans choſe another, which was the vzedcceſſo2 of Theodoro. 
This.ſ&ing the ſecond ſonne of Acho,which then reigned. - 
in Hungary, and iudging that with mott reaſon the Em⸗ 
pire was his, as græued with the election, de aſſembled his 
power againſt þ Grecians, thinking to be Lo2d over them 
by fozce, In the ende, as he was not ſo mightie as they, 
ſo be was and ſlaine befoze he might attaine 
bis-purpoſe.Yet from that time fo2th,all the kings which 
ſucceeded in Hungary, pꝛetended al wape that the right ot 
the Empire reſted in them by way of inheritauuce , and 
there neuer failed warres & difſentions betwern the Hun 
. garians andthe Greełes pon this occaſion; In lyke man⸗ 
ner, when the great IT rebatio was choſen foz Emperour , 
then reigning in Hungarie the King Tiberio , a verye 
ſtrong man — courage, beſides of moze might 
then all his aunceſtours-, . 
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five the Kingdome of Hungary,many other Pzoninces, as 
Holland, Zeland, Flaunders, Zweueland, Bauare, Austrich, 
Almaine, Alba, Denmarke, Marcomandia, Perſia, and other 
Regions , with the which he deemed himlelfe one of the 
mightieſt Rings in the woꝛld. This Tiberio knowing the 
election of the Emperour Trebatio, and being moze attach ⸗ 
ed with the deſire of the Empire then any of his pꝛedeteſ⸗ 
ſours were, (as it was to be gotten by Warre)ſo he aſſems 
bled by ſummons þ greateſt of eſtate thzonghout his land, 
and declaring vnto them his will, he commaunded ts gas 
ther all the people they might, foz to inuade Greece. Be⸗ 
ſides this, to the ende his power might pet be greater, be 
determined to marrie his Daughter vnto ſuch a one, as 
would and could maintaine his quarrell , This Papden 
was called Briana, the moſt beautifull Pzinceſſe that was 
to be found in all thoſe parts, being by the onely repozt of 
bir excellencie, ſued vnto by manie wozthie Pꝛinces, eſpe⸗ 
cially by Pꝛince Edward, ſonne of Olyucrio,ing of great 
Britaine. This poung Knight ſtrong and valiant, 1 greats 
ly enamoured on the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, thzough the great 
fame of hir beautie, had befoze diſpatched his Ambaſſado2s 
towards the King hir father, to requeſt hir foz wife . Ta 
the which hir Father becauſe he hadde already bndertoks 
the battaile againſt the Empetaur I rebatio,caſely tonde⸗ 
ſcended, vpon condition that the P2ince ſhould come into 
Hungarie with 20000. choſen men of warre, fo2 to aide 
bim in the purſute of his claime againſt the Emperour. 
This when P2ince Edward vnderſtad,he had ſo great 
deſire to haue the Pꝛinteſſe Briana, that by and by he gran; 
ted bis requeſt, and lo as ſperdely as he might ; he gathe⸗ 
red the people that the King Tiberio required of him, and 
with the conſent of his Father, be departed from great 
Britaine toward Hungarie,gining intelligence befoze vnto 
the King Tiberioof his comming. The King knowing ths 
ſuccours which came vnto bim, appointed a daye when all 
bis Hoaſt ſhould meets together, and finding bimſelfe- of

lo great power, in the ureane white vntil the pzince came; 
be.refolued to make a rdade into Greece, ſacking ali the tits 
tle townes he —— — that the Emperour Trebatio 
Gould perceine it. Aktet war des if the Emperour Trebatio 
ſhould come to ſuccour his ſubiects, then to topne battaple 
with him, at ſuch timo as the Pꝛince ſhuld appꝛoch, hic 
thing he pus in prattiſe diligentlys. Foz with that power 
which he hadyhe ontered into Greete, foꝛragiug the toun⸗ 
trey, taking little townes ol no great koꝛce, burning t wa⸗ 
King lo much as he might, to the intent, that the people cf 
other fenced Cities ſtroken with feare, might abandon rt;#- 
ſelues to flight, x enfeeble their fozces, Yowbeit King Ti- 
berio had not paſſed in Greece xxx. miles; when the Empe- 
rout Trebatio hauing knowledge of it, tame agavnſt him 
with an hoaſt of knights ſo valiant, that at p firſt alarme, 
the Hungarian reculed, + by the chaſe of his x entmics, was 
foꝛced to retire home into the citie of Belgrado, which is in 
Hungary. Cher he foztified himſelfe, manned the towne, 
vnwilling as pet to goe into the field; vntill the Pꝛince of 
great Britaineſhonld arr ine, by whoſe comming their po⸗ 
wers being ioyned, he thought he might giue the battaple 
vito the Emperour Trebatio. Albeit he taried about him 
a mayme incurable in his bodie, not by arte ffroke lent 
him by bis enimie, but by the onely conceipt of the Em⸗ 
perours vertue. Foz he had ſerne the Einpcrour demeane 
hinifelfe moze'wozthely,then unp or thoſe that came with 
him, nanolp in a kinſman of his, a very ſtrong Knfgbt, 
whom the Emperdur at one blowe as it were deuided in 
two peces. This, as it might be, made him kerpe his tham⸗ 
ber, bocauſe he himſelſe confeſſed the vals2 of the CEmperdz 
to be above h report of men, notwithanving he had heard 
latfietentip of tbe Emperours pꝛowelle. But becaàute theſe 
things are not mentioned , but to gine beginning to this 
biſto2ts, we run them bziefty oner,not rehearſing the great 
derds of armes that the Emperoꝛ and his people did in be- 
ſieging the Citie, becauſe we haue 3 matters moꝛe = |

The Emperour Trebatio by the heareſay of hir beautie, 
SON ſurpriſed with theoue of the Princeſſe Briana. ca. 3. 
# Ertaine daies the Emperour T rebatio lay at the ſiege 
of Bclgrado,hoping that the Ring Tiberio would come 
out to giue them battaile,foz that be had great deſire to bs 
aduenged of the great harmes which be hadde recepued in

The Emperoꝛ taking a great ſpeare in his hand 
verie ſharpe,+ well ſtceled foz the purpoſe, went alone aide 
ont of the wode with a ſolte pace, to encounter with the 
Paince & his knightes,and being come right befoze them, 
ſaid vnto them, Know you knights that this paſſage is fo2- 
bidden, except you leaueyour ſheelds 4 your names in them. 
Foz that a Lady whom. J honour & ſerue hath commaun⸗ 
ded me to do it, whoſe lone J could not otherwiſe obteine. 
Tbe P2ince Edward was by nature verie ſtout, by incli- 
nation giuen to ſomewhat leſſe modeſtie in his talke then 
behoued ſuch a Pzince, howbeit foz this and other faults 
be was a verie valiant e frong/knight, ſuch a one as nei- 
ther in great Britaine,neither in the kingdome of Hunga- 
rie, was thought to haue his pere.

But this Pzinces aduerſe foztune and 
vnhappie deſtinies woulde him to be the fozmoſt, ſo 2 
e Trebatio knebos it, as well by the rithes of

ſeconds arme he cut off by the elbow, $ being loze wouns

dis armoar as by the talke which had paſſed betwene him 
and his knigbts, and being verie glad to ſce him the firſt 
wich he met, he ſayd vnto himlelfe , O that my Spears 
were now greater and ſtronger, t the bead fozged by Vul· 
can, that it might not ſtape in the armour of this Knight, 
foz that accozding as J ſee him great and ſtrong, ſo J feare 
her will eſcape my handes, and then my frauatle ſhall bes 
all in vaine, Thus as he ſapde, they by and by did put 
both their Speares in their reſtes, and giuing either hozſe 
his bzidle, they ranne together with ſuch furie , that they 
made the earth to tremble, and pet the lightnelle of they 
bozſes was ſuch, that it ſemed the graſſe yeelved-not-vnder 
theyz fete . The P2zince hit the Emperour in the mids 
deſt of the ſherlde, and-pearcing farther left the head re⸗ 
maining in the fine and well ſterled armonr , whereby 
the ſtaffe bzoken in many ſheruers made a great whiſte⸗ 
ling in the apze , But the Emperours stroke was much 
moꝛe fell;foz hee levelled it with luch foꝛce that it entered 
not onely into the ſheeld and ſtrong armont of the Punce, 
but paſſed thzongh vnto his amo2ous heart all bedewed 
with bloud a whole armes length.

commaunded to be kept carefully,foz the thing befoze tou-

the Emperoar had bzought with him to guide his carriage 
toke all the dead bodies vpon their hozſcs, without leauing 
any thing wh:ch was theirs, t altogether they taried them 
| into the thicke of the wade,from: whence they befoze cams 
| out, there in the thickeſt thereof they made a great pit, in⸗ 
to the which they thꝛew the Pꝛince and the knights, ſaue 
the Engliſh baſes,x the kings letters which were needfull 
foz his purpole,they couered them with earth in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that there was neuer memoꝛie of them. At the time that 
the Pzince was entered, the Emperour beeing of conditio

Aﬀtet that the Emperoꝛ had ſaid theſe and other things, 
whereby the nights vnderſtode his will, it grened them 
not a whit of this talke, but they wer rather ioyous, wei⸗ 
eng the benefit which the Aing, the kingdome, þ Pꝛinceſſe 
Briana, and all his ſhoulde reape thereby, and eſpecially the 
Pꝛinteſſe , by obtaining to huſband , the moſt noble and 
woꝛthy Paince of all chziſtendome, as well foz his perſon, 
As 'fo2- bis eſtate, and ſo with god will they ſubmitted 
themlelues to do him pleaſure, and what els he comman⸗ 
ded them. With this, the Emperour & his Knights tone 
the letters which wer directed to the Qucene 4 the 332119 
ceſs; and with moze hope fo-atchiene their euguecſt, thep 
nut on the Euglich baſes, which made them ſeenie Tnglith 
men, then taking their wap towaid the Poneſtfarte of the 
riuer. In the wap, the Kings knights told the Emperour, 
how two of their felowes were gone befoze to giue no'ice 
vnto the Pꝛinceſſe, of Pzince Edwards comming, and that 
thereſoze it were god to goe well adulſed, foꝛ they ſhould 
meets them by the way. The Emperour allo wed their ad⸗ 
uice, charged his people vntil they appꝛoched nere them, 
not to diſcloſe themſelues, ſeaſt they retiring, their ſetretes 
might be lapde open. Now foztune iumped ſo enen with 
the Emperour, as that all things ſucceeded on his ſide, vn⸗ 


till the accompliſhment of his deſire , which thall be reci- 
bed in ide chapter following. 
Ire Emperour petour Trebatke was reeciued-at the Nonesta- 
neby the Archbiſhop of and / there betroth- 
A by the name of Prince Edward. Caps.

— Woe, where the vifoztunate P2ince was flaine, and 
toke their way towards the titie of Buda, vntill they came 
within vi. miles of the Paneſtarie, where they ſaw a farrs 
the two other Knights, which bad, retourned to being the 
Pꝛince on bis way;UWlhen their fellowes bad eſpied them, 
they told it to the Emperoꝛ, vpon this, the Emperoz comy 
maunded his Knights to kepe together, leaſt they ſhuld bg 
knowen, and ſo they kept on till they met. The other two 
ſaing the Engliſh bales, thought him to be the Peince of 
England with his knights. But the Emperours knights; 
as fone as theſe were within their reach, laid hold on their 
bꝛidels, and with curteous words ſtaied them vntill the ar 
ther two knights of the Kings had talked with them. 
Zheſs two declared vato the other that which bad happe⸗ 
ned between Pꝛince Edward and the Emperour Trebatio, 
and in the ende, made plaine the meaning ol the Empe⸗ 
rour, both pꝛaleng them to kerpe it ſecrete, and thaeawing 
them with death, il they did other wiſe o doubt, they 
wondꝛed at that which chaunced, but what the Emperour 
would, that they pꝛomiſed him, and were nothing denn, 
taunt of their exchaunge. 

The Emperour being aſſerfained of their faith , went 
with them towards the Poneſtary ol the riuer, whervnte 
being came, they foundnot in the Poneſtarte, but the Q. 
the Pꝛincelle, and other Gentle women being ſernitozs, ta 
attend vpon them, and the Archbiſhop; ol Belgrado, which 
there taried foz to enſure them. This Archbulyop Teceyued 
the Cmperour at the gate; and thinking bim aſluredlye to 
be the p2ince of England, conducted him with his knights; 
where the Nugne and the P2incss were in the companie 
of beautiful and diſcrete-Ladies, ahiding his commingz 
hen they hap laluted each other, and that the Emperoz 


had taken a full view ofthe Wainteſſe, be. was grade as 
a to ls pir beautie,foz he coulde not be perf waded 4 
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ſo great tomelineſſe had bene in Helene, although dearelys 
bought by his aunceſtoꝛs, he indged it moze heauenlpe 02 
angelicali, then humane oz earthly, beſides,ſhe was of a 
godly ſtature, excelling the other Gentlewomen, in height 
a ſpan. The Pancelle' when ſhe ſaw the Emperoꝛ befoze 
hir, he iudged him to be govlieft knight that might ve in 
the Wozlo, which his beautiful fate + pleaſant countenanco 
ſhewed eſpecially ,” When thus by the eyes each of them 
were indifferently latiſfiev,the Empero2 would haue kiſ- 
ſed the hands of the Mucene Augusta, but ſhe with great 
gend will imbꝛaced him. By and by turning himſelfe again 
towards the Pzinceſſe,he toke bir by the hand, and lapde 
in effect thus much. 1 

The fame of your great beantie , excellent Peinceſſe, 
bath in ſuch ſozt paſſed thꝛough the wozld,that the onelye » 
repozt thereof, hath fozced the Pꝛinte of England to leaue » 
bis natural Ringdome and ſople, to come and ſerue you in »» 
this :Countrey,andto beholde with his owne epes, that » 
which his cares would ſcarcely bel ue. God hath made me 
ſo foztunate that Þ haue obtained the god wil of the king 
pour father, t of the Quene pour mother foz to haue you » 
to wife.

Rings letters, he deliuered it into hir handes, which the

T e Emperour T rebatio remained thꝛæ dapes in 
ths PMoneſtarie of the riuer, not hauing oppoztunitis 
to talke with the Pzinceſſe alone, becauſe ſhe was not wil⸗ 
ling to gius conſent to his deſire, vntil the warre with the 
Emperour ſhould be finiſhed, This intonueniente trobled 
his thought,andincreaſed his melancholy,as nothing moe 
foz that the terme which the King bad ſet foz his returne 
was alreadie expired, and b&ing.afrapde leaſte the Ming 
would ſendfoz him, whereby his fault ſhould be diſcoue- - 
red, without giuing remedie to that which had bene the o⸗ 
riginall of his griefe, in ſuch wiſe be was tonnented that 
be could neither ſleepe noz eate. And in his imagination he 
did naught els but gaze on the Pꝛinceſſe, exprciug time 
when he might alate the heate of his amoꝛaus paſſion.

part fromthe rett, caſting himlſelfe vpon the grene graſſe, 
g ſtaieng his backe againſt a trie, he there remained moze 
then two houres bzoad awake, ſtaring at the clereneſſe of 
the aire, ⁊ the bzightneſſe of the ſtars, when his thoughtes 
renued, and the amoꝛous paſſion, if befoze not cleane buri⸗ 
ed, now reuiued a freſh by the ſolitarineſſe of his conceit: 
at length his cares, the wearineſſe of his wap, e the l wert 
noiſe of the pleaſant leaues, though tbe hiſſing of y wind, 
bzought him to a gentle ſlumber, wherein he had ſcarcely 
bene halfe an houre, but that his fancie pzeſented to him 
againe his Lady Briana. Me dꝛeamed that ſhe was taken 
by fo2ce of two giants, the moſt fierce and ſtrong that euer 
be had ſene-in all his lyfe,and that thee ſeeing him, cryed 
foz help: Thzough the griefe wherof he awaked very much

The 
Emperour pꝛieng about to ſ& who were the guides of the 
chariot, perceiued þ ſhe was carried awaie by two ſfrong 
and huge Gyants, with great battell ares in their hands, 
being on fate at the foze ende of the chariof , Theſe two 
had ſa fell and truell lokes; that they would haue daunted 
the courage of any man which ſhould haue behelde them 

But the Emperour aſſured in his thought that this was 
the Pzincefſe, with great anger ſtart vp, and not remem⸗ 
'bzing to call ante of his knights, with his \wozd he paced 
towards the Gyaunts, where without either god euen oz 
god mozrowe, he lent the firft whome he appꝛoched vnto 
Auch a ſtroke, that the Gyaunt woulde haue 12 his

part in the Ladie to haue made ſufficient paiment of that 
blowe,fos lifting vp his battell are to receiue the bla we, 
the l wozd cut it into the middeſt of the helme, and from 
thence gliding downe vpon his armonr,hewed it into mas 
ny pertes. Thon the other giant haſtning to (mite the Em⸗ 
perour, lapde at his head with maine foꝛce: bat the Ems 
perour warded it on his ſher lde, in which the Gpants bat⸗ 
tell are ſtacks ſo faſt, that be might no moꝛze dꝛawe it out, 


-uvntill the Emperour ſtrake him on the right arme, that 


be made him fozgoe his holde. The two Gyauntes thus 
being left weaponleſſe, with much ligbt neſſe, moꝛe then was 
likely foz they2 bigneſſe, ſeapt into the Chariot, whereby 
the Emperour had no time to beſtowe another blowe on 
them Then a dwarfe being in the one ende of the chari⸗ 
of, laſht fwzih the hozſes , ſo that they ranne with ſuch 
\ wiftnefſe,as if they had fline, With this noiſe the knights 
awaked,and with their [wwzdes in their hands came to 
learne what it ſhould ber, in the ende mach abaſhed to ſie 
their Loꝛd in ſuch a heat, as they demaunded of him what 
befoll, hee was fo-troubled in his heart, the P2incefſe thus 
bxing lead away, that he made them no aunſwere, but ta⸗ 
king his hozſe, he commannded them to followe him. The 
Emperour ſpurred his hozſe with ſuch furie that be made 


him to runne as faff, as the Swallowe flieth in the aire 


It could not be that the palfraies which dzew the chariot 
were hozles, becauſe his bazſe was one of the beſt t moſt 
p2ecious in the wozld, & this Lo2d hauing deſire to oner- 
take the Pꝛinceſſe, made him gallop moze then an fndif- 
ferent pace, but the other were ſpꝛightes of the. apze, and 
infernall furies J thinke , fozced by Arte Pagicke both 
to flye and runne. Yet the Emperour followed: the. chaſe, 
without loſing the fight of them, although it was all in 
vaine. The knightes which remained in the wade; being 
loth to be farre behinde thepz Lozde, went ta catche they 
hoꝛſes, but were it that naturally they feared the Gyants,

bꝛake out of the place, and ſtraped here and there, ſo 
that the knightes ſpent moꝛe then two houres, ere they 
might take them. By this the. Emperour was ſo farre 
from his knightes with the haſt he made, that thoy knew 
not what way to take, and indeds it was not poſſible foz 
them to get within the ſight of him, albeit they bad belde 
on the beaten way, which they thought that the Emperour 
had taken. They rods one way, and the Emperour belpke 
poſted another way,foz they neuer met, but the Emperour 
purſued (o long, vntill in the ende he came to the bzinke 
of the riuer Danubia, there where it dinideth it ſeife into 
fige armes, at the ſhoare whereof there was a gadiy and 
tall ſhippe, as the Cmperour might well ſer, being a bo we 
ſhot behind the giants; In this they put the chariot t with- 
all hoiſed thep2 ſailes, and thzough the middle arme ſays 
ted with god ſpeede. Thus outraged the Emperour ſo;that 
with ſpurring he caaſed-his! hozle to fall downe dead vn⸗ 
der him. Beeing thus left on fote:, notwithſtanding her 
diſpapzed not, but helde on to that place from whence the 
Chariot was taken, where he carefully lokt about him to 
ſes ik peraduenture on the one ſide 02 on the other, her 
might trace out a wape ta fallowe: ſo loath her was to 
loſe the ſight of it. But as all this was vdeniſcd by en⸗ 
chauntment, fo tykewtiſe-1t: happened him to ler —_

his countenaunce ſeming to be a verie honeſt man. To 
him the Emperour called with a lowde vopte, deſiring him 
fo take towardes the ſhoate.

ſo nere the ſhoꝛe, that the Emperour leaped vp into it, and 
being on the hatches, tourning bimſelfe to the olde man fo 
giue him thanks, the old man baniſhed away:and the Em⸗ 
perour neuer ſaw him alter. The ſhip kept the ſame coutſe 
that it began with, and the Emperour was much aſtoniſh⸗ 
ed at it, the rather fo2 that he wiſt no man elſe aboꝛd to 
rule the ſhip, not knowing what elſe to ſay oz think of this 
great wonder, be then beſerched God fo direc his voyage 
that he might pet obteine his lady:foz he verily demed ber 
to be Briana which was in the chariot, Jn this oꝛder being 
ſtill within light of the fozmer ſhip, not ſtraieng from the 
way which he had kept, the Emperour ſailed th2& dayes 


fode , By reaſon of this trauaile and thought, the meate 
which he eate was no moꝛe then would ſuffice nature. In 
the fourth dap by mozning, the ſhip with the chariot was 
dziuen into the great and large Sea called Pontus Euxi- 
nus, thzough the which he yet ſatled within the vie we ol 
the other, bntiH the fozward ſhippe arriued in a fayze 
and delectable Jlande, where the Chariot toke landing 
Halfe an houre after the Emperours ſhippe ruſhed on the 
ſhoare, with ſach foꝛte that the ſhippe rent in peeces, and 
with the violence of the ruſh. thꝛewe the Emperour vp⸗ 
pon the banke flatlings on his backe, where after hee had 
ſtretched himſe life, he began againe to trauaile on fate that.

be behelys. well bow the Alande was as it were 
walled about with afaire and freſh water, the fai- 
reſt that euer her had ſcene , then loking: further

Beſides theſe; to make vp 
a full meſſe of diſpozt, there was a I werte and plealgght 
ſong of Birdes, which ſeemed to reiovce in the bzight and 
cleere mozning,beſides a thouſand other paſtimes which 
J let paſle,to long to make a tale off. Hut yet of all theſe 
the noble Emperour toke no care, foz the thonght ol his 
Lady detained from him, but onely be beat all both know» 
en and vaknowen wayes, to finde out that wherein the 
Chariot had gone. At length be winded one, but an vnu⸗ 
ſed waie;which by all likelibde was the ſame which her 
would haue, in that the graſſe feemed new pꝛeſſed downe. 
This tract the noble Emperour followed on fte, with⸗ 
out that either the heauineſſe of his armour,oz the length ol 
the way, made him to reſt ane whit.

NO tbe creatoꝛ ok all things minded fo manifelt the 
woꝛthy deeds of the valiant Donzel del Febo , which 
as pet lap hidden in the armes of the delicate Gentlewo⸗ 
man his foſter mother, and therefoze in ſuch ſozt, he ozde⸗ 
red the celeſtial influences and powers of the planets, that 
ſcarcely had the young Gentleman fully reached vnto their 
peares of his age, when he was carried from the p2incely 
Graces of his bnknowen mother (leaning hir penſine and 
ſad) into a large and maine ſea, whence,being toſſed with

The firſt part of the 


-a while after the water b&ing calme and plaine, he loked 
in it againe, and ſcing bis ſhaddowe there, be began to 
playe with it, and ſtroke it with his hands, now becanſe1t 


would not giue place, but did that which be did, waxing 


angrie, he pꝛaped his mother to giue him a rod which laye 
vpon the land to beate tbe babe withall. Jt was a gov 
paſtime foz hir, to ſe 'the diſpleaſure which he had concei⸗ 
ued agaiuſt his owne ſhadol, and leauing him thus, ſhe 
lept vpon the lande, to reach him the ſticks that be requi- 
red. Being thus on lande, either with the foꝛce he put to 
the ſive of the boate, in aduauncing hir ſelfe out of þ boat, 
oꝛ els becauſe it was the will of God, that the lyttle boye 
ſhould then be pꝛeſt to frye the hazarde of his conſtellatt- 
on. So it was, that the boate being vntied, it ſhoued from 
the ſhoze,the nourſe not perceiuing it befoze the turned a⸗ 
gaine: then was it moze then two peards from the land, 
and not hauing whereby to take holde, it bare ſo \ wiftlye 
do bone the ſtreame in a little time, and ſo farre off, that ſhe 
loſt the ſight of it. When ſhe ſawe the daunger wherein 
the little childe was, not hauing power to ſuecour it, ſhe 
rent hir garments, and toze hit haire, and fel to the ground 
making ſuch mone, that the Pꝛinceſſe and hir Gentle wo⸗ 
men ſitting about the Nell, heard it, and much abaſhed , 
role from the place to know what the noyſe meant. UUhen 
they ſawe the pittifuil dealings ol the nourſe vypon the 
ground, quickening their pace they gate neere hir, and de⸗ 
maunding the cauſe of hir great lamentation, they founde 
hir ſo ſoꝛrowfull that ſhe coulde not ſpeake to them, but 
rather the moze ſhe was comlaꝛted by them, the moze the 
outraged in crieng, as ; they indged bir to be yiſtraught.. 
So long laſted theſe hir cryes, that the Painceſſe diiquie⸗ 
ted, went towards hir, leauing Roſicleer with one of hir 
Gentlewomen. As the Pꝛinceſſe came towardes hir, the 
nourſe knewe hir, and not hauing the boldneſſe to ſhew 
how it fell out, in reſpect of the griefe the Pꝛinceſſe would 
.taks.faz the laſſe ot hix (onne , befaze. the Pzincelle * 
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at hir, ſhe ranne and lept into the water, with full intent 
to dzowne hir ſelfe, p; which ſhe had done, had not hir cls- 
thes boꝛne hir vp, and the gardeiner hearing the great out 
cries (he made, waded in the water fo2 hir, and bꝛought 
hir to land all wet and bloudie with the blowes ſhe gaue 
hir lelfe in the face. This cauſed ſuch pitie and compaſſion 
in the Paineells and all hir Gentle women, that all attom⸗ 
ſhed, they abode oaly to ſæ the nourſes demeanour. In the 
end, at the inſtance of the Pꝛinceſſe, ſhe declared how Don- 
zel del Febo was got from hir, foz the which they im⸗ 
parted with hir griefe,and eſpecially the Pꝛinceſſe benum⸗ 
med of all bir ſenſes ſunke to the ground with no moze 
colour and bzeath, then if ſhe had bene quite dead. The 
gardeiner entring into another boate there, which the had 
to fiſh withall,puſhed vp the ſtreame amaine with his dare 
to ouertake the boate in which Donzel del Febo was cars 
ried, but all his trauaile was loſt, foz cither by diuine per⸗ 
miſſion, oz by Arte Pagicke, made by a learned man, as 
ſhall be tolde pou hereafter, the boate rode faſter then the 
violence of the ſtreame might d2tne it, and in ſhozt time 
it entered into the great ſea, where it followed the migh- 
tie waues moze then an 100,miles-in a ſhozt ſpace, ſo that 
neither the gardeiner noz who els followed them might in 
any wiſe attaine vnto him oz bzing newes of him, When 
the Pzinceſſe was reuined, and remembꝛed the chaunce cf 
Donzel del Febo, ſhe pow2ed cut ſo many lalte teares , 
from hir faire epes, that lpke as out of fountaines oz 
ſpzings, water guſheth out abundantly, ſo from hir face, 
ſtreamed downe floudes of water, iſluing with ſobbes and 
ſighes as would haue bꝛoke hir heart in a manner, ſuch as 
commonly the fall of the water maketh from the ſfxpe 
mountaines . But fo2 that ſhe would nat be heard of hir 
Gentle women, ſhe tourned hir ſelfe and went towardes 
hir lodging, where remaining alone with Clandestria, 
the gaus a freſh onſet to hir fozmer complaputs, on this 
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„ OD minhtie and louereigne Lozd, wherefoze doth thy 
„highnelſe ſuffer the Pꝛinceſſe Briana to lyne this long, ſer⸗ 
„ ing the doth roll on this life with ſuch ſozrow and cart? O 
„Loꝛd, wherekoze gaueſt thou me a huſ band in this wozld 
,, {0 vallant, ſæing that ſu ſone as J had loſt the name of a 
„maiden, thon madeſt me an vnfo2tunate widdow. Wlhere⸗ 
,, fO2e gaueſt thou me ſonnes, with ſo ſtraunge tokens at 


„one of them, why did IJ reach to ſo great eſtate, in which J 


„ muſt live with ſoꝛow: And why ganeſt thou me beautie, 


„not to eniop it? Alas poꝛe woman that J am, J ſe that 
„each thing enkoꝛceth my patne,foz*Foztnne the miſtreſſe of 
„ miſhap, deſpitekully thzowing downe thoſe on whome ſhe 
,, fco\vnes,hath tourned hir back on me, which deſire to liue 
„ without the comvaſſe ok hir wheele. Ab filly woman, p lon⸗ 
„ger J rub out this life, the moꝛe my artefe increleth. When 
„J (oxke to molliſie my griefe,then my care redonbleth,and 
„one ſoꝛow ſurceaſing, there ſucceedeth another, as one bil⸗ 
,, lowfolloweth on the others necke, in the maine ſea, O 
„thou L92d, which haſt created me, fake me out of this de⸗ 
,, ceiptfull wozlve, if by death onely the intollerable miſfoz» 
„tunes may take ende which daily awaite me, CTheſe, and 
other woꝛdes ſpake the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, much agreening 
therewith hir Oentlewoman Clandestria, who a little al- 
tering tze courſe of hir aunſ were from the platfozme of 
the others complaint,d2oue with the Pꝛinceſſe onto thele 
concluſions, Firſt, that there was hope inough fo reconer 
hir loſſes, the realans which lead hir ther vnto were theſe, 
Albeit, ſaith ſhe, Gods wozkes be vnſearchable, yet thus 
bolve may we be with them, not medling with the cauſes 
to compare the euills together, and then ſurelp the whole 
courſe of woꝛldly things ſufficiently teach vs, that GOD 
createth not ſuch excellent perſonages but fo2 excellent pur⸗ 
paſes, and not as in dumbe ſhewes vppon a ſtage, where 
the players onely pꝛeſent themſelues and paſſe awape. A- 
gaine, ſaith ſhe , you are altogether vncertaine of —

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death, and why not in lo doubtful a caſe, ſhould hope bee 


as ready as care,oziperhappes: you thinke as ſwne happens 
tho wozle as the better, yet the auncicntp2oucrb is, that he 
which-nanght hopeth ſoz, cught to deſpaire naught, fog 
hope and miſgining;are in the lame ſabiect, Wherefoze laith 


ſhe, pon may well hope. The ſecond mas, that the ſhoulde

Wlith theſe 
and many other godly coantatles Clandestria daily labcus 
red the Pzincelle to giue ouer hir griefc ; but fo2 all this, 
if God with his mightie hand had not held hir vp, it had 
gone W2ong with hir. oz he pꝛouided hir of comfoz: by 
à man very wiſe and wel learned in art Pagick, of wyom 
ſhall be made mention in this biſtozy. By him God pers 
mitted that the pꝛiſon of the Emperour with other appur⸗ 
tenaunces ſhuld be diſcovered, fozcſecing by the ſigens, pla⸗

„the time affwꝛds me no leaſure to tarrie with ther, and to 
„ diſcourſe at large all the lopaltie J beare vnto ther, and 
„the deſire J haue to ſerve the, in a wozd J p2ay ther take 
„god courage vnto the, to overcome the great advuerſitics , 
„ which may come, and ere it be long are like to come vnto 
„the, ſo y thou ſhalt be lefte altogether comfoztleſſe. I giue 
„the pet to vnderſtand, that Prince Edward is not nowe 
„liuing, and that in the time, wherein thy diſpaire ſhall bee 
„ higheſt, thou ſhalt obtaine thy bal band againc,as ſafe and 
,, ſound as he departed from ther, and he ſhall acknowledge 
,, thy childzen, and ſhall iope in their vertues, that the top 
,, which thou ſhalt haue hereafter, ſhall ſurmount the paine 
,, wherein thou remaineſt at this pzeſent , Aſſure thy ſelfe

In tbis ſozt pꝛeparing the e Pꝛinteſſe to the conflict with 
hir aduerſitie, the faire Nimph vaniſhed awap, diving 
downe into the depth of the well, and the P2inseſſe deui⸗ 
ſing vpon this ſaieng, was as it were beſides hir ſelſe, not 
fully knowing whether ſhe bad heard thoſe wozds oz dzea⸗ 
med them. Foz as ſhe vnderſtode of the one parte, that 
Pzince Edward was dead, and of the other, that ſhe ſhould 
once againe ſe hir hul bande, ſhe was ſo confuſed in hir 
thought, that ſhe knewe not what to iudge, and ſapd to hir 
ſelfe, that peraduenture ſhe had miſtaken the Nymph , 

In the ende, reſting vppon tbe hope which ſhe had made 
p2omiſe off, ſhe was ſomewhat comfozted , not doubting 
the accompliſhment . Vet ſhe remained in the Poneſtarie, 


not willing to goe cut of hir lodging, and clothed alwaies 
in

in blacke mourning apparell, and delighting in nothing ſo 
much as in little Roſicleer , Roſicleer as he increaſed in

4 P the molk auncient and true recoꝛdes of-the A 
"ID ſirians,it appeareth, that in that time when Theo- 
doro pꝛedeteſſour of the great Emperour Treba+ 
ngo, ruled in the Empyze of Greece: there gouer⸗ 
ned among the Perſtans the mightie Orixerges , king of 
Perſia # Souldan of Babylon,fo2 his greate power among 
the Pagans much renowned and feared. This man after 
he had lived in great p2oſperitie,dped,leauing behinde him 
thꝛer ſonnes, the eldeſt king of Perſia , the ſecond Souldan 
of Babylon, the third Lo2de of the Crimſon Jland which 
is in the red Dea, whence allo it taketh the name, becauſe 
all the land is dyed with that coulour, This third bzother 
from his youth was verie ſtudious , and ginen aboue all 
to Aſtrologie, and other vnknowen ſciences , Jn theſe hee 
became ſo exquiſite, that ſcarce. in his time might anie bee 
compared vnto him, The greatelt part of his life time, ha 
dwelt in that Jlande, choſing that place as moſt connent- 
ent foz bis ſtuvie.The eldeſt of the thz& bzetheren, being 
king of Perſia,dyed about, 40, yeares after this diſtributi⸗ 
on of their inheritance, hauing foz heire a ſonne of his, 40, 
peares olde called Florion , a valiaunt and ſtrong knight,

a young man but of a great courage, putting in his rome 
a vizerop fo2 his kingdome, wandered as a knight arrant 
thꝛongh the world to ſeeke aduentures, where he did great 
and noble dabes cf armes. At the ende of 'thz&e peares, 
aftcr this his abſence from his Tountrie. he ſtroke oner tos 
warves the Court of the Souldan of Babylon dis vnckle. 
TUhere he remained ſometime: verye wett wricomed, and 
bcioucd of the Souldan, fo de was a god night. The 
Souloan had a little ſonne and a meruailous fatre daughs 
ter, whoſe name was called Beliſea, of her Florion became 
enamoured, and requring her to wife of her father, ſhe was 
graunted him, and the marriage celebꝛated bet werne them 
with great ſolempnitte of feaſts and triumphs; While hee 
was thus within does ſpozting, there was wozle newes 
abꝛoad.- oz a mightie Pagan called Atricano,the bꝛaueſt 
and boldeſt knight that euer was in all the coaſts of Af 
fricke, had tranſpozted ouer into Aſia, and by his great 
foꝛce in few dapes ſubdued the whole Countrie of Media, 
and two other kingdomes adiatent, belonging to two 
great Pagan Pzinces, Theſe thus vanquiſhed, after bes 
came tributaries, as lubiccts and vaſſalls. The fame wher⸗ 
of was b2uted farre and nere, that there were fewe kings 
in thoſe partes which requeſted not his amitie, foz all ac⸗ 
counted him the luſtieſt warriour in the wozld:and ſoth it 
is, that in all Aſia was neuer bozne ſo pꝛoude and fierce a 
agan. - 
. But h was — by him, vnto whoſe cours 
teſie not onely our liues and linings , but wer our ſelnes 
ſtande th2all and ſubice , otherwiſe he had in fewwe dayes 
made himſelfe Lozde of the greateſt part of all Aſia. This 
Pagan was a huge and mightte man, large lymmed,of 
the bignelle of a Gyant, and ſo ſtrong and weightie with 
all that the ſtrongeſt hozſe which was , he con!de make 
to bow detwerne his legges, any prece of armour; how fine 
ſo euer it were, he would bend and wzeath in his bandes, 
as caſily as if it had bene: raed of Maxe, This — 
ell 
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well knowing his owne fozces and eſtate, and not cons 
tented with that he had gotten, in few dayes determincd 
to inuade the kingdome of Perſia, to bzing that alſs to bis

ſabiection. Into it he entered, and in a little time he congue⸗ 


red many Cities, plaining Townes and Caſtles, all this 
while the Pzince Florion being in Babylon. The Peres of 
his kingdome lent meſſengers vnto him, declaring p whole 
fate of the Countrie, howe vnable it was to make reſi⸗ 
ſtaunce, without the leauieng of a new arnue, « ſome foz- 
reine ſuccours. | | 

Then the Pzince aſſembled the royalleſt army that he 
might in the land of the Souldan, and ſhipped into Perſia, 
there to giue battayls vnto Africano , and fo puniſh by 
armes his enimies intruſion. But be reckoned without his 
hoſt. Foz he had not rode tenne miles in his owne king⸗ 


dome, when the mightie Africano came and pitched nere 


with his whole arnite , and in the firſt fielde diſcomfitcd 
Florion , the molt part of his people being flaine , The 
Pꝛinte Florion haſtcd into Babylon,foz euer diſpayzing to 
be reueſted in his ſegnioztes,and Africanos power was ſo 
great, that be wel knew all the Souldans power to bee of 
little fozce fo withſtand him. The Souldan reteiued him 
gladde of bis eſcape, but pet ſoꝛrie againe foz bis peo⸗ 
ple, and diſheriting of his nephewe of ſo noble a King- 
dome. 8 

As they were thus {ozrowfull , within a fewe dayes 
after came into the Court the third bzother Lyrgandeo, 
which as the ſtozie ſaith, inhabited the Crimſon Jlande,at 
bis comming they were much quieted , he bad them be at 
reſt and not take care fo the kingdome of Perſia, foꝛ that 
there was among the Chziſtians a childe bozne in the 
bappyclt and moſt foztunate houre that euer Knight had 
bene bozne in, the which by god aduenture ſhoulte bee 
b:ought to thoſe partes, and by his noble valour and 
vertue, ſhoulde delpuer the Souldan and the *-Pzin- 


celle his Daughter from death , oz from perpetuall 
im⸗ 
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all beleened his ſapeng, fo2 that at other times he had de-

The firſt part of the 
impꝛilonment, x diſpoſſefſing the wicked infruder, ſhoulde 
place the Pꝛince Florion in his lawfall enherifaunce , to 
his owne great glozte and the vtter confuſion of his eni⸗ 
mies. This done that Florion ſhould eniope his kingdome 
in peace and tranquilitie all his Ipfe, vntill then he reque⸗ 
ſted them to haue patience, ſith it is not yet ſapth he, when 


theſe things ſhall happen. N 
Lyrgandeo was helde fo2 a verie wiſe man, and they

nined of manp things which came to paſſe accozdinglpe: 
but pet they knew not who that knight might ber, ſo ſtrong 
as to reſiſt the fozce of Africano, fo2 he was reputed the 
bꝛaueſt and molt valiant knight of the wozld, & they were 
vcrie deſirous cuerie daie to heare of his arriuall in theyz 
lande. Now not a moneth after this the wiſe Lyrgandeo, 
counſailed with the Pꝛince Florion in ſecret , willing bim 
immediatlp at that houre fo take. 20. knights of the beſt he 
had in the Court, and himſelle, and toembarke themſelues 
in a warre ſhippe, as it were to ſcow2e the coaſtes. Where 
lailing in the Dea Mediterraneum, Foztune ſhoulde bꝛing 
vnto theyz power two little bopes the moſt beautiful! 
and excellent that euer be had ſcene , with theſe, ſapth he, 
pon ſhall retourne fo Babylon, foz theſe are the nurſes of 
your god happe , The Pꝛince gladde fo pleaſe his vnckle, 
choſe out his knightes,and toke leaue of the Souldan, de⸗ 
parting from Babylon, and paſſing thzough Aſia the leſſe, 
be came to a hauen in Phrigia, where he put himſelfe and 
his mates in a ſhippe well puruaied of vicaalles , and lately 
rigged and trimmed foꝛ ſome ſuch boyage , Jn this with a 
p:olperonus winde he ſapled till at the end of twelue dayes 
mounting on the tilbacke of the ſhippe to loke if perhaps 
be might beholde the thing, of which the wiſe man had 
folde him. Jt was ſo that hee kenned a farre off a little 
barke in which the Centleman of the Sunne was dꝛluing 
towardes them, and the wanes rocking it on cuerie ſide. It 
might be that this boate defended the burthen naturally,

The beautifull young „ 
gentleman which la we him ſo befoze him embaſed, feared 
him not a whit, although the armour gliſtered, but with a 
ioyfull and pleaſaunt countenaunce colled him and claſped 
his armes about his necke., as if he had knowen him a ; 
long time. J doe not thinke that the deſire of ſafetie made Þ|# 
bim ſo to fawne vpon Florion,foz they with whom he was 1. 
earſt acquainted woze no armour. But the Pzince Florion | 
toke him vp in his armes,and kiſſed his white and roſeall 1 
chekes as tenderly as if be had bene his owne childe,ma- i 
king bim to eate of the molt delicate meates which he had i 
then on bond. The little boy which was verie bungrie fed 
verp well, and from that time foth loued the Pzince Flo-

with greate paine to ſtrike the Pzince, There beganne a 
bꝛaue and terrible vattaile, either of their knightes much 
amaſed in beholding them. Now welfare thy beart thou va⸗ 
liant Florion, foz thou much diſappointedſt Mambrinia- 


no of his enterpꝛiſe, & made him confeſſe that in twenties 


peares robbing on the Sea of as many ſo he might finde, 
he had neuer met knight which had put him in lo greats 
daunger, noꝛ fought with one of ſo great fozce, Thus they 
fought balfe an houre and no man might iudge who ſhouly 
baue the better, The great rouer trake with all his fozce 
at his enimie, (but the finall houre of his owne Iyfe nows 
edging nere him) ſo it was that the couragious Pzince as 
uoided it, and as he was alreadie entered into the god ſuc- 


ceſſe of his voyage, hauing in his power the Gentleman ol

There the wzetched Mambriniano with his gluttenous de⸗ 
ſire ſpit out his ſtinking and cozrupted ſpirit, and the noble 
Florion reſted not here, but with a bzaue e ſtout courage 
entered in the ſhip and laid about him on both ſides. A 
knights ol the rouer to revenge their Lozds death woun-

Gentleman was ſo gracious in behautour,y if Florion had 
not befoze ſcene the Gentleman of the Sunne, be bad be⸗ 
tened him to be the faireſt and pꝛopꝛeſt Gentleman that 
euer hee had ſeene, and deſiring to knowe who they were, 


he laluted tbem curteouſlye, willing the knight to tell him 


who they were. Ve which had alreadie knowen Florions 
greate vertue in the battaile that he had with the rouer, 
roſe with the poung Gentleman from the place where har 
was ſet, and vſing an humble duetie to dim, aunC wered , 
» Sir knight, J am a pꝛiſoner to the rover Mambriniano, 
» which twke me and this young Gentleman at a place 
„ neere a hauen of the Sea, and ſith God by Foztune hath 
„ beene lo fauourable vnto you that in a righteous battayle 
„ you haue flaine him, we remaine. now foz yours to dog 
,, with vs that which ſhall ſ&me beff vnto pon, and we haue 
„god hope that with a knight of fo greate valour , there 
„cannot happen vnto vs ſo much euill as with him which 
„ toke vs pꝛiſoners. The Pzince accepted well that which 
he ſapde vnto him, and p2ayed him to goe on in declaring 
who bc was,fo2 that by lacke of knowledge her might 
fo:eſlacke to doe to them the hononr that they meritev , 
Albet nowe the knight wiſhed that her might difſemble it 
foz the vaunger- that might enſue , yet in the ende, put- 
ting his affiannce in the Pztnce,he ſapde vnto him. Sith 
„ it liketh you ſir knight to know who we be,onely to pleaſe 
k.. vou J will tell it pou, though J woulde glodly haue ſup⸗ 
„ pꝛeſſed our names, till Foztune ſome what moze friendly 


vnta. 
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vnto bs ſhoulde haue bewzaped it. But knowe you that, 
this young Gentleman is called Claueryrido, and is the ,, 
ſonne of the king Ocizteo , King of Fraunce, onelp iuheri⸗, 
tour and ſuccefſour of that great kingdome, and J haue to, 
name Armineo being bꝛother to the king Oristeo, and bn⸗ ,; 
kle fo this young Gentleman. The Whole o2der of this, 
miſfoxfune, was in this ſoꝛte. One daye foꝛ to {pc2te dur, 
ſelues,; in the company of many other knights, we rode to, 
a fatre koꝛreſt neere vato the Sca, and the Knights which ,, 
came with vs, the molt of them delighting in hunting, ſc⸗ 
uered themſclues foꝛ their diſpoꝛt, in ſuch manner, that the ,, 
young Gentleman and J, with onelp ten knights, wer lelt, 
in a freſh and kaire arbour about a well, nere adiopning „ 
vnto the Sea. In this time, while our knights followed ,, 
their game, this great Nouer Mambriniano, whether eſpi⸗ 
eng vs, oz by chaunte taking land foz freſh water, wee ,, 
knowe not, but with moze then twentie knights he belet, 
vs, and although we defended our ſelues ſome time, in the ,, 
end;this Gentleman and J were taken pꝛiſoners, and our „ 
ten knights llaine 1 ſoꝛe wornded,befoze the other knights 
which hunted in the foꝛreſt might vnderſtande of it. Ye ,, 
taried vs to his ſhips, where it is moꝛe then a month that ,, 
we haue bene in this manner as pou haue ſeene vs, cloſe „ 
= vp in this tage. Fo2 my lelfe Dir, as J neuer hope „ 
> libertre,ſo J reſpect not my iinpzifonment; but foz this „ 
faire young Gentleman my heart is ſoꝛe wounded, J had, 
rather ſaffer ten deaths, then any ſuch miſfoꝛtune thonlde ,, 
happen to him, Becauſe that when ſuch newes ſhall be ,, 
repozted to his father, he will beare it moꝛe impatientlpe „ 
than his owne, and that which woztkis, to me onely will ,, 
he Att this kaut, ith; haiing committed his dnely „ 
fonte to my gouernante, J haue gigen ſo ill actount of „ 
bim Unto theſe woꝛde, the knight lent manie a teare ſii⸗ 
ding downe his face, which well ſhewed the griefe de boze 
in hart, The p2inco nion in great compaſſion comfoꝛted 
him, pꝛomiſing libertie of 1 into his country when 
ie he 
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but by and by :remembzing the wozdes , which the wiſe 
man his vnckle had ſapd, he called it backe agains, and in 
ſteede of bis firſt pꝛomiſe, be tourned bis tale to the nat ra⸗ 
tion of his owne miſhaps, being on this wiſe. J thancke 

» pou heartelp foz your courteſie, in recounting. to mee the 
» whole diſcourſe of your impꝛiſomment, and of this young 
»Gentlemaus taptiuitie, and J call the high Gods toe wit⸗ 
» neſſe, what paine pour miſfo2tune bath cauſed in me, and 
» how ready my power ſhall be to remedie it when J maye. 
„ Foz J meane toegine you libertie of returne,and with my 
„men to conduct pou homewards into Fraunce, thus much 
» occoſioned in me, by the deſerts of pour eſtate. But foztune 
» bath bene ſo contrarꝑ to me, that except your retourne bee 
„ delayed, J my ſelfe ſhall want my neceſſary help, p whole 
» ſtate of the matter lyeng thus, ik it ſo pleaſe you to heare, 
» am by name Florion,king of Perſia,my father deceaſing, 
» wyich was king thereof,and ſo by iuſt title, as to his one⸗ 
„ly ſonne and heire, the crowne of the kingdome deſcended 
» to me. This charge J ſuſtained in mine owne perſon a 
„ god while, but being young and luſtie, and in god age to

thus pat my ſelle in arap foz this aduentute, wher thanks „ 
be to the Gods, all hath ſucceeded as 5 wiſe man foze-ſpoke ,, 
it, foʒ within this the dayes J lighted vpon one being a⸗ 
lone in a little boate, hauing in him acco2ding to my fan⸗„ 
tie, the very paide of all beautie:t᷑ the other muſt needs be ,, 
this young Gentleman Claucrindo, the faireſt beſide him , „ 
that euer J knew, ſo as J haue god hope heerby to reenter „ 
into my kingdome . Foz this cauſe J haue in charge ts ,, 
bꝛing theſe two to Babilon, ę now ir knight J beſ&ch por: ,,

When the 
pꝛinte had there ſtaied, Armineo was well contented with 
his talke, taking him fo2 a knight of great pꝛoweſſe, r al - 
though the long. ſtay that d pzince Clauerindo ſhuld make 
in this country grieued him, pet with hope to return in the 
end,ſetng it was not in his power to do other wiſe, he ſub- 
tected his will to the pzinces commaund, with courteous 
wo2ds rend2ed him thanks foz p ozie of his aduentures, 
t fo2 the offer he had made them, the pith of his aun\ were 
being in few-woz2ds this. Be it as you haue ſapd fir , foz 
1 denie not but the Gentleman Clauerindo ſhall gain ve- 
rie much by his bzinging vp in yours and pour vnckles ſo 
noble a court. With thele pzofers to & fro, Florion toke 
Clauerindo in his armes, e entred in his own ſhip, Armi- 
neo followiug him. When Armineo had behelde within 
Florions ſhippe, the poung Donzel del.Febo,you maſt not 
meruaile though be bleſſed himleiſe, foz there was none 
which had had but a bluſh of him, within his tender 
F. ii. yeares, 
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. pearcs,but tokie him rather to be a celeſtiall Seraphin, ſhen 
an humane creature, and beleened that this might not bee 
done without ſome great nuſterie, as if the young Gentle⸗ 
man ſhewing in his infancie the comelinceof Nature , 4 
other excellent qualities wherwith he was endued, beſides 
the ſtraunge finding him alone in the rage of the tempeſt, 
did well fozeſhew his nobilitie in tune to come. But when 
they ſawe him naked, and the poztraiture of the Sunne, 
with the bzightnelle that it gaue to the beholders,: it was 
ſo ſtr aunge, that they called to minde Phaetons fall out of 
heauen, comparing this young Gentleman with Phaeton, 
as if he had bene Phoebus ſonne, like as Phaeton was, al⸗ 
though ſomewhat dincrs againe in this, koz that Phaeton 

taking his fathers chariot,foz his pzeſumption was d2en- 
ched in the Dea, this young Gentleman was pꝛeſerued in 
the Sea, as betokening ſome greater ſecrecie in Nature. 
Armineo was belt apayed to haue the companie ol ſo ex⸗ 
cellent a Gentle man fo2 the Pꝛince Claueryndo. n by 
tbe wap, this may you learne, that although they could not 
tell Donzels name, pet by the tokens he had vppon him, 
they named him the Gentleman ok the Sunne, ſomewhat 
in other tearmes in the Perſian tongue, but in ſigniſicati⸗ 
on all one, with the name that his mothers Gentlewo⸗ 
man gaue him in Hungarie, being wozth the marking that 
both Perſians and Hungarians ſhould fo iumpe in naming 
him. But to make haſt homewards,they toke the wape to 
Phrigia, and with a god winde ere fiteene dayes they lan⸗ 
ded there, and comming a ſhoze, they ſent harbengers a3

was alwaies a god Ctaiſlian. The wile Lyrgandeo like 
wiſe carefull of the Gentleman of the Sunne, 2 of Bran- 
dizel read vnto them diligentlp what was conuenient, ſaue 
that as he was a Pagan, ſo he atquainted them ouly with 
Paganſie in their religion: which ertoz notwithſtanding 
alter ward they both renounced; This was the training vp 


of the poung Pe inces in the court of the Souldan, as hevs, 


fully loked/vato,as ik it had bene in their parents Courts. 
But as their peares multiplied, ſo they exceeded, all others 
inferiour in iudgment, wit, diſcretion, godlines of ſtature,

ſurpalled. Foz attaining to the age of ten peares, he ſæmed 
to be moze then fifterne, voth koz wit and ſtrength, courage 
and pollicie, and by the bigneſſe of his boby (being withall 
well featured) men gathered vndvubtedly ok his might.

Dut of the other packet hee dꝛewe 
out another white armour pounced with Floure de Luces 
of golde, and another [ wo2de,both which he gave to Cla- 
uerindo, beſtowing the other vppon Donzcl del Febo, 

Wlith theſe god armours the two Gentlemen were well 
apayde, eſpccially the Gentleman of the Sunne, which 
moze eſtæmed of this gift, then of all the ſeaniozies of the 
earth. And ſo he continued the charge ſoz the mozrow bats 
taile, very confident on his owne part, but to the no little

ded with the continuall ſparkes of fire which came out of 
his head peece. The wozthie Knight of the Sunne com⸗ 
ming againe fo himſelfe. and ſitting} ſurer in his ſaddle, 
retourned the-lyke blowe to Raiartes, ſo that Raiartes loſt 
his memozie, and receiued another blowe on his bulke a⸗ 
gaynſt the ſaddle bowe , which made the bloud guſh out 
of his mouth and noſcthzills,and the knight of the Sunne 
followed him to have. vabozſed him - But Raiartes reca- 
vered and ere the Knight of the @unye, coulde hit him, 
he gaue him on the lefte ſhoulder a migbtie [blowe, that 
with the weight thereof he had falne to the ground, but foz 
the imbꝛacing of his hoꝛſe necke, Againe Donzel del Febo 
repsied him with a plus vltra, the ſurpluſage moze then an 
q2dinacie intereſt, and they wounded each other, mangling 
themſelues pittifullp, and the claſhing of their armour was 
lo great, that it rang like bells in all the citie, 
his was the lecond houre of the fight, and the match 
was equall, not being knowne who had the better hand, 
Raiartes not greatiye .pawſing, but in his anger reuiling

he had bene dead. Tye knight ol the Sanne thinking it no 
glozy to ſnute a man halfe dead, purſued hum not, but Ra- 


the knight cf ie Sunne vppon the head perce, that ik the 
helme had not bene the ſurer, it had riuen him tothe belly, 
but the ſtroke amaſed him, and the goare bloud ran out of 
his mouth and noſtrells, and his hozſe feeling part of "the 


great blow,carried his maſter from:thencs;the gud knight 


lieng vpon the crouper of his bozſcyun an extaſie, as ił᷑ hee 
had bene quite dead. Raiaxtes haſted to bane. giuen him a⸗ 
nother blow, thole which ſaw it, were verie lad, but none 


were euer ſo wofully begon, as was the Pzincefſe.Rada- 
znira., who with great griefe tournumg hir ſelfe from that 


ſight, and fell on weping bitterly . But Raiartes had not 
followed hun foure paces with bis hozſe, when the ga) 
knight ſtart vp, and feling his face: wet with blond, in 
great fury ſpurred his hoʒſe, and met Raiartes with ſuch a 
blow, that the fine helmet could not denie him paſſage, bat 
that he cloue Raiartes head in ſunder  Herre the ſhote of 
the people, and the P2inceſſe Baliſcas calling hir, awaked 
the Pꝛinceſſe Radamira,as it had bene aut of aſound flap, 


(Raiartes being dead) put vp bis woꝛd into the-ſheath, 
demaunded ol the Judges if there were ought els to d to 
make the Pztnceſſe free. The Pꝛinceſſe heard this gladiy, 
and the Judges n that hav-ſufficed , 
which he had. done. E with the noyle of n 
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2 honour, the Judges led the knight of the Dunne 
from that plate to the Pallaice, where, with great ioy and 
pleaſure. of the Souldan and Florion,s he was well reccts 
ued, they ſhe wing as much god will to him, as if they tad 
neuer inough in making of him. The Gentleman Clauc- 
ryndo and Brandizel, glad of their friends conqueſt, bolp to 
vnarme dim. Zhen the Pzinceſſe Baliſea came, t the Pzin- 
ceſſe 'Radanvra,dwing hir dutie to the knight of the Sun, 
and as not able cls to requite the courteſie he had ſhowen 
hir, ſhe offered to him both bir lands and hir perſon, þ vet- 
ter to ſerue him. Thus they-toke their reſt many dayes, & 
the god knight was much honoured of them all. And ther 
was a great feaſt made, and diuers Juſtes and Turnapes 
there pꝛoclaimed, fo2 the dubbing of Clauenndo and other 
Gentlemen Unights. At this feaſt, the Pꝛince Claueryndo 
behaued him beit, ſo that all men iudged him to be a vali 
ant knight, And after this, the P2inceſſe.Radamira mind- 
ung ing to returne, deſired a fe- condud ol the Sauldan, who: 
ſeat, with bir an hundzed knights, and other men of war, 
which ſawe dir lafely landed in hir countrep, and in full 
poſſeſſion of the crown. Fos after they knew that Raiar- 
tes was dead, willingle they gaue bir plate, and the Pꝛin⸗ 
celſe remained Wadie af It, although not verye fre o hir 
thought from the knight ol the Dunne, wham ſhe lousd fo | 
well;that in long time the: foꝛgate him nat, and it fell out 
ſo that in te ende ſhe-pleaſured him, wherefoꝛe he gaue

The trappings of the hozſe as well golde as 
the ſtirops and all his armour ſet with pꝛecious __ 
that hee might well ſeme a great Lo2d which: was 
fer of ſuch armoꝛie, but this was the flxaungeſt-Tight,that 
Africano ſat vpon ſo mightie a hoꝛſe, made him notwith- 
ſtanding to bow double vnder hin. But to go fozwatde, 
Atricano taking the greateſt Speare which might be bud,

to le him angred. Now it was moze then two poures 
ſince the battaile began, and then Foztune alwayed fickle 
and vnſtable which had of a long time gone even. with A= 
frican o, not played bir part in dir kinde, and as alreadye 
wear ie of his companie, tourned hir tale, and ſtroke in ans 
other wap, deſirous to ſhewe the great ſwilftneſſe of hir e⸗ 
uer-tuxning whele,and minding the ſodaine oucr-thzows 
of thoſe which to much truſt in bir. Foz Africano deſpe⸗ 
ratelp determining to bzeake vp the fight one way oz the 
other: once againe hit the Knight of the Sunne vpon his 
Magicall helmet, that he toke quite bis memogie from the 
Knight, the f wozd: and the raynes falling from him. Pet 
the l wozd banging by a long ſtring at tbe pomell was not 
out of his reach, but the hozſe hauing the hibertie of — 
raines, and fxling his parte of the blowe flange. vp 
powne the field with his; maſter , the ſtrong Pagan to 
lowing to haue bnhozled him. But bow, dete was this 
blow to Afnicano fog it coſt him no leſſe then his lyfe, foz 
the valpant night of the Sunne neuer ſtayned in fight 
became wode madde {02 bis hurte, and in great rage toks 
os \ wozd in both bis Rm te bozrolped 
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blow (6 ſurely vpon Africanos head, that not Vulcans wel 
tempered ſterle could fozbid the pallage , but that it quar- 
kered the helmet, and made the bzaines ſpzinkle on the 
-grounds . owe ſounde ve Trumpettes, foz in this 
wiſe is the graat Afncano bought to ground, ending his 
4yfe in luch lost, as is fatall to tyzants, whoſe death com- 
monly is cruell'and bloudie, This the Douldan and thoſe 
of bis part ſeeing; made ſuch toye as cannot be told, but on 
the contrary ſive"; Africanos people made great lamentati⸗ 
-on;and'reckornng little vpon that which their Lozd in his 
le tune had commaunded, becauſe they were greater in 
number than their aduerlaries, they iopned together on 
peapes ſine diſcretione, and without a guyde- made an al⸗ 
ſault upon the-Janight and his adherents. But they not 
taken at vnawares, reteiued them accoꝛdingly. Theſe wer 
thr!/@oulvdan, the Pzince Florion, the Paince Claueryndo, 
and Armmeo, with the knight of the Sunne, in whole 
Company thep were the bolder, and comming to the fo2c- 
ward in the: fozmoſt ranke , they fide of the ſtouteſt and 
pꝛincipalleſt knights that Africano had. Theſe foute en⸗ 
countered them and vnhoꝛzſed as manys - as they came as 
gainſt, and bꝛeaking thꝛough to che thekeſt thzonge, they 
w2ought wonders, eſpecially. the P inte of Fraunce deſi⸗ 
rous to get honour in the firſt head of his knighthod; (hos 
ued into the middeſt, beheading ſome, and mapming other 
ſome, making as it were a lane befoze him to- paſſe tho⸗ 
rough, ſo that the wiſe Lyrgandeo ſapd openiy that now 
his out warde fight did well witnelle the ſelfs tame thing 
which his Arte had ſhewed him in caſting ths Conſtellati⸗ 
on of this Anight, foz he was a valiaunt Knight, and the 
daugbter he made, was nigh hand comparable with that 
ok that of the Kaight of the Sunne 
Uppon the lefte wing Pzince Florion tryed his: mans 
hode, dauing nere-vnto bim the Bouldan. Where (be it 
that other - Wiſe to a ſtrong Gyant as Africano was, be 
was -inferiour , ) yet among = other people, her was 
: ili, as -

as pꝛoud as a rauenous wolle among a flocke of ſhape. 
The Souldan anp the god knight Arminco did their part, 
but what woulde all this auaue, bnleſſe the knight of the 
Sunne had beaten the ways ;befaze them with bis ſharpe 
\ wo2d,flateng ſo-many, as it was eaſſe foz the followers 
to keeps the troden path, And now at this time, ö Souldaris 
armie appointed foz the gard of the Knight of the Sunne, 
care to the battaile, and finding Foztune ſo courtcous at 
their comming they refuſed not hir gentleneſſe, but follows 
ing hir caommaund, made it a blondy conflict foz the aduer⸗ 
lar. But pet a man map rightly ſap, that the Knight ot 
the Dunne deliuered that dap the Babylonians from death 
oz bondage, foz ik he had not ouercome Atricano, not the 
bigh walls ol the QAucene Semiramis, could baue kept A- 
fricano out from enioping the Citie. But their Lozd bee- 
ing llaine and they lefte without an head, their couraſie 
was ſo quailed, that ere two houres paſſed, the greater part 
of them was llaine like-wiſe, and of thoſe which remained 
on line , the moſt part fled by one and one, the Aſſyrians 
purſuing them, kill the Souldan commaunded the.retreats 
lo be blowen, fraring to be ouer-taken by the night. By 
this meaues, ſome eſcaped to their Countrey, moſt of them 
being inhabitants of Media, where alſo was the abode of 
Alncanos lonne called Br andimardo, not being able fo: 
yeares to be made knight, and therſoꝛe going not out with 
bis tather to the warce. Theſe fo ſont as they came home 
cio waed Brandumardo, and incenſed him to the reuenga 
ol his fathers death; to2 although he was ol peres young 
and tender, pet was he berg ſtrong and of a luſtie bode; 
being like buts his father, as well in ſtature as in qualp⸗ 
lies, and in dede , being confinually layed at by bis Fay 
ibers ſubiectes, paſſing into Greece, he behaued him-ſelfe 
maäanfullipe, as thall be ſhewed pou. Well, the Soul⸗ 
daa and-thoſe which were with him as vou haue bearde, 
retourned in iope and pleaſure, and highlye magnifieng 
$he noble Knight of the Sunnef as thts diſcourſe as an

argument of greate god will cannaſed-. betweens theſe 
knigbts and Pztnces bzought them ere they were well a- 
wars befoze the Pallaice gate, where the Pꝛinceſſe Bal- 
ſea welcommed them with toꝛch lighe, the firſt whom ſhe 
embꝛated was the Knight of the Sunne, to whowe cher 
ſaid on this wiſe. Sir knight we ere cauſe to giune, 
thanks to our Gods foz your hether: ar inalls irſt vou de⸗ 
liuered my Loꝛd the Douldan, and me from death, 4 now, 
you haue ſet all vs fre from ſoztolofull capttuitie But, 
madame ant wered the knight of the Sunne, to my Lezd

two oung Gentlemen, not onely our home-bzed-power, 
but alfo thice as man of foreine ſuccours <cofilve not 
” haus hindered Africano from bis purpols. Wherefoze I 
” thinke it conuenient, that ſith' tbe Gods haue graunted 
” ve this victozie ; and that we haue the winde at dur 
” backes,that we followe our god Foztune while we baue 
her, leaſt by auer llipping the oppoztunitie, we to tate re⸗ 
”-pent dur to much dainfineſſe , My meaning ts, that with 
” ſuch (ved as may be, the P2ince Florion and theſe Lo2des 
” dopart the realme into Perſia, there to make claime of his 
Axight by armes, whileſt cuerpman is occupied in complai⸗ 
ning on his awne harmes.

ally be bauing the aide of the wbole floure of Habylonj ſet 
their gates wide open foꝛ his armie , and ſent of they: 
wozthieſt knightes ta Elarions tent to inuite him to : his 
owns Citie, and to craue pardon fog their foamer reudul⸗ 
ting, in that time when they were lelte deſtitute of anans 


ſuccour , not being able;of themſelnes to withſtande tha

with all reaſonable pompe, vnto the knight of the Sunne 
and the Pꝛince Clauermdo, thep to take with them. 200. 
knigdtes ſoz their lafetie. They twke it gladlp, and fray» 
ted their ſhippes with neceſlarie pꝛouiſion and other furni⸗ 
fare fo warre, determining to trauaile by ſea the ſoner to 
come vnto their iourneies end.

Foz the ninth day after 
that the knight of the Sunne, C udo, and thoſe which 
were with them bad ſayled in the Perfickeſea; the night 
attached them, ouercaſt with darke cloudes without ante 
ſtarres appearing, whereby the marriners conftrued the 
roughneſſe of the weather on the mozrowe, and-therefoze 
guided towardes land to caſt anchour in ſome god barbcs 
rowe till the ſtozmes ceaſed , Ere the dawning of the day 
they diſcouered a docke not farre from the continent , in 
their ſ ming verie commodious, but indgde very daunge⸗ 
rous, as it pꝛoued. Entering the docke, they ſcarte had leas 
(lure to thzow out their anchozs, but two other ſhips-toys 
ned with them to leeke (ome ſafe roade ont of the tempeſt. 
Theſe which laſt gat to the pozt were verte deſirous to 
know what the other might be, and itherefoze an armed 
knigbt, ſo huge and great as if he had ben a Gyant, moun⸗ 
ting on the ſhip boꝛd, called aloude vnto them to anſ were 
him.

Another knight ſeeing his fellow flaine;ſtept in⸗ 
to his rome and ſmote at the ſtraunger, where by the clat⸗ 
tering of they; harneſſe, the dinne was ſo great, that it rai⸗ 
ſed the peoyle on both parts by cluſters, And there was a 
great fray betwixt them, the knight of the Sun no; Cla- 
ueryndo witting ot it, till the great knight had auerthꝛow⸗ 
en & put to death ue o fire of thdiTAnights which cams 
neereft to hand, 216/717 1 
The Knigytdf kde Wonne ſing his knightes ſo'ves 
froyed ; eſpeciully by this greate night , leauing the o⸗ 
tber, bent his foꝛce againſt hin / and Nrake him a blowe 
onerthwart the head perce , making him to abatc his cou⸗ 
rage. The great linight'aunf weren the dane, and the bat- 
taple was  verys hotte -betwene them, ſoz though the 
night was darke , yet they knewe where! to hit, as well 
by the; flames which ſpꝛang out of they2. helmets , as the 
claſhing of their armour: Claveryndo'put himlſelfe a- 
monglt the t And at his firſt Gov-mozrow Nlewten 
knightes., and then not finding with whome ko-fight; har 
leapt into his enimies Shippe with bis vnckle Armineo, 
where he felled moze then. 30.lanightes,and the ſkirmiſh 


foure ſhips grapled together, ſo that the fight woulde dane 
ben dangerous if it had laſted longer, but halle an hour g a 
lyttle moze ouerpaſſed,the tempeſt which befoze thꝛeatned 


ta appeare now outraged, and the poꝛte nat verie ſure, the 
foure Sbippes. were dinided by the ſtoꝛme, cuerye one 
withdzawing hinvelfe to {ke ſuccour. Now in the Ship- 


wherein the knight of the Sunne and tbe greats Knight 
fought , thexe were no moze Knightes but they two,

began afreſh;eitber part willing to belpe theirs, and the 
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£02 all followed Clauerindo info the other ſhippes.. The 
two knights left alone were ſo earneſt that they take little 
kizpe either of the tempeſt o2 of their danger, The (ucceſſs 
of the hattaile was doubtfull, ſometimes enclining. ta'ths 
ane part, ſumetimes to the other, neither parte -quailing, 
but gathering theyz ſtrengthes to them by the emulation 
of each other. Foz the knight of the Sunne verily belened 
that except bis enimie had bene ſome ſuch as Africano 
was he could neuer haue bid thoſe moꝛztall ſtrokes: and 
the other Knight thought. as well that no mans fozre 
could be matchable with the knightes, and either of them 
both had better cauſe to thank Lytgandeos kindnefle,eſpes 
cially this ſtrange knight at this time, fozhad not his ars 
mour kept out the edge of the other knights armant \wozd 
he could not haue pꝛolonged the battell till day light, yet 
at that time he was ſo guermatched, that if a ſodeine 

adnenture bad nat ache vp their fight, he dad ended bis ute | 

in that place. 

But when it bas bꝛoad daye,by this the battaile * ; 
ceaſed, that the ſtraunge knight knewe the deniſe. of the 
Dunne, vppon the Knight of the Sunnes/helmet , which 
when her elpyed , letting his Dwazd fall, and lifting vn 
bis beuere;he caſt himſeiſe at the knightes fete with this 

„ ſpeach. Od my Lozd the night of the Dunne, pat don J

baue found him fo valyaunt and harvie, he imbzaced him 


dear telp, and ſo they communed of their owne atkatres, and 


the veſite that each had to fee others. But as they began 
their ſeuerall ſtozies, by enter⸗chaunge of (peach, fl one, g 
then another, the Marriners tried, that the ſhip rent in per⸗ 


tes. Do ſome leapte into the water, and other thzewe our 


plankes fo ſaue themſelues by, and the Knight of the Sun 
finding the Cock-boate nere vnto him, let it dawne into 
the water by a table, and calling the Pztnce Brandizel,hee 


lept into it firſt dim-ſelfe.

But to refourne, as ſone as the Knight of the unf 
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the woes began to. eib euer progntcaig of her 
gwne deaths. 

The Unight of the mms caving alone in the peteell, 
and in luch feare of deſtruction, was not ſo ſtout 'harted,as 
to contemne the ſenceleſſe element, but confeſſing the im⸗ 
becilitie at mans power lubiected vnder theſe weak things 
as lire and water, belides caſualties infinite moe, he comp 
mended himlelfe vntg his Gods by earneſt pꝛaper, not pet 
onely fo; bimlelle, but alſo foʒ his friend Brandizel, not bes 
ing able to djuine.of his deliyeraunce, Sitting thus inthe 
boate all penſiue, till the windes were ſomewhat alayed , 
and the Dea wared moze calme afterwards be lokcd ay 
bout him, and lawe that he was out of daunger, with os 
ther two things which made him moꝛe to.meruaple, The 
one was the great foyzon and plentie of all vicualls, ſuffis 
cient ta a man.foz, many payes,the other was the ſwifte- 
nefſe, of the boate in the ſea, hauing neither ſayle noz oarg 
to rule, it and muſing,of this, in his thought ;haconiecurey 

p::ſently, that it chould be done by Lyrgandeo, and there⸗ 
25 as jery glad of ſuch.a,mans, fricnoihips in ſo nedefull 
a tiine,he.gaue him thankes as heartely as ik he had lerne 
him there, in this oꝛder he was vpon the Sea many daies, 
without kuawing whether the winde would dziue him,

So Claueryndo hauing nowe len fine to we g⸗ 
bout him, the battaile being ended, and not nding the 
Bnigbt ok the Sunne noz the Peince Brandtzel, with-all, 
remembꝛing how he had leſte them twaine in! fighting, 
was greatly afrayd lealt that the Knigyt'of the Sun chuld 
endaunger the P2ince,befoze the one ſhoulde kno te the o⸗ 
ther. Thereloꝛe he belceched God lpke a'xod*Chziftian' to 
delyuer them both, and to make them kfotwr Lach dihtr, 
thereby to make greater atconnt the one ot the other, and 
it is to be thought, that this his pꝛaxer Was heard, 'fo2 the 
ſecond daye following, the Loeme flaked; r the chip wheres 
in they lavled, arriued to a Post, not * place 
whero they were now!y rigged!” There they hend not ftays 
od an hours 4/but'that they lawe the bogte im which the 
Pzince Brandizel was. The marriners tn Braridizels boat, 
not being perfect in the hauen, . venture to taky 
landing there, but coaſting a long they pale by the tips 
to finde ſotne moze dafs place to land. in.

Gonernour' vnderſkanding the tokens guyded thether Tho 
Pzince Clauetyndo and his vnckle Armmeo, ffanding on 
the datches teadie to wolcome the Pꝛince Brandizel, be- 


twene whom there was thewtd koſtens of great god wil, 


and each made much of other as two faithfull kriendes. 
But queſtioning aboyt the Knight of the Sunne, the 
J2zines Braadizel declared the manner sf their parting „ 
and the daunger wherein he had lelte him. This cauſed 
great ſoꝛrowe in them, loꝛ they loned him as dearcly as 
any. latber his childꝛen , 02 any wife hir-hufvaiite, And 
to ad ge heir riete / Arn eo thinombered-vnto chem 
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the wozdes , which the wiſe Lyrgandeo had ſpoken to the 
Knight of the Snnne at bis departure. Where-by they 
were perl waded,that his departure by ſuch a chance, was 
but foz the achieuement of things moze woztby of him as 
lone,and foz whom onely they were relerued , Now, has 
ning ſtayed. in this Bauen two dapes fo repapze theyz 
ſhippes, when they were in a readineſſe, they ſayled to- 
wardes Babylon, where they were godly received of the 
Souldan t of the Quene, both verie iopfull of the newes, 
as touching Perſia, and the Ring Florious peaceable poſſeſs 
llon, and againe, as ſozrowfull foz the loſle of the Knight 
of the Sunne, and the perill of death wherein Brandizel 
law him laſt. But in ſhoꝛt time after, there were letters 
receiued from Lyrgandeo, containing the certaintie of his 
laletie, the manner of his eſcape, and the affaires wherein 
be was employed. Which laſt poynt bzeda great deſire in 
Claueryndo and Brandizel to ftray thzough the woꝛld, and 
to TED the feates of armes, Anda while after they had 
reſted themſelues in Babylon, they bzought the Mucene to 
Perſia by lande, fo2 they waulde no moze aduenture the 
Seas,.elpccially-hauing the Qaene as part of their bur⸗ 
then, and the hiſtozie bzingeth them on tbeir way as farre , 
as Pcrlia, , whence, it retourneth towards Hungarie , to 
matters of lyke impoztaunce, wherein the younger lonne 
ol Trebatio had to deale, whole pzowedle is no leſſe woꝛ⸗ 
thy uy paines , then his bzothers valour is woztbye of

Ove ſtozie lefte the P2incelſe Briana ſtraungelp afflic⸗ 
ted 1 tozmented with the doubls lofle,both ol N 
i War 
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Edward hix huſ band,s Donzel del Febo hir ſonne, which 
griefe no doubt had quickly killed vir, had not a Pymrh 
giuen hir comfozt at the well in the ozchard, as it hach ven 
ſhewed. But yet it ſome-what eaſed bir melancholy, that 
ſho had the fay2e and courteous Roſicleer, in whoſe onelpe 
companie,ſhe was wont to beguile hir nuſhaps, and by his 
meanes, to fo2get hir milcries , Foz he was lo grecious , 
as that he was beloued not onelp of bis mether,b1it of the 
other Gentlewomen allo , which might not one minute 
ſpare his companie,as if he had bene childe to euerie one. 
This Rolicleer , when he attained to the age of twelug 
veares, remoued out of the Poneſtarie to a houſe hard by, 
where bis nourſe Leonardo kept, whom he thought to be 
bis father. Here he was diligently inſtructed in all god 
liferature, and in the exerciſe of armes, both to be able to 
be a god counlſailout in peace , and as god a warrtonr in 
battaile, ouer and belives the Knowledge cf the tongues , 
wherein Leonardo way very curious, as hauing trauailed 
fo2 bis knowledge, thꝛough the molt parts of Europe and 
Aſia, being there-vnto both wiſe and well learned, Roſi- 
cleer was of ſuch pꝛegnaunt wit, and ſo ripe of capacttie , 
that he little needed the helpe of a teacher,+ to that which 
his nourſe read, he added by his owne induſtrie ſomewhat, 
that be became ſo p2ofound in theſe ſtudies, as if hee had 
bene ſtudied in them, all his life time at Athens, But re- 


maining thus, vnder the gouernaunce of his ſuppoſed Fa- 


ther, till be was fonrteene peares of age, de then was ſo 
bigh and big made, that few in that countrie were ſo tall, 
and being at this age, de was able foz ſtrength to da th if, 
which thzee Knightes together, were vnable to do. The 
Pꝛzinceſſe knowing of his ſtrength kozbad him hir fathers 
Court, and would not ſaffer him to fozgoe the Poneſtarp, 
fo: ſhe feared, leaſt the King hearing of his towarvneſſe, 
ſhould enquire after him, and ſo retaine him in his ſer- 


uice. Foz this cauſe Roſicleer thus kept in at this age, and 
thus — very lad,fo2 his ſo ſtraight encloſure , 
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as if he had p2ofeſſed alreadie a vowe in ſome cloyſter,and 
his minde euer ranne vpon his defire tko be made Knight, 
to the ende he might experiment the aduentures of the 
Woꝛld, and learne by pꝛoke, that which he bad often heard 
by rchearſall . Yeere-vnto hauing no dope noz helpe by 
bis roftrainicyit abated his chere, and increaſed his ſabnes; 
Leonardo bts nourſe marking in what plight be was, ol⸗ 
ten demaunded the occaſton of his beauineſſe, but coulde 
by no meancs watng it out of him, and fo one daye talking 
with the Peinteſſe, he tolde hir, that vnleſſe the found a 
rem edie fo2 hir ſonue, his thought would anop him, The 
Pꝛinceſſe very penſiue at that which Leonardo had tolde, 
tommaunded Roſicleer to be bꝛougbt befoze hir pzeſence , 
Roſicleer comming into the pꝛeſence of the Pzincelle , 
knesled — and humbly al ked what was hir Graces 
pleaſure, The Pꝛinceſſe bidding him ſtande vp, ſpake 
„thus: Roſicleer thy father Leonardo telleth me, thou arte 
* neuer merrie , nowe therefo2e open to me, the cauſe of 
„this thy heauinelle, and ik thou wanteſt ougbt which thy 
iþ ” father ca- ſupply; vlter it freely, and J will pzouide 
„ther of the remedie to haue thee contented . Roſicleer hea⸗ 
ring the wo2ds of the Jozinceſſe, kneeled downe again, and 
„ſapde , Pavame, J kiſſe-pour hande, foz the ſoucratane 
grace pau ſhe we me, in dauing ſuch compaſſion on my 
 gricke, and J am well allured, that ik it were foz anye 
„ thing "therec? J bane ne&de, your Ladiſhip would furniſh 
„me of u, as hetherto you haue done, but if J be ſadde oz 
 ſolitari2 fo; anye thing which grieneth me, it is not foz 
„ nerde at any aecefſary pʒeuiſion, foz A thanke your gods 
nel 2, J haue had it hethcrto abundauntly confidered by 
„ bout Vighneſſe, without my ſpeaking. But it is, fog that 
„in relpect of my age, the lyfe which J now lead, is moze 
„ ne a Gentlewoman then a voung man, which made mt 
„ dent e to be dubbed Knight , and to wander ab2oad foz to 
' ſrks aduentures , Nowe, koz that J knowe your Ladis

depart without your lcenſe, no; daring to vtter my defirs » 
bnto: you, I cannot d lefſe but be lozro wen, fo; want 
the remedte of ſatilſleng. When Roſiclecr had u fayd, 2» 
the Painceſle feeling alreadie in him, the heroxcall ſtomack 
of his kather Pzince Edward(as ſhe thought) and callyng 
to minde, the confinuall caſualtics of kiitghts arraut, bus ſt 
into feares in great abundaunce, which occaſioned ęrcat 
ruth in the young Roſicleer, but that he durſt net demand 

reaſon. After a while, the Pztnceſſe to wuh - dꝛabwe hir 
nne from his thought, oz by ſome meanes (a remil his 
griefe and ta comfoꝛt him, ftretching hir armes ouer his 
necke, ſayd vnto him. O my ſonne Roſicleer, already thy 
valiant heart doth-manitfeſt that, which lo long tine fo2 ? 
mine honeſtie lake J haue concealed, this it is, that thou ? 
art the ſonne of my Lozdand lawfall puſ band, the Pzince ? 
Edward, begotten in wedlock, but my Parents vnwirtung ® 
there-vnio, Thy fathers lykeneſſe in other qualities thou ” 
doſt well reſemble, albeit his fauour is cleave ont of 10 
remembzaunce. Thou canſt not be content with the -lyfe ® 
which thou now leadeſt voyde of all daunger, but conetcli ” 
to be made Unight, and to ieoparde thy perſon, in the“ 
ſearch of aduentures as thy father did.

In the meane While, reſfe the 
bere,fo2 it may ſo be, that J ſhall in that time teare ſome 
newes ol the pzince Edward, oꝛ of Donzel del Febo, which 
if it ſo fall out, then ſhall thy abſence be leſſe grienous vn⸗ 
fo me. When Roſicleer beard the ſecret, which the Pzin- 
ccfſe his mother bew2ayed vnto him, he was well apayed 
as touching bis thought of being made knight, befoze, the 
baſeneſſe of his foſter-father, hanging in his light, and now 
be reckoned the rather to vnder-take the higheſt erployts, 
whereto his heart dzaue him, and kneling downe befoze 
bir, he kiſſed hir hand,foz the ſecrecte which the conciona⸗ 
ted with him touching bis true oziginall, His mother by 
the outward toy he made, ſuppoſing his fozmer thought to 
be put out of conceit,was very glad, but the Pꝛinces was 
deceiued in him. Foz Roſicleer bearing himlelfe to be nas 
med the ſonne of ſo mightie Pzinces , if befoze he wiſhed 
to be made knight, either of a wanton delight, oz foꝛ ſome 
greater occaſion,now he thꝛiſted greedely after knighthod, 
as thinking himſelfe bound in conſcience fo aduaunce his 
lignage in the right ol his parents, and his care encreaſed 
bow to ſteale from thence . This care he couered the beſt 
wayes that he might,and ſtaped with his mother, comfo2- 
ting hir in all that he could, vntul that the Pꝛinceſſe went 
fo hir lodging, and he xetourned with Leonardo, who onely 
heard that which the Pzincefſe Had declared.

The 
fained Lyuerba countenaunced ont his counterfait with 
graue behautour, onelp firing his eyes vpon the grounde, 
without aun wering a wozve, ſuue p her thought vppon 
his purpoſe, which he knewe woulde be ſomewhat daun⸗ 
gerous, in that Argion was ſtrong, fowle , and fierce of 
luke moꝛe then euer he had (ene anie. Argion toke him 
by the hande, and placed him next himſelfe, demaunding 
firſt how her parents did, and from thente be fell to moze 
amoꝛous delights,ſfill ſtaring on Roſicleers beautie, which 
thzoughly kindled his laſt, and her deſired her 1

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bir 8 vnto him, into the rich bedde This 
ſuppoſed Lyuerba framing a ſhamefaſt and baſhfull loke, 
with a lowde vayce, gettfly aunſ wered him, that vnleſce 
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be commaunded his ſeruaunts to auopde the chamber and „ 


that companie. Argion taking it to be an argument of 
great honeſtie, did of his cloathes firſt , and lept into his 
bed, commanding his people to goe out, and ſhut the votes 


after them. They lighting a great candle ſet on a candle- 
ſticke of ſiluer went ont, and there remained onelpe this

At Argion may the ſtout Lo2ds and vnta- 
med typꝛants, take example ol. their endes, and make it a 
benefit of his fall, ſoꝛ although God. ſometime fozbeare the 
wicked gining them ſpace of amendement and repentance., 
pet when they can in no wiſe be reclaimed, bis iuſtite muſt

didonio and the faire Liuerba were treated Lozd and Las 
dy of the valley, and in token of obedience, take the vath 
and aſſuraunce of their ſubiectes, where they lpued long

The newes ., þ 
heteof by the kings letters ſp{cad oner all Countries, en⸗ 
iſed-thole'two-Pzintes Tpkewiſe-, being but of your;

traudile' towards England. So haning obteined their pur⸗ 
poles, either of them 57 red foz his iournep, and met to- 
at one time in this hauen, neither of them know- 
ing other, noz ol their intents. Nſherafter they had know⸗ 
Tedx aueh ol other, and had toncionated about their enter- 
pꝛiſe, they determined to goe together as friendes, and had 
Mavedthys dapes fo the winde ere Roſicleers comming, 
whome gad foztune dzoue onto the ſame ctoaſt, there to 
maks an aſfarante of perfect friendſhip bet warne: fe thace, 
4ykeas ſhe hab ear ſt done between Donzd del Febo, Bran- 
dizel,and Claueryndo.

minde, making no moze account of Don Siluerio, in reſpect 
of that demaunv,then of another dzwinarie Anigpt, o: the - 
'refale of other, Foz amongſt all which were alredy tome, 
ſhe thought none merited to be a pere and niatche fo; bir 
beautie, veing (as ny Authour ſaleth, ſuch in dir owne - 
conceipte,'as if no inte were wozthie of it.) But the 
truth is, that the blinde Boye ſhating at randon, dad o⸗

the Knights af moſt account, hut ta make ſhoꝛt, ther came 
beſi des, many other knights / hoth Chꝛiſtians and Pagans, 
vnder the Uings init af ſafe-convud; which himſelſe gaue 
outs that neuer Engianthmaꝛe ſiauriſhed ot Knightes, no; 
neuer Nation was like to England. But nom the firſt dar 
ol the Juſtes, befarethey ould ride to the Tilte, Ring 
Obugrioliqnitgd: alt the ings ann Ir inces ta dinner in 
his Nallaict, where they were feaſtepxopaliy;+. loith great 
melodie. After the Tables taken vp, he Rnights went to 
arme themſelues , und the Bing conducted by the auncient 
Aoꝛds and Barons of bis Court, take vp his ſeate in a 
window ouer the Tilt. pard, ann vpon a (caffoine befo2e 
him, reared foꝛ that purpoſe, he cummaunded the pziles to 
bs put, which were diuers : foz vnto the Croipne befoꝛe 
ſpoken al, he added & cholar of like valure, and many other 
iewells, able foz the honour of attaining them, and the 
woꝛthineſſe thereol, ta animate a daſtard Ruighbt ta ſuch an 
enterpzile.

Luſttaniay ſiſter to Don Siluerio, and — 
other Ladies, ann to * ere n of, Pri- 
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But in the middeſt of theſe, the faire 3 Oliuia 
che wet not lelle Maieſtie then the freſh and fragrant roſe: 
ddeth among the bꝛiers and ſtinking nettles, which not⸗ 
withſtanding haue their commendation ſoz their grerne 
and liuety i verdure. But the ſcaffolve being filde with La⸗ 
dies and Gentle women, there camo the nights in place, 
maſt ot them poung and ſhining in thou bzight armour. 
The firſt that pꝛicked himſelle foꝛward to iult; was Al- 
lamades king of Cornewaile, a very gd and tried knight, 
againſt whome there came to encounter; an other abled 


knight, an Almaine ſet vpon a ſtrong Courier . In theyz 


Gocke; their ſpeares flew in ſhiuers, and the king Allama- 
des ſomewhat ſtaggeriug in his ſaddle, vnhozten the Al. 
maine. After him there came ten other knights ſkraungers 
moꝛe bolde then i kilfull in ſeates of armes, ali which, 
the valyaunt Allrmades;ouerthzewe', with great pleaſure 
to the King and all his Gaurt. Then the Ring called foz 
bis Janigbtes:; with this, Allamades fo giue them place, 
voyded the lyſtes, and there entered Argiles ꝛince of Ire- 
land, which with eight ſeueral courſes bzake etght ſpeares, 
ud ouetthzew eight knights; |: * 

After him, Don Orgilespaince of Scotland came, whom 
when Argiles eſpied, nat minding to diſturbe him, he rede 
vnto the lyſtes ende. Orgjles without beeing mmued in 


his ſaddle caſt domus t welue knights, and then followed 


his fallowe Arles. By and by Don Silucrio came in 
with a gylte armour g92geous to beholde, und his Voꝛſe 
barbed with; claath al golde, cut vppon ũluer Jmagerie , 
bering a luſtye and valyaunt àanight, and as the thoughts 
of the Wꝛinceſſe Olnua emboldened his cuurage: ſo be- 
ſides; the hnutineſſe vf his ſtomacke contempned all other 


2anour}of that ape. But Uraigut waye there pꝛeaſed 


kwightes, in reſpect of himſelfe. In his iournep, be dil⸗ 
munted twentye Unigbtes, within lefſe then halfe an 
hourez; ſo that manys thought, her woulde winne the 


the Princes, Bargandet: and Lytamandroy 
Aut Pr. liii. hauing 
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bauittg in their company moze then tivo hundzed knights, 
with their Yaralves crieng befoze them, Bohenua, Bohe- 
mia. Hungaria, Hungaria. The two-Pzinces rode vppon 
faire and ſtrong Courſers, richly armed as became they 
Eſtates, theit luſtineſſe being inflamed by their loues, fo3 
ſince their comming to the Engliſh Court, they were eſ- 
p2iſed with loue, Bargandel of the Syluerina, and 
Lyriamandro of the Pzinceſſe ſylua, and hauing ob⸗ 
tained the gad fanours of their Ladies, they pained them⸗ 
ſelues to be as holde as the bzaueft. Do finding the Tilte 
emptie by Siluerios departing,they- pꝛaunted fozwarde till 
other nights came againſt them. And either of them in 
their turnes befazo they lefte the lyſtes , oner-thzewe at 
the leaſt thirtie Knights a pæce, ſo blazing their pzoweſſs 
by the fo2ce they ſhewed , that the King and other behol- 
ders chaunged their opinion, as touching Don Siluerio , 
Upon this, the two Pꝛinces glad of that dayes franayle , 
and vaunting themſelues befoze their Piſtreſſes , made 
rome foz others to do their endeatiours, After theſe, the 
balyaunt and hardie Knightes of the Engliſh Court, came 
in againſt the ſtraungers of other Countreies, where the 
Engliſh men lo behaued themlelnes, as that dayes honour 
was theirs, 
Nowe, as the King was in talke with his Lozdes,a- 
bout the glozie which his men bad gotten, and euerie man 
was attentiue to that which was befoze him, ſodainlpe 
there was heard a great crye amongſt the people , on the 
backe ſide of the lyſtes, no man knowing what it ment. By 
and by there came fozth a tall Giaunt with a traine of 
moꝛe then twentie nights vpon a lone hoꝛſe, which gro⸗ 
ned in a manner vnder his waight. The Giant comman⸗ 
ding his Knights to ſtand a ſive, went alone to the win- 
dowe where the King was, there raiſing vp his Beneare , 
and fozcingout a terrible 1oke, without other reuerence , 
» he ſpake on this. wiſe, Ring Oliucrio , J am Brandagede- 
on, Lozd of the lands Balcance, and am hether —

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cauſe of the pꝛices which thou haſt appointed fo the belt 

doers, J am well knowen in all the Heathen Countrie, 

foz by the power which my Gods haue imparted with ” 

mer, there is no moztall man that may gaineſtand my pus » 

(ſſaunce,and fo2 that this days thou ſhalt haue ſome try- » 

all of this truth, beholde befoze the night be ſhut in, there » 

hall no Knight of all theſe which are here kepe his ſad- »» 

dle, vnleſſe be kepe bimſelfe from me . And lo in greate » 

pꝛide, as vou may pꝛeſume by the courſe of his ſpeach, her 

vttered this, and pulled downe his viſour . Then with a 

greate Speare in his hande, her toke the one ende of the 

pale. This his comming was nothing pleaſaunt to the 

king,foz ſince bis ariuall in that kingdome , he had done 

many outrages to the poze ſubiectes of the lande. And the 

king feared leaſt the knights of his Court, ſhould not be 

able to mainteine their honour againſt him. Nowe this 

monſtrous Gyant had not ſtayed there long, but that a 

valiant knight a Britaine called Brandariſtes made a ſigne 

vnto him. 

Theſe two ranne fogether, and in their ſhocke Bran- 

.dariſtes with his hozſe fell to the ground: but the Gyant 

nothing diſeaſed,held on his way toward.another Knight, 

by name Brandidarte,a Britaine to, à bzaue Knight and as 

bolde as Gawayne, but the Gyaunt welcommed him like 

as the other, and thus in ſhozt time the Gyaunt pꝛouing 

himſelfe vppon moze then an hundzed knights, ol the har⸗ 

dieſt, both ſtraungers and Engliſh men, he made them all 

I fo deſcend from their hozſes, that the king Oliuerio was 

much diſquieted heereat,and would haue bought out the gy- 

ants p2eſence ifhe might,foz moze then London is wozth, 

euen foz the pittie which he had vpon his knightes , not 

poſſibly able to withſtand this Gyanf. The king Allama- 

des beholding the kings countenaunce ſadde , and geſſing 

the cauſe, would needes aduenture the honour which hee 

befozo gayned, vpon the vanquiſh of ſuch a Gyaunt , and |

By and by 
Orgiles Pꝛince of Ireland ſet vppon the Gyannt., which 
ſomewhat eſtoniſhed him:but neuertbeleſſe Omiles bappe 
koꝛ himſelſe was in no other manner then bis kellowes. 


Then came in Don Argiles to take Orgiles parte, and 
ficrcely encountered the Gyaunt,but to the ſame purpoſe . 

Nowe was Lon Syluerio aſhamed befo2e the ꝛzinceſſe 
Oliuia to haue tarried behinde ſo many god knightes, and 
theretoze lozcing his courage to pleaſe bis Ladie, vpon a 
light courſer he ranne againſt Prandagedeon, and his fo2»- 
tune was ſo gad, that he made mou edeon to loſe one 
of his ſtirops and the raines of his 5 but Brandage- 
dcon quitt ed ihis with moꝛe then a tollerable vſurie, 102 
he carried him beyond the crouper almoſt a ſpeares length, 
which diſgrace befoze his Ladie Olinia made him wode 
angrie,and willingly would her haue challenged the com⸗ 
bat, if both leaſure and place had bene conuenient. Pot 
long after the Pzince Bargandel gathering his fo2ces at 
the beholding of the Paincefſe-Syluerinaz went fo encoun⸗ 
ter the Gyaynt,cither of them being well heated, but di⸗ 
uerllp, as ariſing of diucrſe-cauſes , but thepz ſtrengthes 
encreaſed by their heartes, made their ſhockes lo terrible, 
as neither parte had great aduauntage. The Gpant fell vs; 
pon the crouper of his boglſe, and rode the length of a cars; 
rier ere he might ariſe againe. Bargandel fel ta the ground, 
with his hozle vnder him This made him bang his 
bead, and ſtirred vp his ſriende Liriamandro ſoꝛ his ſut⸗ 
cours, which cauled Brandagedeon to embzace the ſaddle 
bowe , himlelle being cleanc lifte out ok the Saddle by, 
Brandagedeon the Gyaunt, and Liriamandro lape on the, 
ground to complaine him of his miſhappe befoze his mis; 
ſtres Rodaſy lua, Aſter theſe there was: none it ſo hardie, 
as to dare encounter Brandagedeon, which cauſtd tho king 
and atyer Jazinces to lwke eee Opant to begre 


bim⸗ 
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bfnſelfe as inſolentip, o when there was none lekte, hee 
tyſte vp his voyce in thele tearmes Come fozth, come » 
fagth xe: anigbtes ot tho greate Britaine,and cither knowe » 
what the fozce of Brandagedeon is, oz if you dare not 
appeate / lende he the pxiles pꝛeſentip, foz to none of the 
wozlde they doe ſo rightly apperteine as to nie; and this » 
ſupeng, de gallopped vp and downe in the plate, expeaing 
either ſome night oz the piles. The Ning ſering none » 
tome to àunt were his challenge was verte angrye, and 
woulde haue giuen his beſt towne to haue had a Unight 
which coulde haue quapled the Syauntes courage, and fog 
verie griefe he tourned himſelfe from the windowe, till 
the ſodeine ſhout of the people, tauſed him to loke out as 
gaine 
Then he eſp yed the people flocking together towards 
one coꝛner ot the lyſt, and in the middeſt of them an aged 
man with a long white beard riding ſoftely on a Paule, 
and bearing the countenaunte of a verie wiſe man. After 
him he lawe a Rnigot well harneſſed in white armour, 
richly beſet with pꝛecious ſtones, ſo that no man in the 
place had the tyke, his Helmet had a fine plume, and his 
boxle the lyke, lhe pomell of his Saddle of Golde ſmithes 
caruing, and the ſeate all imbzoudered with golde and ſil⸗ 
uer. Euerp thing belonging to the knight lo bzaue and 
laſtie, that none nowe but gazed on the ſfraunger . After 
bim a gad diſtaunce there rode a Oentlewoman an caſie

Ede Gentie woman romming nere vnto the Pallaice- 
alvnbted; and vnlacing her male, ſpꝛcad a fayze Tent in 
the plaine, made all 'of cloth of golde, with ſuch ſtraunge 
deuiſes, as. neither king noꝛ Keilar in the woꝛld but might 
baue vouchſafed it foz hiniſelife , But that which was 
moſt commendable, was the molt excellent and bꝛaue 
Tonteites with needle woꝛke, which coulde neuer haue

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the wiſe Artemidoro was the wozkeman. Now to make 
ſhoꝛt wozk, when the pauilion was pigbt, Artemidoro leay 
ding Roſicleer with him vnto the king, lpake on this 
wile.

The king badde Roſicleer fo alyght, which diſmonn- 
ting from his. hozſe, aſcended by a payze of Stayzes lo a 
little.(caffolde befoze the Rings windowe, where kneeling 
downe in the ſight of the whole multitude, her receiued the 
oꝛder of knighthod at the kings hands, The king deman⸗ 
hed. where the young Knight ſhould receiue the [woꝛde, 
and the wiſe man aunſ wered, that he ſhould ſtaie foz that 
till he could conquere it. Then after his duetie done to 
the king,Roſicleer retourned to hozſe backe, and with a 
liuely grace ſo demeaned himſelfe vppon his hozle , as 
that it well pleaſed the beholders .

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onely occaſion of thy vnreſt. But Lo2d what alteration

And pet J cannot deeme but that this lone ſo enraged 
his courage againſt Brandagedeon, as otherwiſe 3 maye

ſicleer hurling at the bꝛeaſt of Brandagedeon duerthꝛewe 
bim and his hozſe to the grounde , the hozſe in the fall, 
bzuſing the Gpauntes ſhoulder, that bis Bnigbtes were 
faine to carrie him out of the pꝛeale, whereat all the ſtan⸗ 
ders by with great admiration behelde Roſicleer, euerye 
man being a P2ophet- as his heart gane him, that Roſt- 
cleer would pꝛoue the beſt knight in the wozld, ſeeing that 
at his firſt encounter in tilt,haning neuer had to doe with 
anie knight,befoze be had ouerthzowen ſo mightis a Gps 
ant. 1 

The King nowe thought that Roſicleer had well a⸗ 
mended the greate cozſie which ber had taken at bis 
Knightes diſgrace , and the other Knightes were 
gladde to haue that huge monſter ridde away, bolder and 
willinger valyauntly to aduenture themſelues agaynſf

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both ol them now.beeung in a readineſſe . The King at 
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Roſicleer then againſt a Gpaunt, and their courage was 
the moze,foz the richneſle of the tent which had inuegled 
theyz conetous mindes to venture the purchale. But as 
the knightes entered to iuſt with him, he ouerthꝛew them 
all, being moze then an 100 knightes, without that ants 
man was able to ſit the ſecond toarney . Then the kings 
knightes entered, by name Brandariſtes, Brandidarte, Alla- 
medes, the Pzinces Argiles and Orgiles, Don Brunio 
Pꝛince of Numidia, other, all which he thzew downe ſo 
light ly, as that they might not turne one courſe moʒe that 
daie. Some held moge tacke with him as pou ſhall heare 
hæreafter, but by the way the king turning to dis 100, 
ſpake on this wile. 
Truelp my Lo2ves,if J bad not my celfe ſcene the va⸗ 
” tonrous deedes of this Knight , Jſhould bardly haue cre⸗ 
7 dited another, ſo incredible the truth is that one. ſhonlde 
” wozke ſuch maſteries, J would the iuſts were ended that 
” J might ſe this knight vnarmed, to knowe him, and ho⸗ 
- nour him as is reaſon. True it is aunſ wered his nobles, 
and foꝛ his valour there is not ſo puiſſaunt a Pzince in 
the woꝛld, but that he ſhall haue cauſe fo de gladde of his 
ſeruice. This was a bzeathing time foz Roficleer , but 
pet J am perſwaded that it was no plateng time, although 
no enimie appeared, fo2 he had a greater conflict within 
bis bones, then he pꝛoleſſed outwardly: , and therefoze his 
heart neither fully aſſured, no pet in daunger, gaſed bpon 
the beautte of Ouia. Whereby the fire entering cloſe⸗ 
ly by the vapnes, waſted and conſumed his fleſh , ſoner 
then her felt the flame oz coulde thinke of remedie : but 
better conſidering that h was within the compaſſe ol 
loues ſegniozte , and that his matter was to be tryed at 
the great aſſiſe in loues dominion, he toke better aduiſe⸗ 
ment, to alter it to an action vpon the caſe of couenaunt 
againſt his miſtreſſe, the matter ariſing vppon erchaunge 
of lokes as pou haue heard. And foz this tauſe de en⸗

diners others fo aſſiſt him, but maſter Deſpaire an old ſfa- 
ger had wanne the day of him, had not the whole Bench, 
and eſpectally the chiefe Juſtice Deſert, ſtaied vppon a de⸗ 
murre, which releued much Roſicleers courage, and made 
him loke moze freſhly, vpon hope to finde out better eui⸗ 
dence foz recouery of his ſute. 

But as Rolicleer thus plyed his cauſe at the Barre, ſo 
gentle Cupide attended vpon his Piſtreſſe, faithfully ſer⸗ 
uing him, and beating into hir head the remembzaunce of 
his actes, and the beautie of his perſonage, that the win⸗ 
dowes of hir deſire being let wide open, ſhe viewed hir 
fill, wiſhing pet to lee his face, thereby to comfozt hir ſelfe, 
if his viſage were aunſwerable to his bertue , Now Don 
Siluerio with an enuious epe, minding to interrupte this 
medlea, pꝛouoked Roſicleer to the lyſtes, which Roſicleer 
refaſed not. Roſicleer ſhaked ſomewhat in bis ſaddle , 
bat yet without daunger of falling, and Don Siluerio with 
his Courſer tumbled to the grounde , ſo euill entreated , 
as that he was fayne to fo2ſake the lyſtes The Pꝛin⸗ 
ces Oliuia remembzing his fozmer impoꝛtunitie, was no⸗ 
thing agreeued,thinking therby bis ſute to haue ſlaked, the 
rather to delight in bir new champion. 

By this time, the greater part of the affer-none was 
ſpent, and verie fewe remained in that place, which durſt 
ride a courſe with Roſicleer, albeit the number of Knights 
were moze than th2& thouſande. But laſt of all Birgandel 
and Lyriamandro willing to pꝛoue themſelues vppon the 
new Knight with great courage, which the ſight of they; 
Miſtreſſes cauſed in them, ridde both againſt Roſicleer , 
and in they2 waye as they two ſtraue who ſhoulde bee 
firſt, Bargandel giuing the ſpurres to his hozſe ranne a- 
gainſt Roficleer, Bargandel in his race hit ſo ſtrongly,that 
his ſpeare flew in paces, but Roſicleer knowing Bargan- 
del by a deniſe that ho had, and mindefull of his fozmer 
courteſte, when he came niere him, raiſed vp the ende of 
his ſpeare, and rode by —_— touching of Bargandel.

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Bargandel not feeling bis aduerſarie thought that her had 
mitfd his reſt, and therefoze taking another ſpeare fo2 the 
re-encounter, be rode againe towards Roficlcer, but Ro- 
ſicleer did as he did befoze, whereby he clerely perceiued 
the knights entent to be foz to ſpare him, and waxing may 
angrie he auopded the place. Pzeſently ſtepped in the 
Pzince Lyriamandro, to whome likewiſe Roſicleer ſo be- 
+Haued himſelfe as vnto Bargandel , albeit himſelfe was 
well ſtirred with thele ſhockes. Lyriamandro as mad as 
Bargandel, to finde a friende without 1 and not 
knowing his meaning, rode after where both 
of them departed to diſguiſe themlelues 9 — to be⸗ 
guyle the Knight, if peraduenture he had had ſome knows 
ledge of them. Not long after, the Trumpets blowed the 
retreate, and the Juſtes ſhoulde haue ended, when thele 
two Knights entered with yeolowe plumes and guylded 
armour, their hozſe trappings all of yeolowe, and parting 
company, the one of them ranne againſt Roſicleer, whom 
be met ſo ſtrongly, that their ſpeares flew in peeces, nei⸗ 
ther of them being vnhozſed, whereat all the people were 

diſmayed, fo2 no Knight that dape but was ouerthzowen 
bol as many as Roſicleer had encountered. But theſe two 
Knightes rode againe the ſecond time, and as with moze 
cholar, ſo with flercer ſtomackes they met, that Roſicleer 
fourned with his hozſc moze then foure paces backwards, 
hauing much a do fo bzing him fo2zward, and the ſtraunge 
Knight loſt his ſtirrops and fell to the grounde with bis 
bozle oner him. His companion toke his rome and ranne 
twice againſt Roſicleer, neither of them loſing their ſeats, 
but at the thirde encountrie he fell to the grounde as his 
fellowe did, Roſicleer a little diſeaſed in his ſaddle , reco⸗ 
uered lyghtly . The yeolowe Knights thus ouerthzowen 
mounted on thepz hozſes to reurne the way which he bad 
come, (02e diſpleaſaunt at the little harme they had done 
bnto Roſicleer, but they beſhꝛewed themlelues foz the

ſhoulde be, they remembzed themſelues of the young 
Gentleman Roſicleer and of his great pꝛoweſſe, whereto 
themſelues were pꝛiuie, thinking that perhappes it might 
be he, but yet becauſe of his young yeares, they remoued 
this thought againe, and coulde not well indge who be 
was , | by 

Then the King commaunded euerpe knight to leaue 
off, at which the nople of the inſtruments were hearde ſo 
lowde, that the whole place rang of the ſounde thereof, 
Oluuia now minded to deſcende with the other ELavyes , 
wherefoze the Knightes and other Pzinces flocked toge⸗ 
ther to giue their-attendaunce, among whome , Roſicle- 
er as fozwarde as the belt in god will, pzeſented himſelf 
vnto his Yiltrelle ; which pleaſed hir not a lpttle. Ente⸗ 
ring into the great Court of the Pallaice, they there as 
lyghted, where the King welcommed them, making ſcues 
rall tokens of courteſie to euery one, and comming to Ro- 
ſicleer he deſired him to be at his appointment foz that 
night, fo2 that he had great deſire to ſ& him vnarmed, 
All the relt gladly obeyed, but Roſicleer with his beuert 
hut, requeſted his Paieſtie of pardon,foz that it behoued 
bim to diſarme himſelfe in his Tent, till the wiſe man 
had permitted the contrarie, and ſo ſaieng, he toke his 
leaue of the Ring, entering into his Tent, where he found 
the wile Artemidoro, which with two Pages abided his 
comming. | 

hen Roſicleer was within, they dzew the curfaines 
ſo cloſe, that Roſicleer was not ſcene of any, aud then hel⸗ 
ped fo vnarme him. After the tables were couered and the 


bozd was furniſhed of al delicacies which Artemidoro had 


thought on, the wiſe man yimlelfe being both Coke # Ca- 
ter. Roſicleer ſifting downe, gaue him heartie thankes ſoz 


his god pꝛouiſion, but in deede his Nomacke was fall with 


the Pzinceſſe Oluia, which had ſo poſſeſſed his entraples, 
that the daintie viſhes did not a whit delight his appetite .

Toe next daye after diuine ſernice finiſhed , the king 
inuited to bzeak-fealt all the Rnightes, and that done 
toke his place in that oꝛder as pou haue heard befoze, lo⸗ 
king that ſome ſtraunge Knight ould iuſt with the new 
knight. Now when the place was peopled with both gen- 
tle and vngentle, and that the P2inceſſe Oliuia was plas 
cod on hir ſcaffolde, in came Roſicleer, mounted vpon his 
courſer, x vaunted himſelfe as iopoullp befoze his miſtres 
as if he had not feared the ſkirmiſh with ten Gpants, but 
that which lyked the Pꝛinceſſe beſt, was a conceipt deui⸗ 
ſed in the pencill of his ſpeare, being a burning tozch , the 
ware dzopping from if, ſignifieng thereby the milerie of 
loners, with this poſte vnderneath in Romaine letters. 

Extinguo & Extinguor. After Roſicleer was thus entered 
manie ſtrong and valiant Knights, ſuch as had not iuſted 
the days befo2e,deſired fo frye themſelnes vppon the new 
Knigbt;efpecially Albalaxcs Ring of Mauritania, who vpon 
hope to be Lozd of the rich Tent, toke a great ſpeare , and 
with all his fozce ranne againſt Roſicleer, but Roſicleer 
was not taken ſo tardie in the receipt, but that he met the 
valiant Pagan with ſuch ſtrength, as hozſe and man tum⸗ 
bled to the grounde, Roſicler rode on ſomewhat troubled 
with this encountrie, and ere he was well ſet in his ſad- 
dle, there ran againſt him another Pagan Lozd of Buſia, 
but Roſicleer finely vnhozſed him, and in the ſame courſe

onetthzew foure others, that there was not a knight lefte 
to dare him. At this time he tarried ſometime awayting 
foz newe commers in, but there was none. Dnely at a 
cozner of the lyſtes, he ſawe a huge Gpaunt in white ar⸗ 
mour vpon a great Courſer, with a hoarce and diſdainfull 
voyce,commannding the people to make him rome, and 
not karre from this Giant, a gentlewoman vpon a palfray 
in ſtraunge attire much different from ours, hir face was 
all bede wed with teares as if the Giant had vſed violence 
towards hir. The Gyant appꝛoching to the place where 
the King ſtode, made no reuerence: but the Gentlewo⸗ 
man knerled do lune, ſaieng. Know moſt excellent Pzince »»

Countries hetber,chtefly fo; one cauſe, which the wicked⸗ 
nefſe of this Gyaunt bath now made two, the oziginall of »» 
them both you ſhall heare nowe vnder one. Jn the kar⸗ 
ther parte of the Eaſt ner2 vnto the great Cataya , there »» / 
gouerneth a Pztnceſſe named Iulia, as pet but young of » 
xeares, but not young fo: handſomneſle, being nowe as »» 
it were in the pꝛide of all her beautie , Bir Father was » 
a right cunning Pagitian, inſtructing hir ſo perfectlye in » 
bis ſ kill, as now therein there are fewe comparable, >» 
Foz ſince his death, ſhe hir lelfe dinined by bir knowledge »» 
that ſhe ſhonlde be p2iſoner to two Giauntes, and ſhould »» 
be inlarged by one Knight, which ſhould fight with them »» 
both.

be made his ſtiroppes fall from him, and quickly: cloſing 
with the Gyaunt he dzew him by fozce from the Saddle, 
and thzewe him to the grounde, ſo that hee ſomewhat bꝛu⸗ 
fed the Gyants ſhoulder bone, and pzeſently woulde haue 
tourned agayne bppon Candramarte to baue made a dif- 
patch of all, but that the Gyaunt being of greate courage, 
and enfo2cing himſelfe to indure the remnaunt, got on 
his legges, and addzeſſing his ſheld befoze him, with his 
Fawlchon in his hande 8wayted Roſicleer, fog ſo ſone 
as Candramarte was dona, Roſicleer then alyghted and 
ſent his hozſe fo his Tent, Rolicicer now bœing on fte 
made towardes Candramarte . Candramarte firſt aſſap- 
led Roſicleer with theſe woꝛdes. What knight thinkeft ,

| chon with both his handes fetched compaſſe-wile againſt

+ the blow was ſo mightie,that it hewed the ſheeld aſunder, 
1 and deſcending vpon the head peece, made Roſicleer abatg 
45 his lokes t bowe his knees fo2 ſauegard to his fall.

Foz the fitting of bis » 
action wherevnto he would ſhake his heauie Fawlchon 
ſo gallauntip, and roare lo terribly, that euerie man toke 
Candramarte, rather foz a Lyzaunt in a Tragedie, then 
a Jeſter in a Commedie.

Gpant thus maimed, yelling out a loathſome crie, reuiled 
andrailedon Roſicleer as a man diſtraught,ano that which 
moſt increaſed his paine, was not the tozment of bis dilũ⸗ 
gured armes: but either the ſhame of the v:ctozte, oz the 
enuie at Roſicleer, but Roſicleer making little account of | 
him,toke the Scabbard from his ſide and lo lefte him. ; 
Candramarte ffill followed blaſpheming and curſing voth b 
God and man, and when he coulde neither bx his owne 
executioner, noꝛ pꝛocure another to take the paines,ſware, 
that fo2 ſparing his death, he woulde deuiſe all the miſs 
chiele he might againſt Roſicleer, and that he would pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe his death alſo, i poſſiblie he could inuent the meanes. 
But truely if J had bene in Roſicleers caſe, J ſhoulde not 
haue biene ſo ſtraunge: ſeeing , that both it ſhoulde baue 
bene the Gpants laſt requeſt, and ſo little encomberaunce 
towardes mer. But the king, Pꝛinces, and knightes were 
ſo io pous of the victozie againſt the Gpaunt, as they bare 
countenaunce of moꝛze toy outwardly, then they had earſt 
reteiued, euerie one openly deſiring to ſ& him vnarmed: 
but chiefly Bargandel and Liriamandco, being in ſome iea⸗ | 
lonſie of p knight whom they had found a friend, ere they i 
loked fo2,ſuppoſing that peraduenture die was Roſiclcer, ; 
of whome the ſodeine aduenture in the Sea had bercfte 
them. And Qutene Iulias Gentlewoman ſ&ing the com⸗ 
bat trped, and the aduenture; of the Swoꝛd atchieued, con⸗ 
cluding thereby that this was he foz whom ſhe had made 
ſo long a iournep, ſaluted him curteoufiye with his am⸗ 
baſſade , Now that it is euident noble Knight, that pou » 
are the perſon,foz whoſe helpe this C woꝛde was framed »» 
by my miſtreſſe, J am to certifie that my Ladie gretcth „ 
you by me, and giueth you warning that foz her ſake you ,, 
mulk mainteine the fight with two bꝛaue gyants, ioyntly ,, 
combattant againſt you onely . Foz this ſhe hath ſent you „ 
this { wozd,the commendation wherof,albcit not vnknow⸗ 
en, lieth in the continuall pzofe, which ſhe requeſteth you 
neuer to fozlake, foz it will much further you in your en⸗ 
ter⸗ 
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„ terpꝛiles. hereto J boſch you giue credif & deale etkec⸗ 
,, tnally as ſhe hath hope in you, But now gine me Þ l woꝛd 
„that J may beare it to the king and the other Princes, 
that they may iuſtiſie the truth of my fozmer auouch. So 
Roſicleer deliuered the \ ww2de into her handes with the 
heath, which the Gentlewoman bzought befoze the King 
and the knights then p2eſent, which all attempted the pul- 
ling out, but coulde not doe it, as if the ſcabbard had bene 
a pece of the ſame mettall whereof the Swazd was, and 
not ſcuered by sdge 02 twle, which made them all confeſſe, 
that to the new knight it was p2opoſcd,and to him apper⸗ 
teined the fight with the two Opants foz the franchiſing 
of quene Iulia. 

The king redeliuered the \wazde into the Gentlewo- 
mans handes , and bad her peelde it againe to Rolicleer, 
which the did, x taking her leaue of him recetued this foz 
aunſ were. That he recommended himſelfe vnfo her god 
grace, heartelp thanking her foz lo great care ouer him, as 
to pꝛouide a l wozd, whereof he had nerd, as her ſelfe can 
witnelle, and fo2 the reſt he pꝛomiſed not to faile her as he 
was true knight to God and the wo21lds, The Gentlewo⸗ 
man with this recommannde gallopped awaie as faſt as 
her palkraie might carrie her, the whileſt Candramartes 
knightes remoned their Lo2de out of that place into his 
Lent, whence afterwarde with great griefe faz his ſoze 
maime they conuaied him into his Jland, wherein hauing 
ſetled himſelle, as mindfull of his gath, he neuer lefte from 
imagining of craftie meanes, and coining new pollicies to 
bꝛing Noſicleer to the death. 

When Candramarte was tarried into his Tent, Ro- 
ſicleer mounting vpon his hozſe, toke a greate Speare in 
his hande, and ſtode at the lifts ende, thinking that ſome 
knight would come againſt him, but they were all ſo ſcho⸗ 
led with the ſight of this laſt vicozie,that neuer a Lnight 
_ Hewecd himſelfe. Whercfoze the King tommaunded to 
(023d the Trumpet to pꝛociede vnto the diſpoſing of the

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Mirrour of Knighthood, 
rewardes fo2 they2 tranaile , An Yeralde demaunding 
alowde who had done beſt, they all referred. the pzices to 
Roſicleer, The King woulde not contends with them, 


but (ſapth * will that my daughter haue the beſtow⸗ 
— of them where the belt liketh as tonching this tour⸗ 


"obs with much Hamekalknelſe which her coulgured 
chakes bewzayed, accepted the charge, and taking the 
crowne with the choller in her hande, ſhe cauſed the ne we 
Knight to ber called befoze her, who burning in love to- 
war des her, no leſſe then ſhe was ſeruent in irking 
towardes him, diſmounted at the firſt call, and betwerne 
the two Pzinces Bargandel and Liriamandro mounted vp 
the Scaffolde where the beautifull Pꝛinceſſe was, beſo20 
whome he appeared with greater feare ariſing of his cone 
teit concerning his indignitie, then earſt attached him in 
the fight with Caudramarte without a weapon, 

The two Pzinces comming befoze Oliuia,made their 
bumble ovepſaunce , and Roſicleer kneeled downe , The 
Pꝛinteſſe with a god grace bending toenery one of them 
ſpake to Roſicleer. You knowe new knight what charge ,, 
the king my Father hath lapde vpon mer, although karre ,, 
mo2e honourable then J am able to ſuſteine, yet by me. ,, 
aſſumed, neither to reſiff his will noz yet againſt my de⸗ 
ſire, fo2it is commendable of it ſelfe to be acommender ,, 
of vertue, and neuer to much may J commend. it. The ,, 
charge is, that with mine owne handes J ſhoulde diſtri⸗ „ 
bute theſe pꝛiles accozding as mine owne fancie leadeth „ 
mee to derme of eucrie mans trauaile and valiauncie, The „ 
deliuerpe of theſe Jewelles , were nothing harde noz „ 
doubtfull, but the diſpoling moze then harde, becauſe it „ 
pertayneth to iudgement in deedes armes, wherevnto „ 
my lexe is not lufkiciently abled.

” When the Pzinceſſe had thus ſapde, Roſicleer not hauing 
power to excuſe himſelſe, vnlaced his Helmet, which bee- 
ing put off, his face -ſcemed ſo beautifull by the beate and 
trauaile of the armour, which rayſed a freth redde in his 
cheekes , that it ſtroke them all in amaze , and none of 
thoſe which ſawe him, conſidering his faireneſſe with his 
age, but rather iudged him an Angell ol heauen, then a moz- 


When the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia ſawe him ſo fayze, as al- 
ready loue had made a wꝛacke in the moſt ſecret parte of 
her heart by the viewe of his Knighthods, ſo nows the 
ſame bzeach being made wider by the ſecond aſſault in his 
beantifull lokes, loue entered with banner diſplaped, and 
finding no reſiſtance, toke poſſeſſion wholy of her heart, and 
ſwoꝛe all that he found fo be his true pꝛiſoner s. Thus loft 
ſhe her libertie, and pet with the beſf courage that a wo- 
man might, ſhe framed out a countenaunce of great free» 

dome in this manner. 
Pou needed not by pour fanonr ſir knight, to haue ben a- 
» ſhamed of your face, and pet ſuch as it is, it is farre inferi- 
» our to pour manhod, but this is bepond the compaſſe of 
„mp commiſſion, nowe come pou nere and-receine at my

„ tune yteldeth you. Roficleer appꝛoching very niere, knceled 
dawne, x the Pꝛinceſſe pat the choler about his necke, and 
the crowne vpon his head.

foz ſo rich a benefife. And as J dageceiue this chollar as 
the pzice of knigythad in pour opinion, o J beſ&ch you to 
fake of me this crowne as a teſtimonie of pour ſurpaſſing 
beautie in my eye. With this he (ct the rich crowne vp⸗ 
pon the golden haires of the Pꝛinceſſt Oliuia, ſhe being 
glad of this gift, although ſomwhat bluſhing at the words 
he ſpake , The two Pzinces Bargandel and Litiamandro 
ſtanding by, and knowing him to 'be Roſicleer whom they 
had loſt in the maine lea, when the cercmonics were fint- 
ſhed, went to him,imbzacing him as godly,as if he harde 
bene their owne bꝛot her, pet curteoufly challenging him foz 
his vnkindnes, in not making himſelf knowen vnto them. 

The King Oliueno abaſhed at ſo great bountic , in a 


night of ſo young yeres, began to thinke moze aduiſed⸗ 


ly of that which the wiſe Artemidoro had ſapde, from that 
time he. eſteemed moze highly of the newe Knight,as you 
ſhall heare after this. 

But now the noiſe was ſo great which th: vyals made 
and erher inſtruments, that one might not heare an other

all entering the chamber of pꝛeſence, where the king ſlap⸗ 
ed fo them, und after a generall welcome, by name taking,

vered as towards Roſicleer, foꝛ that he had vnhozſcd bim 
in the pꝛeſence of his Lady. But after this ozder Roſicleer 
remained in the Engliſh Court, where he reſted himlelt, till 
this ſodaine aduenture called him fazth., as ſhall be tolde

Me ſtoꝛie reconnfeth,that Roſicleer abode many daies 

in Ring Oliuerios Court, well liked and loued of both 
King and nobles, Jn which time, Roſicleer gane the King 
the rich Tent , which the wiſe Artemidoro had w2ought 
fo2 him, wherin the King toke great delight. Foz although 
be had many other, both curious foz making and coſtly foz 
matter, pet bad he not (ne in his life any either ſo rich oz 
of ſo cunning wo2k-manſhip, fo that the Kings god will 
towards RNolicleer encreaſcd by Roſicleers pzelence, and in 
that alſo fo: his company mante other great Pzinces and

Now vy that time that the two knightes came, Roſi- 
cleer had killed mo2e then twentie , leauing a paſſage fo 
well trode as they migit eaſily trace out his fote eppes. 
At their fürſt bꝛeaking in among the Gyants knights, they 
burſt their ſtaues vpon two of them, ouerthꝛowing them,

By this time the Gentlewomen returned with their 
owne carriage, and what with the length of the bats 
taple, and other accidents, the dape was lo karre ſhutte 
in, that being verie darke they were conſtrained altos 
gether to tourne into a kpers houſe nere at hand, where 
they were welcome at ſuch warning. Foz hee knewe 


the thzz knightes at ly greate feaſtes, wherefoze hae en⸗ 
ter⸗

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ferteined them as hononrably as he might. That night 
not hauing wherewith otherwiſe to buſie themſelues,and 
the oppoztunitie of the bearers, putting them in minde of 
their miltrclles, they gaue themſclues to enditing euerie 
man of ſeuerall letters vnfo his loue and Ladie. Bargandel 
and Liriamandro deliuered theirs vnto the Gentlewoman 
of Luſitania, but the other not willing to make manifeft 
bis chopce foz thattime,toke Arinda a letter ctofcly to car⸗ 
rie vato the Pꝛinteſſe Briana his god Ladic,+ after werds 
* amongeſk other talke he required to ſ& the coffer of iew⸗ 
ells which the P2zinceſſe Briana ſent to Oliuia,as if it had 
bene onely to haue ſcene the riches therof, Arinda gaue him 
the coffcr, which he opened, and toſſing bp and downe as 
if to ſe all the ie wells, he (ceretly conuaied his letter to O- 
liuia, vnder all the papers, and redeſtuercd the coffer with⸗ 
out being ſulpect. 

Tell to make an end, the talke had an end, r when the 
reſt went to their reſt, Roſicleer fell into his oꝛdinarie hu⸗ 
mour, daiuing in his thought the whole oꝛder of the deltue⸗ 
rie, and her reteit, with her manner ok turning ouer the pa⸗ 
pers to vicw cuery iewell, this being but the firſt aſſay of 
the humour, but when his fantie bꝛought him to the finding 
of the Letter, Lozd what a fight he ſuſteined, ſoz the better 
vnderſtanding whereof, you muſt imagine a young ſchol⸗ 
ler but lately entered into ſchole points;oucr ſwing of his 
theame, bcfo2e he b2ing it to the reuicwe of his Sho! e⸗ 
maiſler, and beleeve met in farre greater doubte hung 
Roſicleer of his Ladies liking , then the boye doth ok his 
mailters, Foz in his reading of the blotted Coppie, as 
diſtinctly as if hoe were to geſſe Oliuias coniectare vppon 
euerie ſillable, god God into what a hard cenſure was the 
po2Ce paper ſubiect, as if cuerie ſentence had bene then a⸗ 
rayned befoze him. Foz almeſt at eucrie lines ende, bee 
would ſay, Either this was to much, cyiher tpis was {a 
little, oz this is maimced, 02 this is to rude and bnlcarrey, 
o this was not well and finelp peuned, oz that was not 
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plaino inough, oz this is faultie , 02 this ſhould be amen- 
ded, and to dzawe all into a ſumme, in euerpe perce hee 
woulde blame either the little wit in inuention , o2 the 
lacke of cloquence in the deliuerie of the matter, but chtef- 
ly his owne ouer-boldneſſe in pꝛeſuming vpon lo high a 
Pꝛinceſſa with ſo rude a diſcourſe, and yet J dare ſaye it 
did him god to beguile the Pzincefſe with this Letter in 
the coulour of a Jewell, which ſhe muſt rccetue and read 
thꝛough, ere the ſhould learne the contents thereof,02 know 
the pen⸗ man.

N O T much out of the ſame manner was the other 
Knights ſleepe, dꝛeaming of their delights & other ſuch 
topes, but the nert day tcp aroſe and armed themſelues, 
taking leaue of their hoſte and the Gentlewomen . But 
Roſicleer tarryed behinde to conduct the women a lyttle 
on their waye,and to haue moze ſecret conference with 
Arinda about the Peinceſſe Briana, (the remozſe of his 
conſcience ſtinging him foz ſtealing away ſo p2tuely from 
the Pꝛinceſſe, ) in the.courſe of this talke he woulde ſomes - 
times name the P2tncefſe his Ladie, ſometimes his foun⸗ 
dꝛeſle, bp which name he requeſted Arinda to make offer 
of his humble ferutce with the belt ercuſe ſhe might, fez 
His long ablence, in that he had alreadie entered the queſt

ther, and in ſuch ipeaches he brought them on their waye , 
after warde, taking his leaue with a friendly imbꝛate, bee

Dire dayes theſe thꝛo knights rode together with - out 
happening vpon any thing wozthy the recitall. The ſeas 
uenth day in their waye they (awe a farre off a Nnight ve⸗ 
ry tall and bigge made vppon a faire ſtæde by ſeeming a 
night ok great account . There followed him two Squi⸗ 
ers, the one bearing his launce, the other his helmet, foz the 
beate of the day had made him vayle his head perce to put 
an a lyght hat of Taffeta, and comming nere; they ſaws 
that he was of a god countenaunce,'ſomewhat of coulour 
duſ kie and blacke, but in making both manlike and ok 
god pꝛopoztion, his iopnts well knit, and ſomewhat large 
withall, which fozeſhewed great likelthod of ſtrength and 
courage.

J will tell you 
lad the Bnight..Soth it is, that J am a 'Tartarian; bozng 
in that parte of Tartarie which boꝛdereth vppon Europe, 
and trauapling to ſeeke aduentures, J was caſt by tem⸗

Af:er the Tartarian had buckeled on his helme „ and I 
Bargandel had obtained leaue of his fellowes, to; bœ the 
firlt in this aduenture, either of them clapped their (purs | 
to the Boꝛſe ſides, and their encountrye was ſuch , that 
Bargandel bake his ſprare in ſmall ſhivers, in the ſhicide 
of his enemie, cauſing the Tartarian to loſe the raynes , 
and to wzeathe ſome-what in his ſaddle, But the 1 arta- 
rian ouerthzewe Bargandel hoꝛſe and man to the grounde, 
and with the tkourne to recoucr the rapnes, dꝛeſſed himſelfe 
in his ſaddle, paſſing fozth gallantly, while Bargandel lays 
o1the ground verie angrie and deſirous to haue hab the 
Coinbat with the [ wo2d. * 

Roſicleer and Lyriamandto much wondzed at they 
ſhockes „ Lyriamandro then toke the. nexte tourne, 
and Roſicleer becauſe. the ſtraunger wanted a ſpeare , 
ſeat his owne ffaffe vnto bim, which peraduenture 
if hee coulde baue fozeſæne the euente, hee woulde not 
baute Pats foz by it Liriamandro was pur led to grounde ,

But Roſicker rather- delighted 
then afraide at his enimies courage, deuiſcd by himſelfe 
how to Winile that valyaunt night fo2 friende, and to 
leaue the Contbatte, fo2 vppon ſo flender a quarrell , he 
thought the hazarde would be to great.Parrie foz all that 
be did his beſt, foz when he felt the ſtrong buffettes , be 
coulde not but yalve the like, The -Tartarian Knight bur⸗ 
ning in rage, rather to haue the maſterie ouer ſo valpaunt 
Knights, rather then foz any ill will he bare to Roſiclecr, 
compaſſed ho w by maine fozce to ſubdue his aduerſarie, 
and in this thought he ſtrake (o furiouſlye, that with bis 
charge and the others aunl were, the nople was ſo confu⸗ 
ſed and great withall, that it was hearde vppon the toppe 
of hilles, as the ſhot of Artillerie. Mhen the Tartarian 
Knight was lo well heated as you haue hearde, he Dae 
a blowe with both bis handes , full, at Roller 99 75

ſo. ſone — it, and theretoze while it was kreſh in his 
remembꝛaunte, be reſtoꝛed the like blawe, which in, the 
deſcending. nuſſed the Tartauians cteaſt otherwice it. ha 
put him in daunger, but lyding vppon his ſhoulper „it 
was ſo beame „that it made the Tartarian, ſtoupe.to bis 
hoꝛſe backe. The nexte daungerous blowe which the. Tar- 
tarian gaue, made Roſicleer bowe vnto his ſaddle bot 
the £wo2de-and the raynes fallyng from him, Bargand 
and Lyriamandro ſtanding by, fell there-with — A 
ſtraunge admiration of the Tartarian , in that he not 
onely kepte Roſicleer playe, but put him to his trympes,, 
and by tyis time, J thinke their deſire to fight with him, N 
was well abated, ſeing they knewe nowe bowe well ber 
cotulde handle his weapon And Roſicleer hauing gotte 
greater courage thꝛougb the griefe of his wounde, kepte 
no moe his ſeate , but riſing in his ſtirtoppes and reco- 
Pi. uering 


The firſt part of the 
nering his ſwoꝛde, which was faſtened with a little chain 
vnto his laddle bo we, he hit the ſtrong Tartarian fo great 
a blo we, that the bloud guſhed out both at his eates and 
noſtrells, and he laye foz dead vpon the crouper, the hoꝛſe 
carieng him about p field til he reuiued. After not without 
ſome abaſhment,as one come out of another wozlde : the 
Tartarian when he felte the bloud iſſuing in ſuch meaſure, 
oe vp his bande, and calling foz belpe on his Gods , 
ateng . 

Alliſt me O my Gods againſt this fell knight, fo2 if I 
farrie moze of theſc blowes, my life ſhall ſone be ended. 
And when he had fo ſapd, as purpoſed to make an end of 
the fraye , he toke his [wozde with both his handes, and 
with all his fozce following the blowe, he ſmote Roſicleer 
vppon the helmet, to no great harme on his bodie, but the 
waight thereok aſtoniſhed him, as mach as if a Tower 
had fallen vpon him, whereat Roſicleer wared madde an⸗ 
grie, and not remembꝛing that which befo2e he had p2c- 
medttated, as to ende the baftaile in/quietvoſſe, hie re⸗ 
payed the freſpaſſe, with treble damage to the Tartarian. 
702 albcit the Tartarian might well be reckaned among 
the moſt famous Knights-of elder time, being couered with 
a helmet ſo well tempered as anpe Pzince might haue; 
vet lining in that age, and encountering ſuch Knightes, 
his rome was but nexte the beſt ,- And when her (awe 
that terrible blowe oner his head, per toulde haue wi⸗ 
ſhed a whole Pountapne betweene him and it.

Noble and valpaunt Unigbt, the ſtrongeſt and migh⸗ 
tieſt which J haue euer knowen , oz would haue belcued 2

» with the lyke confidence vnto that which J alwapes

„none in the wozld my lelfe;ercept,and thy ſelſe (hall learng 
» at my hande in the concealing whercof , vnto this days 
» J haue a thanſand times indured little leſſe then desth. 
„And the matter is luch, that it is vnfitting foz anie one to 
„be a dealer therein but my ſelfe and thy Teife , whome A 
„account as my ſelſe. At a woꝛde my Fidelia, that ty2aunt 
„laue, which ſpareth neither high noz lowe, bath taken 
„ poſſellion of me by the great pꝛoweſſe and beautie of the 
„new Knight, and J am lure, that but my death, nothing 
„canne ſet me free: although J haue ſkudped all poſſible 
„ mtanes df my lybertie, and thereto haue ſet the dcfence of

The 
beautifell Pzinceſſe was well apapde at this counſaple, 
fo lumping with her foꝛmer determination, and it greatly 
all waged the mallitce of her paſſion, in that thee had be⸗ 
wzayed it to her truſtie ſeruaunt . The next day the Gen⸗ 
tle women entered into the pallaice, dꝛiaing u hozſe befo2e 
them loded with the Spants bodie, At their enferance the 
hurly burly in be court was fo great, euerp man running 
to ſe the wonder, that the king with all thoſe which were ; 
with him and the P2inceſſe Oliuia with her Sentlewo⸗ | 
men ranne to their windowes to ſe what the matter was 
and when they ſawe the Opaunt they knewe him, and as ; 
newly abathed at Roſicleers bertues, they began to com- 
mend ok him as ot the beſt knight in the woꝛld The Oen⸗ 

tie women pꝛeſently were bꝛought befoze the kiug, which 

receiued them curtcouſly, and they in oꝛder declared bnko 

him and the reſt that which had chanted to Roſicleer ſince 

his departure from the citie 90497 £2997 

The king lyked verie well ok an, ſane what when they

Mhen thee had. read on thxopgh. that which was des 
licered with the packet,ſhe toke that other out of her boy 
dome which cher had founde in ranſacking the pac⸗ 
wa: 7 and opening it-ſhe (awe in Capital Letters 8 Or 
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and ſomewhat troubled ſhe folded it vp quickly againe, 
minding to learne by what meanes that Letter was hid a- 
mong the ie wells. and therefoze calling Arinda ſhe aſked 
if that anie one had vnlocked the coffer,after that her La- 
die had deliuered it vnto ber, Arinda ſuppoſing h the Pꝛin⸗ 


ceſſe had wanted ſome thing, anl wered. No truly Madame, 
fo2 J haue al waies kept p keies, & no bodie cuer had them 


at my hands but Roſicleer, which requeſted to ſe þ iewels 
when we were in the kepers lodge, and in my pꝛeſence he 
ſhut it, reſtozing me the keies, and not taking out ought 
wherof J can accuſe him. The Pꝛinceſſe ſmelling out Ro- 
ſicleers ſhift, and ſomewhat (ſmiling withall, to heare wher⸗ 
vnto Arinda had conſtrued her meaning, replyed merily 
thus. J aſked it not gent le friend, foꝛ that J thought there 
wanted ante thing in the cofer,fo2 it was wholy loſt when 
it was in Brandagedeons power, but J-aſked it fo2\that J 
meruailed it fell out ſo wil, when Brandagedeon was the 
kerper. Arinda waxing bold berreat. Nay marie ſaith ſhe, 
with your fauour noble Pꝛinceſſe, Brandagedeon milgi- 
ning in his minde how little time be ſhould inior it, tobe 
little care foz the opening. 

Do this queſtion who opened it was concluded in a 
laughter, and little talke continued after. The Pꝛinceſſe 
thinking it long til ſhe might alone read Roſicleers letter, 
and therekoꝛe ſomewhat earlier then ſhe was wont, cher 

witbdꝛew her ſelle into her bed chamber, with onely

Roſicleer penned this letter either not bell in his wits, 
03 els greatly perplexed in his thought, ſo hard it is to find 
illue, but J beletue rather yit came from heart to hand, 
tlas fo ſet downe without farther aduiſe Pet in þ meane 
time that. Fidelia 2 the letter, the faire Pꝛinceſſe bꝛoad 
*awake to heare thoſe amozous wozds,s fœling them in her 
beart \yith the like lone wherein Roſicleer Wzote them. 
„ N t ended, heaping out abundance of ſighs vpon 
th argument of the letter, che laid vnto Fidelia. Ah Fidelia, 
85 fog may a tender Sentlewoman as J ain haue to 
lt the teꝛanny ol loue, when ſo many famous t ſo migh⸗ 
Pꝛinces could neuer conquere him? Yow map J ouer⸗ 
N. ed wh bath had the maſtxip of ſo many, tell me 
Fidelia and counſaile me what 3 haue to doe in this mat- 
ter, foz J mickrud my owne. wiledome, and verie ſielde is 
the palſionates iudgement verie ſure and requiſite, Fidelia

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usthing wondering at that effcct which loue had wꝛonght 
in the Pꝛinteſſe her Ladie, fo2 ſhe rather wiſhed her lelfe 
wo2thie of fo glozious paine, ani wered her thus: Madame 
to counſaile you aright, were to will you to defte loue, and 
to abandon Roſicleers companie, and pet the wozds of this 
letter leaueth in me a doubt theredk, ik the matter bee as 
true as the woꝛdes impoꝛteth.

No, here we receine naught , but 
what our ſelues ſowe, and he that reapeth not, maye be a 
loute foz all his Lozdſhippe, as in time appeareth , which 
iudgeth freely and without affection , And faz me, if the 
gyes of my vnderſtanding were not dimmed , A ſhoulbe 
ſwne confeſſe lefſe merite in me to deſerne Noſicleer, then 
wanteth in him to be woꝛthie of me. J am a Pꝛinceſſe 
by my Father, and my glozp reſteth in the reckoning vp 
of a beav-role of Pꝛinces, ſome of them dead a thouſande 
yeare agone, which nothing pertaineth to this p2oſent 
age. But he mape be a Prince by his owne vertue, and 
bis Nobilitie ariſeth not by keeping a Tally of names,

And is there anye 
Pꝛince 02 Knight of ſo high renowne fo2 vertue 4 knight- 
bee as Roſicleer is : Baue not the beff Knightes of 
both Chꝛiſtendome and Paganſie, iopned with him either 
at Tilte oz Zourney, and doth he not obſcure them all, as 
when the Sunne appeareth, no Starres dare come in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence 2 And Filly woman haning not ſo much as tbe res 
fale in me of my pzedecefſonrs vertue, am not withſtan⸗ 
ding by the iniurie of the times, bonde fo ſo great follie , 
as that J mult not thinke him woꝛthie to equall me , 
which is much my better. But ſith ok fozce J muff yeeld 


immagination of other men, and ib n my eſtate mays not 
bee yaaked with his baſeneſſe, haue at it, J will foz euer 


ſhat him from my pꝛeſence foz the ſauegarve ol mine ho- 
nour 


irrour of Rnight ho. 

nour. But withall, ſe ing without bis pꝛeſence, I cannot 
find eaſe foz this tozmcnt, il make zun amends by gi⸗ 
uing ouer my. lyfe, vnto the enduring of enerlaſting ſoz⸗ 
rowe. And ib it be bolt lo to do, tell nis my Fidelia thy 
miude, fo2 J perhappes am beguyled by my pallion , nei⸗ 
ther in dede haue 4 either iudgement o2 ſxlyng of ought, 
but of griefe and ozrawe., Fidelia heard the wazdes of 
the Pzinceſe, and taking part with the Pzincelſe , made 
vy this wofull lamenting with hir ſoꝛrowlall ſpeach , in 
this ſozt. Alas Padame, howe much better had it bene, 


that neuer the Anightiy derdes of Roſicleer had bene ma⸗ 
nikeſted in Britaine, fo2 then without the ſight of him, you 


vou fo2 lacke of loking to will be verie harde to be cured. 
But the wileſt (aye, that in ſuch matters as are hard and 
difficult, a man muſk eſpeciailpe emplope his trauaple, 
und that the lucceſie is not ſo vnlykeiye , but that labour 
mupe reach vnto it, as foz this griete, which nowe di⸗ 
ſtempereth vou, 4s1 not ſo great, but that you maye bee 
(fone whole , your ſelfe breing there-vnto willyng: Foz 
in this, neither Nature wozketh', neither Foztune , noz 
the @tarres , no2 the celsſtiall Dignes , noz ange ſuper- 
naturall Influence, as you ſuppoſe, but onelp the fancic 
and lyking ol man: the ſelfe ſame effect with that which 
in the ſicke is to deſire to be whole and in the thirſtie to 
dzinke. And wholocuer with the conſent of bis owne 
will, attempteth the bzeaking of theſe ſnarcs , which his 
fancie lapeth to intrappe him in, maye (cape ſcot- free, and 
- helpe others in like neteſſitis. Other wile, if this lone wer 
naturall te all men, as all men then ſhoulde loue by Nas 
ture, ſo ſhoulde they not fozbears it, either fo2 ſhame 03 
fciendes diſpleaſure , and if it p2occeded-from Foztune , 
o2 by grace inſpired , whereof the cauſe is not kne wen, 
but the euent is cuident, then were our lpbertic bhercin 
irrecupatable, and in that the pꝛincipall ſute was with⸗

that which pou feare will perafter happen, by your ill 


being of his abſence, 


And truly J am perl waded,that ſeing yon haue with 
your ſelfe reſolued to exclude him from pour companie z 
that the beſt is to put it in pꝛactiſe faithfully and effectual- 
1p,leaff by foꝛ bearing of this cozrection, he take moꝛs cou⸗ 
rage to diſturbe pour reſt, and pet am J not againſt that 
which you haue confirmed with god reſon, that we onght 
to renerencs vertne rather than riches, and in my iuvge- 
ment that Gentlewoman which chal match with Roſicle- 
er, may thinke hir lelfe happſe,fo2 his rars and maruelous 
derdes of armes make bim to gliſter moe glozionufly then 


all other Pzinces and nights whofoener; And in times 


paſt, when all things went not ſo ouerthwart as they now 
dw, he was the belt of lignage, whoſe pꝛoweſſe was beſt 


' knowen, and he beſt eſteemed which wanne his eſtimatt⸗ 
on by his manbov. And to this purpoſe , behold the buyl- 


der of Rome, by name Romulus, taken from his foſfer-fa- 
ther a ſhepheard, and in a manner ediffed- ko; that erection: 
although ther were mantis buylders in p wozld both befozo 
t after, but the difference of the bnyldings, licth in the ex⸗ 
cellencie of the woꝛkmanchip. Againe, was there euer one 
in ſuch credite fo2 honeſtie ard wiſedome as Socrates, the 


ſonne of a baſe mib wie. Euripides ons of the rareſt men 


that ener were in tragicall Doems , was bozne of means 
parentage, Demosthenes the flower of Grœke eloquence , 


as a Critlers ſenne: Horatius the Poet,bozne cf a bond 


wom m. Which had bene taken pꝛiloner, and pet all theſe 


pꝛetected foꝛ their vertuous qualities, befoze Kings and 
* Pzintes, Cicero tauld tiot dillemble Þis pꝛogenie, and pet 


Was 


Airrour o Ne — 
was he likted vnto tho Conſulſhip in Rome, & neuer pꝛw⸗ 
ucd other Conſall ſo commodious fo2 the common welch. 
Serramus and Cnimatus viſe inen, and thzorrghly excrciſed 
in their enimies land were Conſulls in Rome, and delp⸗ 
uered their Countrey from, ſpople and piilage . And if ſoz 
a matter pertaining fo a Bingvame, We bed rather take 
example of Kings, let vs ſœ it meane cftate bath bene any 
let foz men to aſpire vato migptie Bingtomes, and bp 
name let vs take a moze particular ſuruape, of the third, 
fourth, fifth, and ſirt King of Rome. 

Firſt Tullus Hostiius had his cradle in a ſhepheardes 
cottage, and his bzinging vp ia the wide fleld , Then the 
two Tarquins were ſonnes to a Parchant,and exiled their 
Countrey. Seruius Tullius was ſonne to a bond-woman', 
as his name impoꝛteth: : all which notwilhſtanding , in 
thepz times were Kings of Rome, and if from thence war 
take our waye to other Nations rounde about, what a 
flocke of ſhepheards, ſurgeons, labouring men, founders, 
and ſuch lpke leruile occupations ſhall we meete , which 
Mpy;ed to the highelt place of gouernment in their Coun⸗ 
trepes. Alexander a crowned Ring was a Gardeincrs 
ſormo ; Pertinax Emperour of Rome, bozne of a llaue 
which lyued by th2zaſhing of graine and lellpng of wa de: 
Seuerus the ſeauenth Cmperonr of Rome was bꝛedde and 
bzougyt vp amongſt Surgions, and theſe of the meaneſt 
ſozt . Agathocles ing of Sicile, ſonne to a potter: Max- 
imianus and Maximus chiefe men of the Empire, the one 
of bale birth, the other doubtfull, whether a Smith oz a 
Carpenter, and yet neither barrell better Perring. Veſpa- 
ſianus which was called the cad Emper our, roſe from w 
degree, and by bis vertue blotfed out the infamie of his 
pꝛogenie. And to haue moꝛe notable teſtimonics, who was 
father vnto the great Cæſar Augustus the ruler of the 
wo2ldz Virgil in a ieſt made him 7 a-Bakers une, but his 


owne minde niſgauc bim otherwiſe , As foꝛ a truth larre 
Q. lui. 'wozie 
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wozle be they, which rife to gloꝛie from the millpking of 
their parents, like as Hercules, Perſeus, and Iugurtha the 


King of Numidia , all begotten in adultcrye ; and lyke- 
wiſe mightie Alexander King of Macedon, as concerning 


whome his Father Philip on bis death bedde denyed him 


to be bis ſonne by the repoꝛt of his mother Olympia, 'foz 
which cauſe after his Fathers death, he would needes bee 
called the ſonne of Iupiter Ammon. Constantine the Ems 
perour was bo2ne of a young maide befoze lawfull eſpou⸗ 
(alles ; and Iepthah in the Scriptures, was ſonne to a 
harlot, Oz if you will Padame, that foz lpke examples, 
we runne ouer the hiſtoꝛies where-bnto mp wit can not 
carrie me in ſo ſodaine ſpeach, yet J remember, that fewe 
peares ſince there dyed in Spayne a ſfout king of p Goths, 
called Bamba, which as J haue hearde , was a labouring 
man, and at that time when he was to be crowned King, 
was faine to ſticke his ſpade in the ground, to receiue the 
ſcepter, beeing neither leſſe feared than his pꝛedeteſſoures, 
and not reſeruzd by me to the laſt place, as one of leaſt cte⸗ 
dile among others . Remember pour ſelfe of the great king 
Arthur your pꝛogenitoz, ot whom (with pour graces leaue) 
J do not thinke that men of mallyce , doubted whoſe 
ſonne he was. And we mapye boldly ſpeake of theſe and 
other things ſo long agone paſſed, without luſpect of miſ⸗ 
Ipked affedion. But why meruaile we at theſe things: 
Dotb not the wiſe man ſape, that if our Iyfe were long , 
we ſhould {x many Kings become bond-men, and of mas 
ny bond-men crowned Ringe, the reaſon being the ſame 
as J bane rehearſed , that in cider age the onely Heraulde 
to pꝛonounce a man either noble oz vnnoble, was his 
oiwne god derdes, Which aduaunced his god name and 
renowmse aboue the infertour deedes of Ringes oz Pzin- 
ces. 

But to paint out the pꝛide of our times let vs caſt down 
our epes to the firlt rote , from whence we all koke out 
beginning, hall we not Ende it all one fo; all men: Parry 

in 
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in the bodie of this free there are many bzaunches, ſome 
,and ſome onely water boughes , from whome the 
ppe bonghes kerpe off the comfozt both of Dunne and 
Pe IT no man J trow will be ſo enuious as to hin- 
der the growth of the inferiour, if they be moze faythfull 
then the ſaperiour , as not alwayes the talleſt men doe 
the beſt ſeruice, and the beſt bozne ko: wealth oz myght 
pꝛoue not the beſt alwayez foz manners and wozſhippe . 
Witnefſe hereto the ſonnes of Scipio and Marcus Aure- 
lius, ot which two deſcended two peruerſe impes,far moze 
infamous then thetr parents were famous, And there are 
infinit mo likewiſe to impꝛoue the ſucceſſion of vertue, in 5 
ſucceſſion of inheritaunce . And yet fo2 all this long dil⸗ 
courſe, J cannot choſe but reſerue my fozmcr purpoſe to- 
wardes pon, foꝛ J am afraive that the moſt parte will not 
be of my iudgement . In a worde therefoze to make an 
end in that wherewith be firſt beganne,you muſt conſider 
both by what meanes and foz what cauſes the times are 
altered, and thcrevpon take aduiſe accoꝛding to the time. 
And fith that foz our firmes God hath ginen vs ouer to a 
wꝛong indgement in matters of high eſtate, rather to pꝛe⸗ 
ferre wealth then verkue, and ftth pon ere nowe fallen 
vnto that tune, wherein this erronr generally hath ouer⸗ 
growen the truth, and is trengfhened by conſent of men, 
J would counſayle yon fo yetve vnto the time, that is to 
take it as pou finde it, and fo make the beſt of yourchanrice; 
fo2 it were great folly fo2 you,and no leſſe daunger to res 
ſiſt a maftituve, and you knowe pour kriendes will neuer 
be bzougbt to efteeme ſo highly of vertue in a baſe perſo- 
nage, although a pꝛecious ſtone canne neuer be but pꝛeci⸗ 
ons, whether (ct in Lead oz Topper , Yor muſt fozſake 
bim then, and that is the onely remedie, koz accozding as 
A baue read and haue hearde the fürſt remedie agaynſt a 
fit of loue, is to exempt our ſelues from the companye of 
the beloued, and to ſhunne and eſchewe the thinges which 


may bzing it againe to our remembꝛaunce, the nexte 
N. v, 18 
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is fo dꝛiue in our thoughtes the things which be contra⸗ 
rie turrevnto: as to thinke with howe many. becaches 
6f llcepe, and with what cont inuall care wee deſire a thing 
erther Althie, oz vnlawfullp coucted, pz at the leaſt wile 
trauũtoꝛie, tgougb neuer lo honeſt, With all to ſet beſoze 
dur eres what barmes, what robberies, what murthers, 
what madneſſe it hath cauſed in the wozld, whereof there 
be to many biftozies: but pet from all this you may well 
8:am\fe pear foife , if pou will ſeparate from you your 
toꝛmer conceit. And if none of theſe will ſoffice, there is 

nother temedie behinde, which is to beſtow pour lrking 
vpon ſuch a one as may be matchable to your eſtate. Foz 
as one naile dꝛiueth out another, ſo men ſay that the new 
lone diſpoſſeſleth the old, which remedie as J haue read was 
put in pꝛactiſe by Aſſyrius tbe king of Perſia. And this is 
dp opinion, which it map be your grace would not mil⸗ 
like, were it not ſomewhat troublous, but if von haue an 
eye lo pour benefit, thereby J doubt not but that you will 
well onercome the trouble , and J pꝛaie yon ſpzcdely tale 
ſome way oz otper, but the beſt J ſaie ſtill is the fozmer 
foz to alape the heate. The next is, to fake away the wod, 
and ſo ts fo2get loue, is to remone from beloued, ſoz other 
wiſe that which you guench in a moneth will be kindled in 
an hours, 
Now tho meanes fo atchiene pour purpoſe, is by wꝛi⸗ 
ting pour lelfe to Roſicleer fo this effect, that be aban⸗ 
don pour pꝛeſence fo2 euer, my (elfe will bee the carrper: 
although J bane ſome compaſſion on his paine. The pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe knowing the whoieſoms counſatle, which ber Fidelia 
as & faithfull friend had giuen her, anſ wered louinglp, but 
pet with ſome conſcience foz ber owns. fmart in thele 
Words. 

Thoſe which are whole, can eaſilp giue god counſaile fo 
the ſicke, c encry remedy ſemes fo them eaſte and poſſible, 
ag in lpke ſozt thou Fidelia not pet affainted with lone, 
telleſt me of many remedies which not onely ſame oy 
ucts 
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-yenlint'buto ther, but allo ſo eaſte,thar thou ſavelt it lpeth 
amy bands to make my ſelfo free from the paſſion which 
tozmenteth mee, J-fell thee truely that J know both that J 
am not woꝛthie of Roſicleer: and that befives it behoucth 
me to haniſh him frour my pꝛeſence. This J know my Fi- 
delia, but alas hall this be eaſte to me? Perhappes J may 
maks him auoide the Court and Counttie by the meanes 
thou halt pzeſcribed : but what then? J huue a greater ad- 
terfitis within my ſelſe; which makes this match not ſo 
euen as thou weneſt. A knowe that when Roficleer hall 
haue departed the land that my lyfe will well nerre depart 
my bodie, and J ſhall not eaſily. foꝛget mine owne choyce, 
but pet as thou willeſt me J will aduenture lo put im 
from his hope, though J beare parte of the ſmatrt, and 
J had rather my bodie ſhonlde pape fox it, then the bo⸗ 
nour of tho Pꝛinceſſo Oliuia houlde be blemiſhed, no: 
neuer ſhall the fozco of lone be able to! diſparage ber. In 
this beate tho called foꝛ pen, inke, and paper, which bering 
b:onght, ſhe wzots to Roſicleer as vou ſhall heare heteat⸗ 
ker.

J cannot thinks that foz all her greate ſtomacke fo

Fl hauing alreadie taken leaue of the Painceſſe fo 
execute the cruell ſentence pꝛonounced byponpoze Ro- 
ſicleer, was vppon better aduiſe called backe by her Ladis 
and made ſtay till the moꝛrow. The nert day comming be⸗ 
foze her Lady to gine ber warning of her departure, ſcarce 
might ſhe obteine leaue to goe 02 tarry, And when thee V2- 
ged the necellitie of her going, ſtill the Pzinceſſes would 


ſtape her with ſome Cl weete ſpeeches , werte Fidelia tars 


rie pet, vet a little longer \ weete Fidelia, tarrpe till my 


Apfe leaue this carefull bodye , it wilt not be long, mp 
ſozrowe pꝛognoſticates of my ende, if thon tarrys till J 


haue ended this my wearie lyfe goe in Gods name then 
to Roſicleer, it will bee to ſome purpoſe to let him vnder⸗ 
{tande that though my bodie bar dead, vet J meant mine 


honour /ſhoulde remaine ſure fo2- bim. Fidelia pays 
ned her ſelle ta comfoꝛt her Kadie, and thinking it nat

Ere long her came to the kepers houſe where the

Then Fidelia ſeeing that 
they meant herein ſome diſhonoar to ber perſonage, leapt 
her palfray,and one of the knights perceiving it, a- 
lithfed to fetch ber bp againe,but ſhe getting from him, 
ranne thence as faſt as ſhe might, and by ber god F02- 
tune it came fo paſſe that when the Unight had oucrts- 
ken her, and belde her in his armes to put her vppon her 
hozſe , that Roſicleer and the two Pꝛinces Bargandel and 
Lyriamandro then paſſed thzough the Fozrelſt to ſ&ke the 
ſeife ſame Anightes, and fo bee auenged vppon all the 
euills, in which they had wzonged that Countrie.

{xcleer,# with that ſhe wept bitterly. Then ſomwhat ama⸗ 
32d he layd unto her. Tell on faire Gentle woman, and if, 
pour ſoꝛrow be fo2 my ſake let me beare part with pon, : 
thanked be Sod, J am not altogether a ſtraunger to mil⸗ 
haps:yet will he not whereabout her meſſage was, but he 
being very earneſt to haue the meſſage tolde him, ſhe dꝛew 
out the letter out of a little bore, and put it into his hand 
with ſo much paine that ſhe could not ſpeake a woꝛd with⸗ 
all.

But Fideha as welt foz 
her-owne compaſſion ouer Roſicleer, as ſo21ozrawe. to ſee 
her miſtreſſe in that plight by her owne conceit:, vttered 
neuer a woꝛd, but burſt out into wepirg,wherby the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe moʒe troubled then at the felt; with a fable voice 
(pake vnto her. 

Tell me Fidelia what: thou batt done in thy mellage , 
and doubt not but thy trauaile ſhall well plcaſe-mee, foz 
although the loue J beare him feareth to heare thine aun⸗ 
were, yet ſhall mine honour counteruaile the dzeade, in 
which quarrell A will as Þ tolde thee earſt venture mp 
lyfe rather then verlde my bodie to anie oppꝛobziee. This 
ſapeng, ſhœ lent her eare vnto Fidchas aunſ were, and fas 
fcned her epes vpon Fidelias lokes, as if no woꝛd Thontd 
haue eſcaped vnmar ked o2 vnaduiſed of her. *

Ere he opened it, his coulour chaunged, and all his 
bodie ſhoke fo2 feare, but after he had read the ſuper⸗ 
ſcription,bis eyes were filled with teares, and neuer man 
was ſo woe begonne as he: yet he read it out, and as A 
remember, with the laſt wozdes he gaue a great groane, 
and ſanke to the earth. Whether der euer recouered oz 
no J wot not, fo2 J durſt not ſtape with him, therein to 
fulfill your graces charge, which was, not to receine aun⸗ 
ſwere from him. This vnderſtanving the Pꝛinceſſe, and 
that Fidelia had obeyed euerie iat of her will ſo well, al⸗ 
though ſhe would that ber ſeruaunt had fapled in ſome 
ſmall point of diligence in this matter, yet thinking to 
learne moꝛe at her hands,ſhe demaunded what thing har 
did when ſhe parted from him, and what wozds ſher ſpake, 
mo2ecuer what ſhe thought the euent would bee .

No may pongrüte that Fidelia truſtine le was wbe

bis. maladie the rather increaſeth. Foz in lyke manner 
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as Roſicleers heauineſſe came by reading the letter, ſo hers 
grew by Fidelias repozt of bis heauineſſe. And albeit that 
we heare ſeldome time of man oz woman dead fo loue, 
pet is it naturall fo2 onermach griefe to abbzidge mans 
vayes as now it was not lone which ſo much-affliced the 
Pꝛinteſſe, but the iniurie which the bad offered Roſicleer, 
and the griefe- which ſhe conceiued by the diſpaire of ener 
ſeimng him, and his griefe had almoſt wzought bir vtter 
bane.

- thie P2inces and knights were gone out of the Citze to ſo⸗

renued. Foz there was no one in his kingdome which could

But when all the kingdome beganne to bewaple the 


dodge ol Roſicleer, what did that fapze Oliuia which bad 
abandoned him the -Countrie, and loued him mo20 then 
anpe one in the woglde, might ſhee fo2get him one in⸗ 
ſtant? No, but when ſhe waped well that foz the accom⸗

Oh my Fidelia, as J had the power to 
banith Roſicleer the lande, ſo woulde J that J coulds 
banith him from my memoꝛp, how p2ofitable had thy coun⸗ 
ſaile bene then vnto me, but what ſhalt J doe foz that re- 
medie is no moze auapleable, fince his abſence woundes 
me moze then his pꝛeſente, J graunt thee the ſight of the 
beloued to ſome increaſeth loue, ſtill offering it ſelfe to be 
ſcene,and yet fo other ſome agatne the thing dayly (ene 
bzingeth little delight but rather lothſomeneſſe as contra⸗

ſicleer had cut off befoze the King Oliuerio foz Qutene Iu- 
Jas rich I wozde, and that ſhe was ſent vnder coulour of 
a diſtreſſed Gentlewoman to bzing him to þyz Fathers 
Flande, there to be aduenged ot the hurt and ſhame which 
by2 Father had receyued ; This deuice was thought fit- 
telt , both, foz:that Roſicleer as a noble Anight, pittyep 
ſuch oppꝛeſſed Gentlewomen , and that foz other cauſe 
then to ſhewe himlelfe , Roſicleer coulde not be bzought 
out of Englande .. Jn this Jlande Candramarte had two 


young Gyauntes to his ſonnes, whome foz that babe

« : Beſides theſe, Candramarte hadve foztye choſen 
Knightes, all-which her armed to aſſaulte Roſicleer, lealf 
ba elcape them. By this guyle the Ladye Gy- 
aunteſſe , er vnto Candramarte, carryed him to 
by2-Fathers Jlande , wherein, without anye farther ads 
uice , ber aduentured. himſelfe, fo2 verye- griefe of hearts 
which: he conceyned, to ſ& himſelfe abandoned his La⸗ 
dyes pzelence . But nowe ſire dayes haue they bene on 
the Dea, at the ende whereof, the winde was ſo fauoura- 
ble, that they came within kenning of the Jlande, to his 
9 verye ſtrong, and to the ſhewe berpe pleaſu⸗ 
r 

This beeing dilcouered by the Gonernour , the Gen- 
tlewoman ſapde, that that was the place, wherein byz 
Parents and Yuſbande were taken , crieng and tearing 
of bir hay2e., as if the ſight of the place hadde redoubled 
bes ſozrowe .- This made Roficlecr to be moze earneſt 
in by2 quarrell , and to thinke it long till bee wers 
landed, which-his.vefire being accomplrſhed ,  the- Gens 
tie woman ledde-him vp vppon the ſhoare , where Ro- 
ſicleer viewed at eaſe the whole ſight of the Jlande, In 
the firlt enterye vppon the lande, there were two ſtrong 
Caſtles as two Bulwarkes, ſcituated vpon a tppe- rccks 
as it wers a bowe ſhotte diſtaunce ouer agaynft the o⸗ 


ther. 

Wefoze the. Caſtelles, there was a great bzoave plaine 
ſhadvowed with great Dakes, and when they had come 
nears vnto ' theſe great Caſtelles. , the Gentlewoman 
popnting to the one Caſtell , ſaydo to Roſicleer on this 
manner If that ir night vou will aduenge my guar⸗ 
rell pou mult. goe-to-that Caſtell , which is on the right 
bande, foz that is the traytour Knightes Caſtell , which 
þath taken my Parents 22 as pꝛiſoners, and 
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boate we women are weake hearted and'fearefull , and as 
boue all,J would not come into his power,foz then would 
he loꝛ a ſuretie murther my parents and my hal bande, 
whome nowe perhappes he entertaineth moꝛe fitlye,vp- 
pon hope to winne me. If you will, be it ſo aunſ wered 
Roſicleer, foz your- long gownes ate not fit to fight with⸗ 
all, and pour ſexe ſhall well aunſwere the challenge of 
your cowardiſe , with this ſpeach Roſicleer departed , and 
taking his bozle, mounted thereon to come to that Caſtle 
onthe right hande, the Gentlewoman toke hir ſhippe a- 
gaine, and dzoue from lande amaine. By and by Roſt- 
cleer hearde the winding of an boꝛne at the one Caſtle, 
and pꝛeſentlꝑ he hearde an annſ were at the other Caſtle 
whereby ſuſpecting that this token was ginen of his cont- 
ming, be tourncd his head to ſ& the Gentlewoman whom 
be had lefte on the ſhoare The Gentlewoman houering 
about the banke , nowe ſure of his eſcape, and ſtrainin 

hir voyce, cried; Come fo:th , come fozth-, ſonnes o 
Candramarte, fo; here is the newe Knight, which cut off 
our Fathers armes. Now wiſt Roſicleer by this hozne ; 
and the Gentlewomans out cries, that he had bene betrai⸗ 
ed, but as one tareleſſe of life, as quictly as be could, her 
pꝛepared himſelfe, which be certainelp loked ſoz, his pꝛai⸗ 
er was this. Lozde Jeſus haue mercie vppon me, whome 
thou ſo dearely haſt bought with thy bloud-ſhed, pardon 
my ſinnes , and receiue me vnto thy Kingdome , as foz 
my carcaſe, be it as thou halt appoynted me,fo; death cans 
not betide me in a better tune 
After this, be ſtaped, not as. diſmayed , but paſſing 
farther to fe in what manner this freaſon was com⸗ 
paſſed, heſawe the gates of the one Caſtle ſet wide open, 
and thence iſſuing a buge Gyant vpon a mightie Cour- 
ſer , with moze then twentye LKnightes well armed at 
bis taple . At thepz firſt comming , they made a great 
ſhowt,as if they had got ſome great victoꝛie, E the Giaunt 
amongeſt the reſt ſapd vnto him. Thou miſerable and 
wzeiched

countered the tall Gyant which came againſt him with a 


great Speare . The Speare hit Roſicleer on the beaſt, 
and inderde were it not fo2 the fineneſſe of the armout, it 


had pearced him, but the mettall being ſach as it was, the 
Grecke made no mo2e fo2 the blowe then if it had bene 
bit with fome delicate voung knight, and befo2e that the 
Gyaunt conlde recouer his hozſe raine to fetch the fecond 
contſe, Roſicleer gaue him ſuch a blowe with his Swozy 
that her cleft him to the bowells,the great gyant tell dead 
to the ground, the bloud iſſuing in great abundance, Yeere 
the great bꝛagge was quailed, when he which came to ad⸗ 
nenge anothers mans quarrell could not warrant his own 
ſafetie. 
But truth it is, that thoſe which vnmeaſurably doe 
ſerke reuenge, doe oftentimes beape on themſelues the 
greater miſchiefe, And what did this tyꝛannous Candra. 
marte elſe, which placing himſelfe at his windowe to be⸗ 
holde the battaple, and to make moze ſolace at Roſideers 

arme, as if the onely repozt had not bene lufficient, now 

n ſt&ede of his fozmer wzong he found a greater by the 
death of his ſonnes,but yet this is the beginning onelp of 
his miſerie, foz the valyaunt Knight not fearing'death-af 
all, in greate choler ruſhed among the other Knightes 
which lpkewiſe aſſayled him conragiouſly , and had with⸗ 
in a while with their battaile ares bewen his boꝛſe in pe- 
Tes. 
When h& was on fofe he layde about him manfully, 
that inſhozt ſpace the ſcantling of grounde in which the 


fought was couered with bzeaſt-plates and Targets, and 
AS 
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as their 0 that he —— 
his courage increaſed. and he did.them woze 2 buf 
well fare his inchaunted armour, wbich bad ied. to 
moꝛe purpoſe in defending then dis wende roo Bo 
02 elle his courage had ty2ed befoze the ende of ſo daun⸗ 
gerous,a fraie. Now there are fewe aliue , and thole eps 
ther ſfriuing fo2 lyfe vpon the graſſe, oz in weake tale bp⸗ 
pon fote,readyer to fiye then to fight : but pꝛeſently thers 
came freſh ſuctours from the other Caſtle. Foz the otber 
ſonne of Candramarte with moze then thirtie knightes in 
great haſt came againſt this god knight, not being idle⸗ 
ly occupyed among the other knightes . The Gyaunt foz 
other god mozrowe gaue-the god knight ſo ſtrong a blow 
with bis battaple Are vppon the bead pace, that bad it 
not bene rather in the bead pece to. withſtand the blowe, 
then in þimſelfe to reſiſt the Gyaunt, Roſicleer had lapne 
bꝛaineleſſe on the grounde, but all this grancd him not, 
ſauing that the weygbt of the blowe made him kiſſe the 
earth, whence yet be ſtart vp-lightly, and minding fo res 
quite courteſie fo2 courteſie, as hee was purpoſed at ths 
Gpant, there ſtept in a knight betwene them, whome Ro- 
ficleer diuided to the bzeaſt bone, whereat the Gpaunt and 
thole which behelde him were much abaſhen, notwiths 
ſtanding this,tbey. being many and bee. wearied,be might 
not defend himſelfe long from them, eſpecially from the 
Gyant, which onely watched oppoztunitie of aduauntages, 
vet lengthened be. the fight by his noble courage a long 
time, vntill foz verie. raintneſſe be. was faine to giue backe 
and get his ſhoulders. agaynſt a wall, from . which af- 
ter warde her was dziaen by maine fozce, and being pur⸗ 
ſued, he withdzewe himſelfe to the Sea, euer as he war⸗ 
ded one blowe beſtowing:another , After de bad got the 
Sea at his backe he wared bolder, and aboue all watched 
Candramartes ſon which had hurt him, moſt eſpecially biur 
be hit ſo ſure, that the bloud guſhed out in thꝛte oz fours 
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ey eee ro wt 31 voyce he called on 
them as cowardes and vaſtarves if 
— 4 — thein: lo long, and about all to 
aer e thus 1 valtarve ſhepe, 
art to thy miſerable mother, J l weare by 
beauen and earth if thou eſcapeft out of this battaple a- 
line, my cauſe and thy bzothers' death vnrenenged , that

The Gyaunt and his knights thus ratled on,to2 thams 
and feare gaue a freſh aſanlt vppon the giv Knight , ſo 
that as he difpatched ſome, there ſtepped-in-new-in they 
romes : and ener the battaile was as it were newe to 
beginne to poꝛe Roſicleer, which vzane him to ſieke fare 
ther ſaccour in the water, and to ande bp to the nauell, 
thinking bis death to ber verir nigh, de pꝛaped to GD 
with all vis heart fo: his ſoules health , as one that alto⸗ 
gether detefted his4yfe, and determined no longer to de⸗ 
tende himſelfe then the water would gine dim leaue 
Then taketh he his \wezde with both his dandes and lat - 
eth on ſo thicke , that there are laine moze then tering | 
knights ere he teaueth,as the den gaue witnefſe- which 
banke ſceme as albevewed with'bloud; Now 
tbo II neuer fozlaketh dis, and 
ſe which abide his pleaſure : as he did vn⸗ 
ght, andinow Landing equally betwirt lyfe 
55 eee 'the one no; hoping the 
othet, and lute of neither, yet hath he temeye beſides bis 
bope and is comfoztev'sf his owne bzother,vnknowen fo 
both.

Aſſuredly his fame is 
as wozthie to ber ſpoken oft, as that Grekes which had

Tbs ſaveng be lader in the water 10 came nere 
bim, and ſeeing the Gyaunt to oppꝛeſſe bim ſo much and 
without a chlna, foꝛ he han tloſt it in battayle.with the 


firſt Gyaunt he toke bis C ward with both his bands, and 


let dꝛiue with all his fozce at the Gyauntes bead that he 
cleaued it vnto the hzaine, and alter warde tulhed 
the reſt; killing many ol them. When 
with one blows the Gyan. rohan downs and ſach vn- 
hoped foz fuccours , the greate wonder that he receyued 
may not bee tolde.. And as if the enterpiſe had bene at- 
chieued oz bis lyfe-ſangd, with a freſh coura bee went 


out of the water, and valpauntiy thꝛuſt bin elfe a 
g 
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killed the famous Troyan Hector „Thankes ber to the 
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dis enimies, where he well gaue them to vnderſtand that 
be was deſirous the battayle ſhoulde ende. Pere two 
bzetheren albeit bnknowne each to others, gaue bꝛother⸗ 
lye belpe in time of neede. And there was neuer a one 
lefte, which eyther cryed not pardon, oz fledde his waye, 
the ſupplyauntes were pardoned . But let vs thinke of 
Candramartc which now ſawe his other and onely ſonne 
flaine at one blowe, in what plight doe you iudge him to 
ber, but the woꝛſt is god inough, whereas if ſhe had held 
in bis hungrie deſire of reuenge with a long delaie, oz had 
diſſimuled his choller he might haue liued quictlye with 
bis ſonnes by him, able ſufficiently to defend fozreine ins 
uaſion, and mainteine his. But now childleſle, knightleſſe, 
and armeleſſe, beſides at the mercie of his enimie, be was 
farre out of charitic with all the world, that curſing bea- 
uen and earth, and what was in them, he runne headlong 
into the lea, there dꝛowning hünſelfe among the wanes, & 
vequeathing his ſoule to the diuell, who long ere that erx⸗ 
pected to be his executoꝛ.

To me ven⸗ 
geaunce belongeth,and J will reward it. O ye malitions 
and wicked men which with infinit trauaile beate pour 
beads to oꝛdeine miſchieſe fo the leaſt diſpleaſure . Take 
this leſſon foz your amendement, and make Candramarte 
your example. 

But let vs continue our hiſtozie of the tuo bꝛethꝛen, 
the Knight of the Sunne and Roſicleer, W yich nowe the 
battaile beeing ended and the mil dwers 7arvoned, had lyt⸗ 
tle leyſure to learne of each ether who bee was. Re ſi- 
cleer pulled off his viſour and ſpake fg the Knight of the

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Dunne, ſaieng. Knight the moſt valiannt that euer J met 
Withall, J knowe not how to reward you foz the greate 
fricadihippe you haue ſhewed to me, but tell ine pour name 
F oꝛaie pou, and J ſhall account my ſelſe the happieſt man 
this date liuing, and while J live will J remember pour 


valout. Tho knight of the Dunne noting the great laughs 
ter of kmahts with the mangling of armour in that place 


where the firft baftaple had beene fonght,beſides-the mon⸗ 


ftrous blowe Wwherewith the firſt Gyaunt- had bane 


{laine, and after viewing his perlonage, his bearde- but. 


now burgening,be pulled off bis helmet, and after the mas 
nifelling of his beautifull lokes , luch as palled all the 
knightes of his time, he aun wered gently . Right valp⸗ 
aunt Bnigaht,J am to thanke mp Gods foz that they haue 
bzought me hether in fo god a time as to finowe ſo valp⸗ 
ant a knight, and to ſee with mine epes the kniahthovg

Pour fciendſhippe was great, and ſo J make reckoning 
of it, other wiſe J ſhould not haue happened on ſo god a 
time to tell you my name, in which becauſe you wonld 
learne of ma, you ſhall underſtand that my name is Ro- 
ſicleer, and that A was of god repoꝛt in the Court of king 
Oliuerio, the king of great Britaine, although my miſhappe

0 verye- deſirous 
to know the ende thereof, he came vnto the b2idge , whery 
he Eayed a while ere he pꝛoceded farther , fo; ber indged 
that accozding to the greate ſtrength of the arches; the 
depth of the water, and the beigbt of the wall, that no man 
might enter without leaue aſ ked. And as be there wan- 
ted not matter of meruayle fo the wonder ol the caſtle, 
ſo meruatled be that nere fo rare and magnificent buyld- 
ings, he met no perſon of whome he might demaunde to 
whome the fayze Callle did belong. Amid theſe thoughts 
it ſemed belt in his fancie to call to them within, if per⸗ 
bappes any would aunſ were him, and therefoze comming 
to the gates of the firſt Turret which was then nerreſt 
to him, he founde a Pozch opened, and right befoze a 
faire ſfately Court, encloſed with walles of Jaſper, and in 
the midſt befoze him a payer of ſtaiers of a ten/02 twelue 
2 which ledde bp to a fayze Piller, whereunte was 

ſtened with a chaine of golde , a faire hozne and a rich 
dzawdoꝛzicke to it. The hozne was tipped all with golde, 
and in the ende were ſet manye pꝛetious ſtones, The 
riches thereak, might haue contented a right: couetous 
eye. Underneath the hoꝛ ne, bppon the ſame piller, there 
were ingrauen letters, which the Knight. of the Dunne 
perceiuing and hoping there to lcarne fome moze newes 
he mounted vp the ſtapzes, and read as hereafter fol- 
loweth.

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When he had read the letters, and gathered by them 
that there were Pozters to aunſ were him, ber feargd 
not a whit koz all the thzeates of the Mriting, but with 
an heropcall heart be vntied his hozne, and winded. it ſo 
ſh2ill, that all the Caſtle eccowed with the nopſe. At the 
ſounde hereof , the inner gates of tele fle we open, as if 
they had bene ſhaken with a tempeſt , and pꝛeſently there 
appeared a ficrce Gpaunt, bearing in the one hands a barre 
of pꝛon, and in the other a chayne, wherein hee ledde ly⸗ 
ed a Dꝛagon, the moſt hydcous that euer man loked on 
This beaſt was from the bzeaff downewarde , as 
high as auye man on ho2ſe-backe ,. and the taple thereof 
was tenne paces in length, wherewith he ſweped the 
grounde , Nowe the ſtrong Gyaunt comming out of the 
gates, let loſe the Dꝛagon, and toke the barre of pꝛon 
in his handes, paceing towardes the Knight, which was 
nowe in deſcending i from the Piller. Ere the Knight 
conlde eaſelꝑ come to the grounde, the Gyaunt mette him 
with a counterbuffe on the ſhielde, that he miſſed two o 
th2e ſteppts in comming downe , The monſfrous Dꝛa- 
gon beneath, was readis to receyue him. But the Ne- 
phewe of Alicante lyghtly eſtœming all this, and rather 
toke courage in this, that there was ſome thing woztbye 
his paines bebinde , when the Caſtell was uept by ſuche 
valye Pozters , and dꝛawing out his \ wozde , hee ſtroke 
at the Serpent a blowe on the toppe of the head, but it 
did him no moze harme , then if it hadde lyghted vppon a 
Smithes anfielve, but it a little benummed his ſenſes, and 
beguyled him of his foꝛe-hoped grype. This litle harme 
which be bad done to the Serpent, did much amaze him, 
and the better to ſaue bim-ſelfe from the Serpent, bee 
gotte vnder the Piller, and then he beſtowed another 
blowe bppon the Serpents head with all his fozce , 
Tbe Serpent ſo ſoze ſtriken, wared wode , and bzayed 
out ſo lowde, that all the Courte rang of the nopſe, 


and fayne woulde it haue gotte betweene the Knight 
T. iii. of 
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of the Sunne, and the plate under the Piller where her 
tod to baue taught him in his pawes, but the god knight 
defended himſelfe lyghtly from him, and layd at the Dꝛa⸗ 
gon ffitt with the ( wozd, The Gyaunt abode fill at the 
ſtaters fete,to wait foꝛ the Knights tumbling on the ſtay- 
ers: at length he came downe headlong, where the ſtrong 
Gyant let d2ine at him ſo great a blowe with his Barre, 
that the barre burſt, and the god Limabt thought bis head 
had bene bzuſed : with this, as well as be might, he roſe 
vp, and dꝛiuing at the Gyarnt, he cut his legs cleane from 
his body . The Spant falling to ground, the Serpent rap- 
ſiug his tape, graſped at the Knight of the Sunne, but J 
cannot tell how the Knight eſcaped it, and withall he toke 
vp the greateſt perce of the barre of yzon which the Gy- 
ant had, and halking towarde the Serpent, he gaue dim 
ſuch a blow therewith vpon the head that he fell downe , 
and befoze.he could riſe,the Knight gane him luch another, 
that his [cull es harde as flint burſt into two peetes, pet 
foꝛ all this, the great Serpent was not th2zonghlye dead, 
but bounded vp into the ay2e, and l wept the ground with 
his taple, ſeeming moze fierce then at tbe beginning. The 
Knight of the Sunne purpoſed to ſtriko no moze , but 
quickly gate yp higher on the ſtaiers to be ont of daunger. 
in the ende, the Dꝛagon ſtirred no moze, whereby he iudg⸗ 
ed that he was dead, and meruailyng what beſides there - 
might be found in the Caſtle, he bung the faire hozne as 
bout his necke, and with the barre in his handes, be ente- 
red the firſt Tower, and from thence thꝛough the firſt arch 
of the Bꝛidge, till he came fo the ſecond Tower „which 
was in the midſt of the Bꝛidge, the gates whereof were of 
ſtæle and ſhut as faſt as the gates of the firſt arche were. 
Chenakero del Febo winded his hozne , and pꝛeſentlp the 
gates were opened, and there came iſſuing out a Gyant no 
leſle ſtrolig then the firſt, hauing in the one hande a club, 
and in the other a chaine, wherein he ledde a Lyon, the 
mighficit of lymme- and biggelt of boane, that * — 
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ſawe, The bodie as bigge as a Bull, and euerie of 
bis clawes was 4 handefull long, his eyes ſhyned lyke 
lampes. 

Tbis Lyon the Gyaunt vntped lkraight , and ſet vp⸗ 
pon the Knight, which with no little courage, as be hadde 
a greater Queſt in hande awapted him, and at the firſt 
blowe her ſtrake bim ſo fell vppon the beade, that the 

bꝛapnes ſtarte out, and the monſtcrous Lyon fell ſtarke 
deade, without moze ſturring , . When be had this done, 
he encountered the Gyaunt,and the Gpaunt let dziue af 
him: But the Unigbt not minded at that, time to aſſaye 
02 put his truſt to the ſine mettall of his enchaunted Hel⸗ 
met, carte aſide , that the abbe fell. vppon the Bꝛidge: 
but beis2e the Graunt toulde reate his clubbe, the ſonne 
of Trebatio hit him ſo ſtronglpe beneath the Eners that 
his ſhinne boanes were burſt withall, and the CTyannt 
with great clamours fell dawne, the Knight of the Sunne 
leaujyg hioiſare inough þ king reſiſtaunce., _ toke vp 
his: beauielubbegta Bog fdjever , ard to ſo what was 
within. 
bus paſſed hae thaay Fi the ade Tower, till her 
18 to * 0 and la it Lowe «pun Bat idge, u hereol 
finding the 5 tut Pi the gabe SAS 12 bozne, 
and with;the thzilne ban ce „gates 100 en. ma⸗ 
| great, dier the Þ2idge belkin in wo, 
Pa ſently lepped fwath. a 1 See 2 ein height, 
all his, 1 gdye cousced with. a tough. byde , 10 harde and 
frong,that no [worde coulde enter.At his waſte be hadde 


2 2d and in, bande a chapne of vat beret were 
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hoſe fierce beaſtes , ſo ſone as the Gpaunt had vnloſed 
them, opening they? bozrible monthes, ranne with ſuche 
C wiftnelle vppon him, that it leemed theyz feete touched 
not the grounde , At ſuch time as they came both vppon 
dim, he gaue one of them ſuch a blowe vpon the ſhonlder, 
that ho burſt all his boanes in peces, wherewith the Ty⸗ 
ger fell to the grounde. Then came the other, and canght 
polde of him in the ſhoulder, ſo griping him, that he coulde 
not ſtirre his arme neither one wap noz other, and graſp- 
ing almoſt all the head - perce within his ſharpe tath , hes 
thought to haue cruſhed it in perces, but the helmet de- 
fended the head, and the Pagicke armonr kepte off the 
tcaring of his nayles . owe the god Knight ſceing ney⸗ 
ther purpoſe of his clubbe „ noz vie of his  wozde , while 
be was thus entertained by the Tyger, thzowing awaye 
bis clubbe, he ſtrugled and wzaſtled ſo long with the Ty- 
ger, that in the ende, he caſt the bot vppon the hard flynte 


ſtones, with ſuch a fall, that dhe bzaines flewe out ok the 
bead. The wylde Gyannt , When he law the Tyger thus 
flaine, with an belltth furie he went towarde the Knight 
of the Sunne, and taking bis long ſwozd, he gaue bim 
ſuch a blowe vpon the toppe of the helmet, chat there ſpar- 
kled out great flakes of fire, and the Knight fell vpon his 


bandes and knees. But as ſone as he coulde, the 'Knight 
recouering bis \ wozde, requitted him lo couragibaſipe,the 
Gyant being vnarmed, that had not the ſtrong hyde'fod 
him in ſterde of complete armour , the \ wozde had entred 
the fleſh, whereof at that time it miſſed. Yeereat the wilde 
Gyant taking vp againe the heauie l wazd, ſkroke the 
Knight of the Bunme vppon the toppe of the head-peece , 
but he auopded the blowe lyghtlye . In ſuch fo2t, that the 
heauie \ wozd fell vppon the grounds, and bzake in perces 
{the hiltes onely remaining in his handes, Nowe befoze 
the Gpant coulde raiſe bp his \ſwozd,the knight of the Sun 
ranne him thꝛough. When the Knight or the Sunne 
hadde accomplyſhed thus much of his purpoſe, her 2 
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there had bene no moze to be done ſaue now to know the 
ſecretes which abode behinds, and wherefoze this ſtraight 
warding was 02deined.Zherefoze he went thzough all the 
bzidgs vntill be came to a path way which lead betwene 
the outward wall and the great caſtle. When he had wat- 
ked this path, about a bowe ſhot off he ſawe a little doze, 
all engrauen with ſundzis kinde of poztraiture,the ſtrang⸗ 
nelle whereof with the varietie of the Stozie therein poꝛ⸗ 
traped, might haue held a god caruer a long time: the J- 
magerie was ſo dzawen that it woulde haue troubled the 
wit of Praxites to haue matched it. The gates were not 
2 the chiefe part was of ſteele as ſurely cloſed as 
the firft, 

The Knight of the Sunne thinking that percaſe they 
would open at the firſf puſh, ruſhed againſt them with all 
bis fo2ce;but bis labour was loſt , and be pꝛeuapled no 
moze then if her woulde haue bzoken vowne the walles 
with his fete . Therefoze he winded his hozne, whereat 
the gates burſt open, but no man appeared without, ſaue 
that when be was about to enter he ſawe two Gyauntes 
tbe one on the one ſide e the other armed from top to toe, 
with head peeces of fine tele , and theyz armour a fin- 
ger thicke in depneſſe,they held in their handes two bat⸗ 
taple ares raiſed vp aloft readie to diſcharge their blowes 
vpon the commer in. The fierceneſſe of their ſemblaunce 
was fo ſtraunge that it is harde to bel&ene that anpe man 
pad the courage to enter againſt his will, but if it had bærne 
the dogge Cerberus he could not haue defended him the pal⸗ 
lage. 

: bis valiaunt knight ſ&ing them in ſuch ſozt pꝛepared 
fo: the figbt, albeit hee wanted not courage to aſſaye that 
fearefull entrie, pet be ſtaped in doubt how he might enter 
without daunger, and warde the two ficſt blowes , Foz 
fo receiue both thepz blowes at once was not poſſible 
without great hazarde,and other wiſe enter he coulds not, 


but after long pauſing he came nerrer, and as if der would 
L. v. baue 
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Te firſt part of the 
haue palled thaough hee ſhewed himſelfe, whereat the 
Gpants as if he had entered indeed let dziue their blows, 
the lohtleſt the knight ſtept in bet weene them, and taking 
the next to haride he hit the one Gpaunt oucrthwart the 
pawnch,but his woꝛde entered not, The Gpantes which 
at their firſt blowes had bꝛoken their hrauie clubbes dꝛew 
gut their b2oave arming Swonꝛdes, and lapd at the knight 
of the Sunne. The one he recciued on the ſwozd, the other 
he auopded lightty by ſtepping aſide , And willing to ſe& 
the ende of the aduenture he ſfroke one ok them full vp⸗ 
pon the viſour, wherewith be had thought to haue hewed 
his face, but he was decepued, fo2 it did the Gpaunt no 
moꝛe harme theu if he had biene mitten with an þaſill 

wand, 

The Gyants now laide on loade, but he diſappoynted 
them by the deliuerncſſe of his bodte . And now conſider 

what thought this god Knight was in to kale himſelfe g 
ſailed by two fierce enimies, and not able to hurt a 
Neither was it poſſible to maſter one of them by 
ung, koꝛ both the weaker of them two was to ſtrong f 
bim, and perhappes while he ſhoulde deale with the one, 
the other might diſpleale him. So that neyther o theſe 
wapes were conuenient, without ſome p2cſent belpe the 
daunger certepne , vet in the ende he beganne to 5 ke 
himſelfe, euer ſapeng: Sticke to it thou coward, and mae 
it as yet it ſees impoſſible ſoz to eſcape this Nene 
kirmiſh, pet ſtirre not thy fate, either ſha!t tho ne 1 07 
uercome o2 ſone lœſe the vicozie,but neuer ſhalt tbh fafs 
thy inkamie, ik thou die flpeng, manp times ſuch barde nh 
ventures haut bene occaſton of greater glozie, and ik ante 
bodie but my lelfe atchicue it, J Wall nof lpke my {etie as 
long as I line, 

Da gazing about to ſcke aduauntages he marked * 
8 act ſtanding open ſome what beneath the Poꝛche, 

here thꝛough bee might well paſſe by lyttle bowing 

bunte, but nexther of the Gpauntes, might except ory 
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fell on all fourc,foz they were higher then he by the b2eft 
downewarde, when he fawe this done he bethougyt him⸗ 
ſeife how to be out from the danger of blowes wyich fell 
into his bꝛaine at a time of neede. Thus it was as the gi⸗ 
auntes were veſirons to hit him, he euer ftwped vnder, 
t watching one of them, as be was lykting vp his armes, 
befo2e the blowe coulde deſcend, he ranne and cloſed with 
him, and taking him by the girdle carryed him by ſtrong 
hand, and with all his fozce ranne againſt the wicket, that 
the Opant not ber ing able to paſſe thzough burſt both head 
and ſhoulders againſt the wall, the gyant there dyed in dis 
armour, 
This done the ſfrong Knight paſſed farther , and let⸗ 
ting the bodie fall, with as much ſpade as he myght hee 
ranne to miete with the other Gyaunt, which then appꝛo⸗ 
ched with bis \ wazde in both his handes to haue ſmitten 
him. But theſe Opaunts little acquainted with feates of 
armes, and the knight of the Sunne by the dcrterity of his 
bodic defended himlelfe lightly from them and obfeyned 
victozie, 
Foz when the Gyaunt had let bis \ wo2de fall ont of 
bis bandes s,he embꝛaced the Opaunt with both his hands, 
and ne bimſelte twice about, at the thirde time he 
let him fall, ; that thzongh the waight of his vodie his 
galt burſt in his bodie, and he dyed pꝛeſently. This mer- 
uaplous combat being ended, the god Knight was nowe 
wearte, and therefoze toke his eaſe vppon a ſeate of ſtono 
which was in the Poꝛch, there to occupie himſelfe , hee bo» 
helde the ffrong buldinges of the Caffle.After roaming as 
bout to finde ſome other waie to departſthence, he found at 
ende another gate all of pzon , and the gates ſhut as 
all the firlt, whereby he ſawe that he had yet farther tryall 
fo abtor. 
And therefoze he reſted himſelſe where he late, alter 
which done he arole, and palſing thzough k yr firſf-wall to 
the fecotide be foundo the Gates ſhut, and therefoze 
be 
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he winded his hozne, pꝛeſently the ſtiele gates opened, and 
there came ont thereof a flame of fire accompanied with 
great ſmoake,as if it had bene ſome place of hell, vntill the 
[{moake vaniſhed awsy be could ſee nothing, Alter he ſawe 
befoze the gate a beaſt in foꝛme like a Crocodile, but ſome⸗ 
what moze hidious, as it were a miſhapen monſter, purpo⸗ 
ſed by nature to ſhcw the lothlomeneſſe of defozmitie. Out 
of his mouth he ſent great flakes of fire, in the fangs there 
ſate a tuſke without the mouth about halfe a parde verie 
ſharpe and cutting. 

The god knight abaſhed now fo ſer ſo man fierce ke. 
pers in that Caſtle, as if it had bene nothing but a lodge. 
of warders, (as he ſuppoſed)to kepe in durance the ſonnes 


of Titan which once rebelled againſt Jupiter. The which 


tale he had often heard in the Gentiles lawe , and yet the. 
trauaile of conquering grieued him not alyke fo the long. 
leking fo2 ol the end, but not minding to debate the mat ⸗ 
ter at this time, he toke his wd in his hande, aſſatling* 


the entrie, but the vglye beaſt caſt out ſach a flaſh of fire. 
tbat the Knight or the Sunne little lyked of it. And not 
veing able to indure it, he gaue backe till the heate ſhauld 


flake. 

This map a man ſaie, that it troubled the Anigbt moꝛa 
then all that had paſſed, one cauſe was foz the extremitie 
of heate, another foz that he ſawe no waie to. come nero 


the beaſt, foꝛ befoze he might appꝛoch it, the beaſt woulde 
be all on a lyght fire, but remembzing himſelſe of the club 
which he had left in the firſt entrie, and thinking that it 


ſhauld be the beſt weapon he might haue, be ranne to fetch 


it, and retourning ſpeedelp he founde the monſter as vou 


heard befo2e ſpitting ont his fire The Knight of the Dun 
with bis long reach in his hand gaue the beaſt vppon the 


fozehead ſuch a blowe that the head rent in two, and 
the terrible beaſt fell to grounde, beating his feete agaynlt 
the grounde ſo hard, that it ſeemed the Caſtle hake with 
allogad the fmoake which it (ent fozth, as at the quenching - 
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ol a great fire, ſo blinded the Knight of the Sunne till it 


after hee came to a faire Court, the ſumptuous building 
whereof amazed him much, that in compariſon the gol- 
den ſtatues which Nero the Emperour of Rome crected, 
might not moze deiyght him: no,no2 pet the wonders of 
the wozid,the lately Pyzamides of Aegypt, wherein ones 
ly their kings are buryed, and wherein they waſted the 
molt part of they: ſubſtaunce might lyke delight them. In 
beholding the ſtraungeneſſe of theſe buildinges , J cannot 
tell pzeciſely bis thonght-foz euerie circumſtaunce, but if 
bis thought were as my thought,oz if the repozt bee true 
which firſt came from him, ſurely there was matter inough 
to gaze vpon, but what thinke you he noted eſpect«lly:No- 
_ a marble ſtone, but as it fell out to ſome god 
- purpoſe. 

In the Parble ſtone were engrauen the valiaunt actes 
of all krigbts aliue 02 dead, in ſuch oꝛder of time as they 
lived... Firf the auncienter, then the later, till be came 
to the nerelt, verie fewe oꝛ none omitted. A rare pace of 
wo2ke,and malt nedes haue bene done by other cunning 
then ſtozie az caruing, fo2 the one the paynes were inſi⸗ 
nite,foz the other no mans reading ſtretcheth ſo farre as 
to .knowe eucric Stozie. But herein bes toke great pleas 
ſure, and from the laſt to the firſt he ranne them ouer, he 
Kayed at his owne picture, wherevnto iopned nerte as 
bous was T rebatio, and the next beneath was Roſicleer. 
Whole the pictures were freſher in his fancis then the 
others, as if they. had bene newe made. Remembzing by 
the-picture of Roſicleer the tountenaunce of that Knight 
whome he had founde in the Alande of Candramarte, bee 
pLlbing fozth a great ſigh, and bleſſing the picture from 
the 2 of his heart, he ſpake theſe wozdes vnto lyke 
purpoſe. 

Thou art a right god Rnigbt, and wozthelp placed as 
mong the moſt famons Anigptes of the wozide,fo2 J be- 
lene 


was ſtarke dead that her might not enter: from thence 
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eue not that among lo many as are hire painted there ia 
one lo valiant as thou art. Fo2 albeit commonly we make 
much of our elders vertues, it is but as commonly manip 
things ſhew fairer a farre of, whereas yy a they 3 
tryall,they are but as oꝛdin sri. 
Alter this he muled in himſolfe who that-T RO 
might be,fo2 he neuer hearde of uch a man: beit by the 
daaught of the picture, her toke him to be a comelye perſos: 
nage, of a milde and ſadde countenaunte, and it did him 
god to beholde him: ſo loking farther he fawe the whole 
Stoꝛie of the Einperour Trebatio dꝛawen vndetneath, 
from his fieſt landing in Hungarie till the houre of his 
enchauntment in that Caſtle . Vowe he was in the com⸗ 
panye of*Lindacaza without knowledge of himſelfe, oz 
witting to his friendes . Now did he at length learne the 
purpoſe of the ſtrong wardes, which was to holde in the. 
Emperour Trebatio there bewttched foz the companie of 
Lyndaraza, whome befoze he could reſtoze to the knows: 
ledge of himſelfe , her mult bzing from that pete of the 
Caſtle which was inchaunted to that onelp effe This 
when he vnderſtode, it pittyed him much that ſo god an 
Emperour ſhoulde there bee in holde by falſe meanes ; to. 
the great ſoꝛrow of his ſubiects, and pꝛincipallp of bis wife 
the Pꝛinceſle Briana, whom ve ſawe likewiſe all clasde in 
blacke lyke a wid do we, and to wozke ſome meanes of his 
deliuerie, he lated about him which way was beit to fake, 
and liking beſt one of the-gallozies the which was nerreſt 
to the payed court, that he followed, mounting vp a papꝛe 
of ſtaires all made of Jaſper, in the midſt whereof he met 
tomming downe a bigge knight, armed with rich and gli⸗ 
ſtering armour, his face bare and of a freſh coulour, which 
appꝛoching to him dꝛew ont his ſwoꝛd, and without ſays - 
eng ought, laide at the knigbt of the Sunne as-fiercely as 
he could. | 
The Unight of the Dunne woulde rather haue talked 
With him to baue learned ſome newes , but it coulde not 
be, » 
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be, ſo it behoned him fo dzawe his C wa2de and fo defend 
bunſeife. There began a hot ſ kirmiſh, that the claftering 
of their armour and the flaſhing of theyz Swoꝛdes rang 
thzoughont the Pallaice. This furie not withſtanding la⸗ 
ſted not long, fo the night of the Dunne in a cholarike 
rage bit. his aduerſur ie ſo ſure vppon the toppe of bis 
belmet; that the: biaur Kuight fell downe and lape fo;

The Knight of tho Sunne ſfayed not to make dil⸗ 
patch of him, but rather hauing compaſſion on him ( fog: 
be ſeemed anoblo-knight)be vnlaced the knightes delmet 
to/gine him apꝛe, but not betng able then fo recouer him, 
her paſſed farther, and comming to the gallozic,he then 
went vp another papꝛe of ſtapꝛes ſo wide and bꝛoad, that 
if two were going vp nare the two endes, ſcarcelye the 
one might knowe the other, Nowe in this bis ware 
albeit many things were which might baue ſtayed eyther 
an idle gaſer 02 a curious epe, and many thinges beſides: 
to haue inuited a wearied man ta take his reſt, pet the des. 
ſire ok finding the Emperour carrped bis fete , and os. 
uercomming the paines of the waye he came to a poztall 
curiouſlye wzought,to;the entrie whereof there lead the. 


ſteppes of beaten ſiluer. By:thom be entered into a great 
chamber where fir the Emperour I rebatio had a fight of. 
the faire and beautifull Indgrara and was bereaued of. 


his wits, 
Jn this chamber be was greatly abaſhed at the colt 

and wozkmanſhippe of rich Tapeſtrie and other ozna⸗ 
mentes, and euer though tbe-ſtuffe were of the coftilieff, 

yet the wozkmanſhippe bettered the matter. Hence muſt 
be as J tolde vou .conuaye the Empercur if be meane to 
make himſelfe knowne. Now foz your ſarther inſtruction, 

knowe that among other thinges which the wiſe Lyrgane 
dea gaue vuto the Hnight of the. Sunne, at his depar⸗ 
ture from Babylon, her gaue him a lyttle ſtone let in a 
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vertue that no ae might pꝛeuaile againft it, by 
this ho was bolde to enter the chamber, and bing with⸗ 
in was free from the charme. Out of this chamber be cams 
to the Oꝛchard whervnto this chamber looked, ſo freſh and 
delectable,that if euer pleaſure might rauiſh the ſences of 
man, a man might affirme it of that place, In the at bour 
neere the enfrie he ſawe a number of faire Gentle women 
clothed with ſilke, heir bzeaſts bare and white as Snow, 
ſome plaped on inſtrumentes, and other (ang L wetly to 
them. | 
Such kinde ok Permsides woulde haue beguyled a 
well ſtaped VIyſſes, o: ſuch Muſitions as well fo theyz 
cunning ſong as their companie, woulde haue bzought. 
a watchfull Argus to a ſlœpie head. A god waye off hee 
ſawe the Emperour Trebatio and the fapze Lindaraza: 
alone, ſet in ſeueral chaires, all vnmindtull of other things: 
but of theyꝛz loue and wilh to other, The Emperour Tre- 
batio leaned his head vppon the white and delicate bzeaſts 
of Lindaraza, with ſuch Chew of pleaſure therein, that tha 
young Greeks freling therebp in himſelfe that which all: 
men haue, conide haue boene content with the others 
rome, and foꝛ verie lone hee made an inuectiue againſt na 
ture which had ozdeined that kinde fo haue ſuch ſoue⸗ 
reingtie ouer valiaunt knights, with many wozdes to the 
ſame matter, but this was yet the want onneſſe of his ima⸗ 
gination, his necke had nat felt the poake, hereafter per⸗ 
haps he will ſpeake moze carneſtly when pou ſhall belzus 
bim. 
Nowo, when the Gentletwomen etpped dim as all as 
baſhed they layde aſide they2 Pulicke , with the ſodepne 
ſtape whereof Trebatio and Lindaraza'lyfted bp they 
heades, and ſceing a Knight ſo ſtrongly made to come tos: 
wardes them, they were ouertaken with feare, elpeciallpe 
Lindaraza, which geſſing at the trouth of the matter that 
ber long loue ſhould nowe take ende, fo verie ſozroto fell 
to grounde, Trebatio comfozted her in as much as pet no 
vio⸗ 
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'byolence was offered, but the replied with teares,ſayeng . 
Alas my Lozd, J ſhall dye vnleſſe you do iuſtite on this 
Knight, wbich bath here entered without mp leaue , and 
wbich hatþ interrupted our ioyes by the deſtroieng of my 
kepers. Biere with the Emperour very angry, ipake to the 
knight, ſaieng. Sir knight,wby baue you come within this 
place without the licenſe of this Ladie, it being birs e kept 
by ſtrong kepers foz hir vſe. The night of. the Sunne 
gently aunſ wered. Noble Emperour J confeſſe I demaun⸗ 
ded no leaue, and till now J met with none which woulde 
al ke wherefoze J came, but my arrant is foz pour ſelfe , 
Which here line vnknowen,and haue ſozgotten pour wife 
and Empire. The Emperour angerly replped: neither thou 
no: the whole wozld may bzing me hence, & foz thy god 
Zeale fo put me from my iope, ſtap a while and J will ac⸗ 
quite the thy fee. Do baſtcly he flang to a chamber where 
be armed himſelfe, the while that Lindaraza. wham it tou⸗ 
ched as in eſpectall , reuiled the Knight of the Sunne foz 
bis thethcr comming. O ſaith ſhe, thou ſaucie and vaman- 
nerly night,how haſt thou had the face to enter my Cas 
file in deſpite of my Pozters,either depart hence auicklye 
£2 tarrie to abide the Emperours puiſſaunte 

And if my minde deceiue me not, 3 ſhall ſone be ſatiſ⸗ 
fied fo2 this diſgrace. The Kmght of the Sunne knowing 
bow grieuous it would be vnto hir, that the Emperout 
ſhould leaue hir, layd contrariwiſe with faire woꝛdes to 
perſwade hir to giue conſent to his departure,ſaieng.UUſo2- 
che Ladp, may vou not content pour ſelfe with ſo manye 
peares, in which vou bane detained this noble and famous 
Emperour both from wife and kinred, from land and ſubs 
iect, but will pon aiſo-foz your pleaſure. neither laſting noz 
honeſt, vado a: whole Countrey,and take a man from his

wife, which bath maurned fo2 him twentie prares. A beſæch 
you madame content your ſeife with that which is paſt, e 
let him not wade farther in this errour , which if it maye 
n you to cemoue, to pour great honour at my enkretie. 
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Vereat Lin daraza alt fitie could not abide the ende of Yes 
ſute, but with great dutcries ta incenſe the pwze Emporoz, 
ſhe put him o The Cinperour being aruned in great cho⸗ 
lar ran vpon the night of the Sunne, and without laieng 
any thing,{aib at him with all his ſote / The Anight of the 
Sunne knowing, that what the Empetrour did, was but as 
done in a dꝛeame; would not ſtrike hun todo him arme, 
but onely to ſaue himſelfe, and to finde the meanes where 
by to bꝛing. Trebatio from that inchauntment. Thetevpon 
by little and little he gaue backe, that the Emperour fol⸗ 
lowing him, be might in the ende bing him from the in⸗ 
chaunted chamber, This came to paſſe accozutngly, fo2 as

my Empire and kingdome;and ſhall J not goe to comfozte 
hir, which long time by my abſence hath bene comfoztles, 
Py. Lozd ſapd Flamides, J can not denie but pour reaſon 
is god, and that the inturpe hath bene great in detapning 
pou ſo long from thence, but as pour excellencie knoweth, 
there is no loue moꝛe naturall then betweene bꝛother and 
ſiſter, O the death of my ſiſter Lindaraza pearceth me to 
the heart,and J had rather then my lyfe,haue accompanied 
hir in death, then thus to bewaile hir lacke after death. 
Foz ſo ſone as you came out of the inchaunted rome , my 
ſiſter dyed pꝛeſently, ſo was it appointed by the deſtenies, 
that no longer then ſhe ſhould eniope your pꝛeſence, hee 
ſhould liue. Bleſſed man, ſaid the Emperour, and is Lin- 
daraza dead? yea aſſuredly quoth he. Nowe on my honour 
(aid the Emperour)bir death grieueth me, and during my 
lyfe ſhall 3 be ſadde , as ofte as J ſhall call hir to remem- 
bzaunce,and although my caſe is ſuch, as in-moze ntede of 
comfozt;zthen likelp to comfozt others, pet me thinkes, J 
maye tell you , that you ought not to bewaile hir death ſo 
much,foz belike a long time bane youu knowen that bir life 
ſhould not laſt after my departure. Nowe, -wherefoze do 
you lament hir ſo ſo2e,as if it were but now thought on, 
not befoze fozoſcene.Againe,your ouer - much care fulneſſe in 
fo2tifieng vour Caſtle, was but node leſſe, foꝛ it . giuen to 
_ to haue the maſtrie ouer beaſts which either by Arte 
o Nature become tractable , And be it your le hadde 
bene inerpugnable fo2 all men in the wozld,yet what fence 
had you to ſhut out death. A man in no place can warrant 
himlelfe ſach ſaletie, as p at every ſtep he dꝛaweth himſelf 
nerer vnto death. Uhether we be free oz bond, on fot oz 
bozſebacke,ſigping oz waking , whole oz ſicke, we daylye 
dꝛaw nere vnto our ende: 02 it you wil ſpeake moze tru⸗ 
lp, to our perfection,foz then man beginneth to liue indede, 
when he goeth outof this miſerable wozld, "Ee 
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Lindaraza is dead, and weeping may not recall hir: if you 
beare vnto hir any lane, you may ſhewe it nowe after bir 
death, in receiuing fo her place her daughter Lindaraza,foz 
ber pꝛouide that ſhe may depart from hence,+ J will carry 
her to my kingdome, where the ſhall be in that eſtate as is 
due fo the daughter of ſuch parents: when the Emperour 
had thus ſaid, Flamides fozced þimſeif ſo mach as he might 
fo2 to ſpeake,x thus an\ wered him. Pour reaſon ſatiſfieth 
my vnderſtanding, e J confeſſe it true that we ought not to 
werpe when death aſſazleth vs, neither ought we to make 


ſtraunge of it, foꝛ in the end we muſt leaue this woꝛld, and 


then is there nothing moꝛe certeine, but my conceit buil⸗ 
ded vpon outward ſence beeing: contrarie to reaſon trou⸗ 
bleth againe that part where affections are, and maketh it 
rebellidus, and howſoeuer men be pꝛouided fo2 death by 
continnall thought that they muſt dye: ozdinarily not⸗ 
withſtanding wee thinke our ſelues immoztall till death 
attachel h vs. And what olde man onely foz- age is ſo fæ⸗ 
ble that he hopeth not foz a date fo line : But as to Lin- 
daraza my ſiſter, beleeue that although you had ſtated here 
many dapes, the ſecret of this aduenture. hadbe neuer bene 
diſcloſed vnto pou, neither doe pou knowe the cauſe wby 
vou were b2ought and put heere. But J will tell you 
plainelp. My ſiſter Lyndaraza and J bad both one Father 
named Paliſteo being the ſecond ſonne to the king of Phri- 
gia, my Father not beeing bozne to the kingdome fell ra- 
ther to ſeeke his owne delight without ennie,then to trou- 
ble himſelfe with the care of gouerning , Aboue all be ſtu⸗ 
died the Arte Pagicke, where by his paines at length came 
to the molt abſolute perfection of all in Aſia, he was mat⸗ 
ched with a Ladie of bigh parentage,by whom he had two 
childzen,my ſiſter Lindaraza and mee, we were of young 
veares when our mother died in labour of the tþirde child, 
fo there remained none. elſe but our Father aline , and 
loving to be ſolitarie came and dwelled in this Jlande, 
bzinging with him my ſiller and thoſe waiting women

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bich you haue ſ#ne , by his great (kill be buylded this 

aſtle, here he lyued vntill my ſiſter and J were of (ome 
diſcretion to guide our ſelues. Here he dzew manie hiſto⸗ 
ries of things paſſed in the wozlve, and among other, the 
pictures of many valiant nights which were then on 
lyue, with the reſt you were lo linely dꝛawen that it hap⸗ 
pening my lifter to enter one days where the: Jmagerye 
was, by the ſight of pour picture ſhe was ſurpziſed with 
pour loue. Dur father Palisteo knowing hir diſeaſe, deuiſed 
you ſhould be bꝛought by following your owne wife carri⸗ 
ed from yon, Foz this cauſe, was this inchauntment made 
in that quarter of the Caſtle wherein you abode, without 
making pour ſelſe pꝛiuie to pour owne eſtate that if your 
NAnights came to ſceke pou, they might not perl wade you 
bence, neither could euer perl waſton haue ſerued; only fo2ce 
which this man hath vſed.UWhen the wiſe man our father 
had done all this, he declared vnto vs the the ton 
things, and farther told vs by his Art that the id * 
come when you ſhuld be delinered from-the inchau 
although he knew not when noz in what manner; Me told 
vs, that at ſach time as pou ſhould be at large, my ſiſter 
Lindaraza ſhould die, either fog the ariefe that ſhe ſhoulde 
tonceiue, oz fo2 that the fates bad ſo appopnted. Po2eouer, 
that you ſhould haue a daughter by hir, which might not 
hence depart fill there ſhould come a knight, which ſhoulde 
Winne the entries once againe,and after marrie hir, Ok 
this Knight be laid that ther ſhuld ſpzing the race, whence 
iſſueth the two noble families much ſpoken off thzoughout 
the wozld, the one houſe to be called Mongrana, the other 
Claramonte. Me he charged not to leane the Caſtle till my 
nace Lindaraza ſhould be acquitted . After this, our father 
Palisteo being ſo2e ſicke, died: ſince his death hetherto e⸗ 
uerie thing hath fallen ont accozdinglpe. And thus you 
haue heard the whole pꝛoceſſe of my tale, and the cauſe 
why your daughter Lindaraza cannot goe from hence af

The Emperour and the knight of the Sunne had verie 
attentiuely lyſtened fo all that which Flamides had (pos 
ken: and albeit the Emperour was deſirous fo carrie his 
daughter Lyndaraza with him, he could not yet refuſe to 
leaue ber when he conlde not otherwiſe choſe, and her be⸗ 
ſought Flamides that at ſuch time as they came both out, 
that they hould take the wate fo Greece, there to retoyce 
with him. After they had thus argued a little, Flamides 
bzought. them thzough 5 parte of the Caſtle which was 
not inchaunted, ſhewing them many thinges, as well ok 
balls,of clopſters, as of pictures and painterie, whercat the 
Emperour and the Knight of the Sunne were greatly as 
maſed . And fo2 that that dape the knight of the Sunne 
had not eaten, Flamides made them ſit in a faire parlour, 
. where they had plentie of delicate viandes: when they 
bad eaten, the Cmperour being deſirous to depart, deſired 
% ides fo conuepe bim th2cugh the gates. Do (by the 
Ne) this peece of the ſfozie as J haue bearde, was afters 
- warde penned and pozfrayed in the Court hall of the Em⸗ 
\ Peronrs Pallaice at Conſtantinople , But they went 
th:ough all the gates of the Caſtle and of the b2idge , till 
they came Where the pillours ſtode. There Flamides toke 
bis leaue of the Emperour and of the Knight of the 
Sunne. | | 
When Flamides had departed from them, and they 
had paſſed thzough the bzidges, pꝛeſently the gates of the 
Towers clapt together with greate noiſe,being as ſurely 
ſhut as euer they were. The Emperour and the Knight 
of. the Sunne were amaſed at the ſtraunge thinges which 
had happened in that Caſtle, and foke the way towardes 
the Sea by the ſame path in which they had come, reiop⸗ 
- ſing at the (werte harmonie which the Birdes made in 
thoſe pleaſaunt tres, ſo that although they went a fote, 
yet it ſeemed no paine vnto them, And the lone that they 
bare to each other was ſo great, that it coulde not haue had 
bene moze if they had knowen each other, n, the 
— 
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Emperour, whom fo often as he ſawe his face thought vp- 
pon the Pzincefſe Briana, whome hee much relembled . Jn 
this manner the father and the ſonne tranailed , running 
ouer in their diſcourſe ſtraunge thinges of the inchaunted 
Caſtle, till that they appꝛoched the maine ſea, whereas yet 
the little boat ſtode in which the knight of the Sunne had 
come thether, Now fo2 that along the ſhoare there were 
no mo2e boats, the Emperour was ſomewhat ſ(ozrowfull, 
ſeming to him that he was ill furniſhed fo goe whether he 
purpoſed,and telling it to the knight of the Sunne. The 
knight of the Sunne aun\{ wered.Py Lozd J pzay vou bs 
not agreued with this, foz the boate is guided by a wiſe 
man a friend of mine, one as J beleue ſo carefall to carry 
me hence, as he hath friendly ſent me fo wozke pour delts 
uerance. Beſides, this boat will holde vs both, and if it bee 
ſa you will vonchſafe my ſhip, you ſhall neuer ſaile moze 
ſafe,neither better pꝛouided fo2 victualls. The Emperour 
was greatly amazed at it p; all thinges were ſo plentifull 
with the knight of the Sunne. But both verie merrie they 
entred into 8 boat, which being dꝛiuen fro ſhoze ſo ſone as 
it toke the ſhoꝛe ſailed amaine, neither miſſed they onght 
which was then thought neceſſarie , Quickly they haſted 
duer the ſea Euxinus, where we wil leaue them vntil ano⸗ 


ther time, to wzite of other things which chaunced befoze 
this time. | 


The three Princes which went in the queſt of Roſi- 
cleer, were tranſported into the Empire of Trabi- 
ſond, where chaunced to them a faire aduenture.

S the valiaunt derdes of Roſicleer while he was 
there cauſed great toy in the court of king Oliue- 
rio: ſo no leſſe was the griefe there foz his ſodeine 
departure amongſt his friendes, pet all theſe ſoz⸗ 
rowes iopned in one, might not bee equall to that which 
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the faire Oliuia felt, ſoʒ ſhe ſcing ſhe& had bene the cauſe 
thercof,toke thereat ſuch inwarde griefe, that ſhe betame 
both weake and pale, and her father with the whole court 
greatly lamented foz her . Jn this generall ſozrowe foz 
the loſſe of Roſicleer, you mult thinke that the Painceſs 
ſes Rodaſilua and Siluerina were not free, fo2 the loſſe of 
Roſicleer pzocured ty phy of their loues. So as the hi⸗ 
ffozie.recounteth, that they two together with the valiant 
Pꝛinte Zoylo.twke vpon them the ſearch of him, and ther- 
fo:e let bs — the court of king Oluerq fo tell you of 
them. 

Thus it is that affer they were all embarked in the 
Hauen which was nerreſt to London, they ſailed fozwards 
a monthes ſapling, not deſiring fo bend either this waye 
02 that way. At the end of the month rather vpon chaunce 
then their purpoſe, they were d2tucn vpon the coalt of Tra- 
biſond, where pet glad they were when the Counttie was 
deſcried to ſe it t to abide there. Comming to land armed 
with their rich armour and theyz Eſquires accompanieng 
them, they toke they2 hozſe , and riding th2ough a beaten 
path, at the ſide of a pleaſaunt wude they hearde a noyſe, 
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whereaf bering moued they turned backe to ſer what it be 


might be. 
Out of the thickelt of the wode they ſawe a wilde 


Bike dziuing ſo faſt as poſſiblie it might, and in the pur⸗ 


courſer and a Boare Speare in her right hande, her hun⸗ 
ters werde was all of grane Ueluet, her treſſes hanging 
downe in coulopr like the golde of Arabie, in her left hand 
u wande of golde, and two rich Pearles hanging at her 
eares . Sher came ſpurring her hozle in ſuch wile and

The Anightes toarning towardes her made their cur⸗ 
feous obepſaunce, and foz them the valpaunt Tartarian 
ſpzke in this manner.

Foz the one of them matchable J dare auouch with 
the aunctent Franconio the Troyans ſonne of whome hee 
deſcended: foz he putting bimſelfe in pꝛeaſe among them, 
fo ſome he claue their heads, to other ſome their heldes , 
murdering manp and felling manpe, that at length there 
was none lo hardie, which durſt and him a blow, but e⸗ 
uerie of them did his beſt to ſaue one Mis vnkle Arminco 
in p bꝛople, helped not a litle,foz he was a valiant knight, 
and much eſtermed of in Fraunce. But let vs leaue them, 
ſpeak of the Pzitice Brandizel, who purſued the Opant. Ve 
rode (o fal;that ere the Giant came within a flight ſhot of 
the ſea, he ouertoke in a large plaine, and crtehg alowde 
bad him redeliner the Pzincelſe falſe traitour as he was 
The Giant loked backe to ſœ what it was, aud ſæing but 
one, thougb riding in haſt, he cared not fo2 him, ſane that 
not to be found vnpꝛouided, he loſed the N ꝛincelle from be⸗ 
tweens his armes, and ſet bir on ground : the Pzince com- 
ming to him ſpake neuer a. wozd, but vzawing bis ( wod,” 
hit him ſo great a blo we dpon the helmet; p ehe made him 
bow his head to his bꝛeaſt, wherewith the Giant increa⸗ 
ſed in cholar,and gaue him the like: this began the ſkir-' 
miſh betweene:them, wherein the noyſe was ſo great, that 
the Painteſſe Clarinca befoze in a ſound retour ned ta bir 
ſelſe, and ſteing the vatcaile with lo littie dope as that one 
only ntught ſhould aduenture hir deliucrance, fell into a 
(ound again, wherein ſhe had died foz ſozrow,had not God 
p20uided 
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When they bad thus fought an houre,it was a wonder to 
ſee their bꝛuſed armour with their hacked ſhields, but ener 
the ſtile coate defended the biting of their l wozps, eſpeci⸗ 
ally Brandizels,which made by Art Pagicke had this vers 
tue, that no mettall might pearce it. The Opaunt was 
burt in manye places, whereat as at the fo:ce of his ads 
nerſarie ha was greatly eſtoniſhed r blaſphewe? his Gods 
in deſperate manner, which had made him ſtaye thet god 
Knightes comming. The P2inceſſe Clarinea ſæœing the Ci⸗ 
ants bloud thus couer the ground, was very glad, and hyz 
tolour became freſh, which increaſed hir beautie: whercto 
alſo(Fo2fune willing to be fauourable) it was ſo that the 
pʒince Brandizel bebolding hir, was enamozed of bir beau⸗ 
tie, and entircly loued hir. Foz his heart now ſet on firg 
augmented his courage, and he baffeted the Giant ſo, that 
in ſhozt time he vnarmed him in many places. In the end 

the Pꝛinte deſtrous to giue end to the battaile, rayſcd in 
his ſtirroppes, ſtroke a full blowe at the Gyant vpen the 
ſhoulder,that his \ wozd entered a handful, and the Giant 
fell dead. The Pꝛince ſeeing him fall,p;eſently leapeafrom 
bis ho2ſe, and pulling off his helmet, went to the Wzins 
ceſſe to recomfozt hir, ſaieng: Padame, J beſcech you ac- 
cept in god part this ltftle ſeruice at his handes, which de⸗ 
ſireth to do yon much mozs . The Peinceſſe verpe 
fopfull to ſe hir enimie on ground, and moze glad to (& hir 
friend fo godly a man, curteouſiꝑ ant wered. Noble knight 
you haue done ſo much oz me, that with all that wbich my 
father bath,J ſhall not be able to requifs it vou, but if you 
wil that this god which you haue done me do like me in⸗ 
derde, chew me ſo much fauour as fo carrie me to the king 
my father,foz hether will come the reſidue of the Gyants 
knights, a then my libertie is to begin againe: tho Yzincs 
gently taking bath her hands in his, kiſſed them & ſaid vn⸗ 
to her. Padame if if pleaſe yon wo may retourne fo the 
town from whence we came, foz J belœne y theſe knights 
of whom you ſpake,arsbut few alius to put vs in __ 
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7 left my compantons fighting with them, who J am ſure 
gane done their parts, and pet they ſhall do vs no wrong 
thaugg thep be many, But in karre greater iedpardie am J 
of my life by you , it vou Vouchlaſe me not pour ſeruice, 
vitrewith the P2incelie was nothing offended, ſoz ſhe lis 
ked very well his comely perfonage, but ſhe anſwered nos 
thing, The Pꝛince ſeeing the Pzinceſſe withont a palfray, 
toke hir vp bebinde him, and with eafte paces rid towards 
the towne. In which wap, the pꝛince with many amozous 
Woꝛds keaſted the pꝛinceſle, and maniſeſted to hir bis loue, 
and after diſcloſing himſclfe alſo, he beſeeched hir to keeps 
it ſecret, which the did, reſolutng notwithſtanding if bir 
father were (o content, not to match otherwiſe, Well,nere 
the towne they came, where they (awe a great troupe of 
Iznights baſting ſo faſt as they might, and indeed they wer 
the King and his nights, moꝛe then 500. in number, who 
by the repoꝛt excited to ſuccour their Pꝛinceſſe came to the 
towne, and finding almoſt all the Giants knights taken oz 
llaine by the pꝛince Clauerindo and Armineo, with ſuch 
aide as the towne affw2dcd, they alfogether follow on, in 
the purſute of the Giant which had led hir awaye , Now 
there were of the companie , which a farre off aſcried the 
pꝛinceſſe behinde Brandizel, and learning that it was the 
Jinight which rode to follow the Giant, they told it to the 
Ning, whereat be was very glad, and making much of the 
thꝛæ ſtraungers, eſpeciallye of Brandizel, he ſpake on this 
wiſe, Sir knight, how ſhall J be able to requite this friends 
ſhip which pou and pour companions haue ſhewed to me. 
Aſſaredly J know not, though J Quld giue you my king⸗ 
vome,fo2 were it not foz you, I ſhould haue loft this dape 
my daughter Clarinea, and with hir my iope and pleaſure, 
which beeing loſt, what iope ſhould JF baue founde in ru⸗ 
Ipng 2 But tell me J pꝛap you, how dealt you with that 
Gyant,fo2 he was ſtrong and great, Sir ſapth Brandizel, 
offering to kiſſe his handes, which the King gentlye re⸗ 
fuled , 
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Sir ſaith he, mightie P2ince,my companions e J, think 
dur Foztune to be very god, in that we are thether arri⸗ 
ved where we may dw ſernice to ſo courtcons a Prince, 
and it is reward ſafficient, pour atteptation. As touch ing 
the the Grant his ill purpoſe was his owne decaye, fo2 bw is 
already dead, not farre from hence. The King wondered 
to heare tell that the Giant was dead, foz by the rcp03t of 
bis bigneſle, he thought it (impoſſible that one only Knight 
ſhould coape with him, and then much moze making ot 
the P2inces , he imbꝛaced them oftentimes , and v2itred 
— to tell him their names, which at length they did, 
And the King vnderſtanding of their birthes;carricd them 
with bimlſelfe towards the towne, where, in the waye hee 
folde them who that Giant was, and what the cauſe was 
why he had come thether in ſuch ſozt, ſaieng: Py Lo2des 
this Giant was called Lamberdo,Lo2d of the Aland of Per- 
da not farre hence, he hath ſince the time he was firſt knigh- 


ted, neuer emploied his time to other aduantage but to robs. 


bing and ſpopling, and fo2 this, he hath an land ercading 
Krong,but very little, and ſcarce well peopled. In this he 
may defend him from any enimie, and beſtowing bis {2525s 
in euery cozner to watche foz ſome ſuch cheuiſaunce , ber 
knew that my daughter Clarinea was in this towne with 
a few knights, ſo bether he made a voyage and had ſtolne 
hir away, but that God be bleſſed, ſuch valpant Knights as 
vou, came in ſuch a time fo hir ſucconr . While the King 
folde this tale,they were within the towne walls , and as 
they entred thzough the ſtreetes, the whole towne gathered 
together to ſ& the Pzince which bad ſlaine Lambardo, 
And then th2ough the towne they came to the Rings pal⸗ 
laice, where they abode a great while. 


CRoficleer departeth from the Iland of Candramarte, 
and meeteth with certaine aduentures on the ſea. 


Cap,47. 
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Be hiſtoꝛie left the valiant Rocleer very ſad in the J- 
* of Candramarte, as well fo; his Ladies letter, as 
fo2 that the knigot of the Sun departed from him lo (0- 
veinty that he coutd not know him, Foz remembꝛing bim- 
ſclfe of the woꝛds which the wiſe Artemidoro had told him 
as concerning his bother, his minde gaue him p it might 
be þ2,wherefoze as without hope ener to ſe him, not has 
ning to confozt his afflicted ſpirits, he burſt out into teares, 
ſapeng, O Foztune how baſt thou bene froward to mee a- 
boue all men. Firft befoze J was bozne J lofk my father, e 
when J was bozns my Mother was in ſozrowe and care 
fo2 mee, and ſcarcely began J to knowe the wozld when J 
was banniſhed from her whome J loned better then my 
ſelfe . And nowe by chaunce haue J bene bzought to the 
companie ofa noble knight, with whome J might haue 
bene moze friendlys acquainted , buf the waues roſe vp a⸗ 
gainſt me, and haue carryed him awaie from mee as if 
were vnwoꝛthie of anie god, When he had wept his fill, 
be went to one of the Caſtles, there to (et (ach thinges m 
03337 as were diſquieted by the death of they2 Lozde, and 
to comfo2t d woful Gyantelle, whom he after ward matched 
with one of the beſt knights of all thoſe whom the Gpant 
had left, giuing them linerfe and (caſon in that lande, and 
making others to ſweare obedience. Shozt time alter ha 
wenlo n&vs depart, with full purpoſe to kœpe in the Sea, 
and not fo depart tilt that he ſhould haue failed ſo farre, 
that no woꝛds mig5t be heard of him in thoſe quarters, 
Tyerefoze by take his armonr , wherein was dzawen 
the Ood of toue, in ſuch ſoꝛt as our aunceſtours were wont 
to paint him, with his eyes ont, his bowe and arrowes in 
bis hand: The picture being fo liuely dzawen, that Roſi- 
cleer knewe it was done by the wife Artenudoro , and 
therevppon he ſoks his name of that deuice, from which 
time her neuer called bimſelfe other then the Knight of 
Cupide,vnder which name he atchicued many enterpꝛiles,

-_ Roſicleets name came neuer uiozo to the cares of O- 
wi. | 
* Haning put on his armonr he (ke his leaue of Can- 
driana, fog ſo was called the Daughter of Candramarte, 
and foz reamembzaunce onely the ſhippe wherein hx fir it 
ſapled when hee left great Britaine, with two marriners 
to conic it, whome he charged not to call by other name 
then the Bnight of Cupide, and to guide the ſhippe Eaſt 
warde. hen her had lo ſailed fifteene dates without chan 
ting to him ane thing wozthie of recitall. It was ſo, that 
ons mozning by Sunne rifing, he ſawe a little boate paſſe 
by him, out of which he hrard many cries, as if it had bene 
the labour of lome woman, and thinking that there might 
be riteds of ſomẽ helpe, he was delireus to know what was 
in the ſhippe, and therevpon he tommaunded to iopne with 
them. 
Pzeſently there ſtept dppon the hatches a ſadds aun- 
tient man with a white beard all armed ſane the bead, 
which demaunded what h woulde. Roſicleer ſayde, 3 
waulde knowe who is in pour Dhippe, foz me thinkes J 
bane heard ſome woman complaine, and if it ber ſo, 3 will 
venture wy perſon to doe her god. The auncient Knight 
beheide Roſicleer,x taking bim to be ſome knight of great 
bonuntis, eſpecially in that be hav offered himſelfe ſo frœ⸗ 
ly, When ber had thzoughly behelde, he opened the matter 
on this ſozte . Aſuredly god {night , J thanke you fo; 
pour great god will, and as it is not uniſbeſeming vour 
outward beautie to haue ſome inwar de vertue lyks tperc⸗ 


to. ; 

But know you that in this ſhippe there abideth a 
Gentlewoman making towards the great Britaine,thcre to 
complaine her to the Ring Oliuerio and his knightes, of 
the outrage which is done vnto her. Nqwe becauſe our, 
ſcaie is daungerous, J may not tell you farther ofthis mat- 
ter, dur enimtes followe vs, and ſo reſt pon with GD. 
When the olde man bad ſaive this , Roſicleer haning 

| . deſire. 
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bofre to know moꝛe, ſtaied him, and beſought him to dif 
courſe moꝛe at large, fo himſeife was a Knight of that 
Court, and could tell him what remedie was to bee hoped 
foꝛ there. The olde man Was loth to ſtaie longer, vet hea⸗ 
ring him ſay that he was of the ſame Court, he tolde him 
in fewe woꝛdes, that this Gentlewoman was the P2in- 
ceſſe Arguiroſa one of the faireſt Ladies in the woꝛlde, and 
a Pꝛinteſle of Theſſalie, onely heite to that kingdome. 
That her mother being dead, the King Arguidoro her fa⸗ 
ther fell in loue with a Gentlewoman of T heſſalie, not (a 
honeſt noꝛ of ſo high eſtate, as wanton and of baſe birth: 
and loving her affecionately, after marryed her, to the 
diſpoſſeſſing of his owne childe. Then in the time ol ber 
Fathers life, there was in the court a knight called Rolan- 
do, beſides his great lining , one of the Krongeſt knightes 
in all thoſe partes, but pꝛoude, and little reſpccing the 
whole wozlde , That this Knight during the lyfe of the 
King was lyked of Ipeſca, and ſo ſone as the King-Ar- 
guidoro dyed of a ſodeyne diſeaſe , was pꝛomoted to 
the Ringes bedde by matching with the Nucene, and bees 
ing of great renenewes, that ho nowe inioyed the king- 
dome by foꝛce, and excluding the right hep2ze, none of the 
kingdome daring ta gaine-ſate him, foz tho moſt able arg 
his nigh kinſmen, the other learne patience perfo2ce . But 
that which woꝛſt of all was that to vndos ber rightfall 
claime, he mindeth to-marrie her with a kinſman of his, 
and to giue onely ſome little Towne to dwell in, reſers | 
ning the title of the Bingdome after his owne dayes 
to a ſonne the which bee bath begotten on dis Qutene 
Ipeſca. 
J am kinſman ſayth he fo the Pzincede,b&ing her mo⸗ 
thers bꝛother, and therefoze J haue aduentured to reſcewe 
my nette, but not knowing any remedie at home, becauſe my 
power is not equall with Rolandos, I haue bzought her 
out from thence,and J determine to goe fo the great Bri- 
taine, where as J haue heard there are many valpaunt 
knights, 
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knightes, eſpeciallp a new Lnight,of whom J haue heard 
elpectaily ſince the great feaſts there holden. At this Knight 
helpe me not, 3 know not who may with- tand Rolando. 
Thꝛa nigytes and dapes haue we bene bpvon the Sea: 
onely J,the Lad, t io OGentlewomen, and our Purimers, 
und J beleeue that there come after vs Rolandos hnigptes. 
Noe haue J tolde you the whole of pour defire , and J 
beſœch you tell vs what newes you knowe of that gas 
kinght. 

Roſicleer nowe having beard the whole fate of the 
Pzinceſle Arguiroſas matter, was much treubled, and de⸗ 
ſirous to heipe her, he aun wered the aunctent man, that 

foz his [tate he thanked him, and as touching pour des 
maund (ſaith he) ol the new knight. Truth it is that in Bri- 
taine none can tell you newes of him, wherfoze yaur labour 
Qhoulv be loft it ou ſought him there. But the Pꝛinceſles afs 
fliction ſo much moue ih me, that albeit: J was purpeſed os 
ther where, pet would J gladly fight with Rolando in the 
Painceſle behalfe, | 

Tye auncient knight was verie ad to heare that the 
newe.Lnight was not in Britaine, but well eyeng this 
knight which had (o tolde him, and made p2ofer of helpe, 
be ſtode in doubt whether to take oz refuſe, bp and by he 
diſcouered two ſhippes vnder ſayle, and by thepz toppes 
to be of T heſſalie, whereat ſtriking himſelte on the bzeaſt 
hee cryed out. O molt vnhappie that wer are, here comes 
meth Rolandos Knightes which will take vs, and being 
bꝛought againe to Theſſalie, we ſhal there receiue molt cru⸗ 
el death, and he wept,carſing the houre of his departure, 
the Pzinceſle Arguiroſa heating the complaintes which 
per vnckle made, his greate ſozrowe which he luſtepned, 
the extreame daunger they were in, and the cauſe wby 
he did it,toke it as heaute , and woſally bewailed their 
miſerie 

When Roſicleer ſawe them in this plight, he mach 
* them, elpeciallx Arguiroſa, which tbe Pzincells | 
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Oliuia not rememb2ed might haue well contented him 
Thercloꝛe he willed them to get vnder the hatches as 
gaine, and to let him ſhifte foz they ſafetie, the olds 
mai thinking that Roſicleer woulde defend them by ſai⸗ 
eng that they were his people, did lo, not ceaſing pet fo 
feare the wozlt and to pzay earneſtip fo2 their eſcape, Ro- 
fclecr leapt into the Pzinceſſe ſhippe, and (ate vpon the 
- bztmme therof to le what would happen, till that the other 
ſhippe came n&re,and that he which was the Capfaine 
tommaunded fo grapple , and eſpyeng Roſicleer, with a 
pꝛoude voice badde him ſaye both who himſelfe was, aud 
what people he had in his ip, and not faile in any point. 
Whereto Roſicleer by and by aunſ wered. J am a ffranger 
in theſe parts, and farther it is not reaſon that pou knows 
who they are Þ are with mer, koꝛ we kepe our way with⸗ 
out moleſting the oz thine, The Captaine angry foz his 
ſhozk ſpeech ſaid vnfo him, 

J will ſtrike thy head into the walker, vnleſſe thou aun- 
were me dircaly to my queſtion , and ſo ſaieng be halde 
and pald Roſicleer fo haue fozced him. Roſicleer thus rude⸗ 
ly intreated roſe vp, and with his gauntlet gaue the Cap⸗ 
taine ſuch a blow vpon the helmet, that his bꝛaines flew a- 
boue his head, and pzeſently he fell into the water, where 
the weight ol dis armour kept him downs. Straight waies 
moꝛe then twentie knights well armed and well angered 
fo2 the death of their captaine, altogether with their wozds 
in their bands ſmoto at him. Roſicleer dzawing out queens. 
Iulias blade, ſtroke againe with ſuch courage, that at th: 
blowes the knightes were llatne, and thoſe wbich pꝛe⸗ 
ſently knewe bis great pzoweſle dew backe, making no: 
great haſt to come neere him. Roſicleer knowing his eni- 
mies feare,{eaped into their ſhippe, and there laide ſo about 
him that in ſhozf ſpace be killed halfe of them. The Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe Arguiroſa and the auntient knigbt nowe beganne to 
chew themlelues abone bwꝛd, and tber greatly wondered 


at his manhode. 2 
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90 ſhoztly after Roſicleer was ralone in his enimyes 
ſchippe without reſiaunice,cither all being flayne , oz all 
flaine 02 -wotnded,oz flaine, wounded, oz by flight clcaped: | 
foz'Roſicleers vine ſhippe was loſt in tbe garbople. How 
retourned ber to Arguiroſas ſhippe wherein te with the 
olde man teteiued him, Roſicleers falutation to the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefle after this exploit was in this wile, 

Madame what bath ben done pour lelke hath ſeene, brit 
fo2 a retompence thereof J ſhall thinks my lelle thꝛough⸗ 
ly (atiſfley if you will venture that into my bands, which 

you dare hazard into the handes of the new Knight, Foz 

J pꝛomiſe you J will as willingly icopard my perſon as 
ho ſhall. Now when Roſicleer had ſo ſayde,the ꝛinceſſe x 
the olds man ſtaycd a god while without ſpeaking wozd, 
foz the conſideration ot they; owne daunger with recoue⸗ 
rie if this man fayled / made thein the mozo warie, and fo 
bełwene the examination of Rolandos baldur and Ro- 
licleers hardineſſe. Jn the ende Arguitoſa her ſelfe rather 
vppon loue towardes him, then of aſſured confidence, 
would put ber matter to no other trpall then Roſicleers, 
lo the commended her quarrell to him on this lozt. 

The turtelle valiant knightes which you bane offered 
me, though vawozthte,bath bene ſo great that J want the 
voldneſſe to accept moꝛe, yet betauſe pou carſt defended 
mæ from death by the vanquiſhing of Rolandos knights, 
and now againe you will nedes take vppon you a futther 
matter, rather not to refuſe yon, then willing to trouble 
vdu againe , J will returne with you to my Countrey, 
and commit wholy to your handes the whole ozvering 
both of my ſelle and my cauſe : her vnckle gaue his cots 
ſent thereto, and Roſicleer thanked them much. So they 
ſaileo to Theſſalia, where by the waye Roſiclecr caſting in 
bis thought how to redzclle the P2inceſſe wzong , to the 
loalt diſpleaſure of her and her vnckle which were loth to 
be knowen, determined as a fraunger to enter the land e 
to demaunds iuſtice as it were againſt a perſon not kno⸗ 


wen. 
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wen. To which deuice after he had made them p2inie, 
| and pꝛomiſed that they - ſhould not bee [diſcloſed till it ſo 
ſerucd foꝛ their ayaile , they, were better comfozted-, and 
lailed with ſo god winde that they toke landing in a ba- 
uen nere the plate whers the king was, taking lande, de 
made the Pꝛinceſſe to put on a muller, and the olde knight 
to coucr his head, beſides bidding both to counterfaite fos- 
the time lome ſtraunge behauiour, either in holding downe 
their heads, oz in diſguiſing their attire. To either of them 
he gaue bis hoꝛſe, and himſelle mounted vpon a courſer the 
belt of all Candramartes ſtable, In the cole of the euening 
they toke their way to he ntereſt Citie, where then were 
man knights and Ladies comming out of the citie to di⸗ 
ſpoꝛt them in the ſhadow. 
Roſicleer being of a comely-perſonage and ſo inſtelye 
mounted fazth to bæ ſane, and was well lyked off and 
pꝛaiſed amongeſt them all . And they followed on they: 
tourney towarde the gates of the Citie, the king at that 
time came accompanied with his nobilitie to ſolace him⸗ 
ſelfe in the fields as at other times beſoze be was accuſto⸗ 
med. The king rode vpon a mightie hozſe, with trappings... 
and harneſſe moſt of beaten golde, his hozſe being ſo bꝛaue, 
and himſelfe ſo flerce and ſterne to loke th, that it woulde 
haue daunted a right god knight to haue but ſpoke to him. 
Do (one as the Pꝛinceſſe and her vnckle ſawe him, they 
tounterfaited the beſt that they could, and koꝛ feare theyz- 
blond ſonke downe into their bellies: The valiant Greeks 
knowing $5 this was Rolando whom he ſonght foz,as no 
thing afraide of his terrible lokes, but rather glad to haus 
met with him ſo conuenienly, and in the companie of ſo 
many knights, willed the Pꝛinceſſe and the knigbt to fol⸗ 
low him. So came they all thza befoze the king, Roßcleer 
ſpeaking to him and ſaieng,, . 
; Pightie king, in tuſtice ſtay thy bozfe to hente u pant 
Ladies complaint, and to right the greateſt w2ong v ener 
was offered to a Gentlewoman, Why ſhecomplainetb 4

thee 18,fozithat thou art the king/and * zaboue all 
men repulſe the w2ong doer, (ſo further diſtouering of the 
kings dus tie.) Pow the while Roſicleer ſpake thun; Rolan- 
do behelde bim veris well, lyking both his courage Ee pers 
ſonage, and albeit of his owne nature hee neither feared 
God noz kept tuffice in things which perteyned to him⸗ 
ſelle, vet hearing in Roficlecrs viſcourſe , himſelfc to bee 
made an now and then as of a right Judge, and that be 
would not conſent that other then-inflice ſhould be execu⸗ 
ted in his kingdome, her was tickeled therewith, and bad 
Roſicleer tell on, fo he woulde heare bis matter willing⸗ 
lp. Roſiclecr ſtrapniug his vaite, that what ber ſaide 
might ber 2 ed abzoade z 4 pake as follows 
eth. 

Anowe you -mightis king that the father of this Gens 
tlewoman was Lo2de of great poſſeſſions , which marrp⸗ 
eng with an honourable woman begat on her this Las 
die. Few peares after his wife deceaſing,this Lozd marri⸗ 
od alſo another woman, dy whome he had no childe, after 
that the Loꝛde himlelfe-vyed allo, the ſtepdame remays 
ning aliue ; and -ſhoztly marrpeng with another man 
whome in her hul bandes dayes ſhe& had aliking to.

Olando made no account ibat night of the battarle 
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T he firſt part of the - 
tos ſaieng, Rolando fourned the raines of his hozſe fo take 
the carrier, The meane while that the Judges were plas 
ted ont their bench, and that the Queens with bir. Ladyes 
bad taken the windowes to beholde the battaile, the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Arguiroſa ſate vpon bir palfray all heauie, and onely 
accompanied with Alberto, 'fozinohe cls durſt make anye 
countenaunce of well meaning towardes hir, ſoz ſeare of 
the king, But to our matter, theſe two knightes putting 
their ſpurtes to their hozles, with their ſpeares in they 
reſtes, ranne together, and with thetr fozce the earth ſhake, 
and their ſpeares burſt in under.

the blow being ſo heauie, as if a Tober had fallen vppon 
him, Roſicleer riſing vp acquited it him, that he made him 
ſtagger fine o2:ſire paces backward , And betweene them 
the combat was renued « Nowe this eipeciallye refreſhed 
the poꝛe Pzinceſſe Arꝑuiroſa, that hir knight troubled 
enimie mo2e now then at the beginning. And not 
ter it was apparant that Roſicleer had the better, toz Ro- 
lando began to be wearie, and coulde not moue out of his 
plate. Roſicleer knowing the aduauntage, and willing to 
ends the battaile the ſoner both foꝛ the contentment of the 
Painceſſe,and the ſafetie of Rolandos life, whome he iudg⸗ 
ed to be a valiaunt Knight, offered againe the conditions 
befoze mentioned: but it was not Rolandos god hap, and

Nowe, the chippe wherein 
he was, hauing ſo god and ſ kilfull a Oouernour as wee 
bane folds you, was carried fo Cl wiftipe, that within two 
dapes they entered the mouth of 1 * and beeing vp ⸗ 
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The firſt. part of the 
pon the riuer thzx dapes and th: nighfes,the fourth day 
in the mozning, they were let on lande ere that they will. 
hs Emperour loking about him, knew the countrep ve⸗ 
res well, ſince he had followed the Chariot to the ſelfe 
ſame plate. And beeing glad to haue arriued fo Hungarie 
fo ſafe and ſo ſhoztly, he imbꝛaced the Knight of the Dun 
£52 toye, telling him that this was Hungarie, where the 
Mꝛinceſſe Briana lyued. So he deuiſed with him in what 

matmer he might beſt make bimſeife kno wen to the pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe, and conuape hir into Greece. The Knight of the 
Dunne being ſo friendly aſked his aduice, aunſ wered as 
taithfullp. My Lo2de, it is requiſite foz vs, firſt of all ca 
ungwe where the Bing Tiberio is, and in what oꝛder the 
Pꝛinteſſe now abideth, which being done, you may þ bet⸗ 
ter compaſſe that which you purpoſe, You ſay right well, 
aunſwered the Emperour, let vs kepe along the ſhoare , 
that if pechappes we meete with any one, we mape en⸗ 
guire what newes there are.

Anaht will rauiſh me. Toe Emperour roſe vp, and com⸗ 
fozting the Gentlewamen, ſtaped a while till the Knight 
tam to layg handes on hir, tacn he ſapde, Dir knight ei⸗ 
ther ict this gentlewoman alone, o2 tell vs why thou wile 
carne hit agamit hir will. The Knight which was'both' 
P:oti5e and paath , aunſ wered him, J. wul carrie- 
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way maugre your terth s and: J haue no charge to make 
you other aunſ were, but as to the cauſe, wit you well, it 
is fozmy ſelſe and foz no other, whereof you Cat! be no 
-let A warcant vou. But you carrie bir not away „ſayde the 
Emperour, koꝛ ſamer ſhall von dye then tonch hir honour. 
The Knight thus oner-awed in we2ds, thourht to make 
zamendes in deedes, and ſodainly he bit the Emperour vn⸗ 
der the ribbes. The Emperour to peelde it bim againe , 
ſtrake at his head, which he recetuev in his ſhielde, 4 not 
Dating to abide ancther, he fledde th2ough the Foꝛteſt us 
kaſt as be might, neither the Emperour no; the Lntavt of 
the Sunne would follow him, but demaunded of the-Gerts 
tile waman why that Knight purſued hir. 

Alas my Lozdes ſapde ſhe, my lellowe and J came ri⸗ 
ding th2zough the Foꝛreſt, where we were met with ſoute 
Knightes which would haue carried vs away by fozte, my 
.Ceife fledde this waye , my companion another, and but if 
rou da helpe hir, theſs wicked nights will do hir villas 
nio. The Emperour {auing alone begun the battaile, de⸗ 
fired the night of the Sunne to abide there. The while he 
toke the Gentlewomans palfray to ſuccour the other Las 
die. The Knight of the Sunne woulde rather haue taken 
that trauaple bppon him, then to expect the repoꝛt, but not 
to impoꝛtunate the Emperour, he pꝛomiſed to ſtape his 
comming, oz to followe him. The Emperour toke vp 
the gentlewoman behinde bim to conduct him on the wap, 
and being bzonght by hir to the midſt of the ſozreſt, abont 
a flight ſhot, they heard the ſcriching of ſome Gentle wo⸗ 
man, and following the ſound, they finde foure knights lai⸗ 
eng hands vpon a Gentlewoman, whereaf che cryed out. 
Che Emperoz pzelently as he ſaw it diſmounted from his 
bo2le, and cried to the knights ſaieng,Knights let this gen- 
tiewoman alone, foz it is great villany to ſozce a woman. 
Dng of them hearing the Emperour, cried againe , Tho

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and they all th2e& lapde at the Emperour, but it bad bene 
better fo2 them not to haue bene ſo haſtie,fo2 ere long they 
receiued tuft reward foz their inſolencte .

And fo2 to recouex this matter which Em⸗ 
peroũr would in no wiſe haue knowen,it was tery fit that 
Clandeſtria was there in company. Foz when they appꝛo⸗ 
c5ed the moneſtarie ſaith Clandeſtria, my Lozd if pon wit 
not be knowne to þ Gentlewomen here belonging to our 
Ladie, beſt it were that A could fixff enter c fee what they 
do, x that J ſhould cauſe the Pzinceſſe to take ber moſt fe- 
cret chamber, where as J ſhall finde ber, ſo will J declare 
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of your comming, other wile it may ber that pour ſo ſo- 
deine appꝛoch might wozke (ome alteration in her body to 
the daunger of her beal th, her being lo ſoze weakened by 
continuall mourning,but this night ſhall paCe t the moꝛ⸗ 
rowe vou ſhall come bnto ber. The Emperour liked well 
of Clandeſ\trias\ſpech , and ſo he ſtayed in a place which 
the pꝛouided fog him, Ihe whileſt that the Gentle women 
went to the Pꝛinceſſe. Some will thinke that the Em⸗ 
perour ſhould be much chaunged, this being the 20. pœre 
of his abſence, but it was not ſo, ſoꝛ when he firſt entered 
the Callle of Lyndaraza he was but.

Sa ibe Bing departed and the Pzinceſſe temapned ſome⸗ 
what better apaped by the Bings liking of hir aunſwere , 
but bir 5ope was, that Roſicleer would come, and tba! he 
being pꝛeſent, the Kings minde might be altered as touch- 
ing Don Siluc rio, and fo this cauſe ſhe made many a ſe⸗ 
cret vowe fo2 his ſpedie retourne, but abous all ſhe wked 
fo2 Fidelia. Lye Bitfg at his retourne,cauſed Don Sih:c- 
rio to be called, to whome he declared his ta!ke with his 
daughter, and hir aunſwere, adbing mozconer,that ha re⸗ 
after he thought the matter poſſible inongh, fo2 bir god lis 
king, boſides his, whereof he might be aſſured. Don Sil- 
uerio was the gladdeſt man altue,and-thanking the King 
foz ſo high fauo2,to2 that time he departed from the King, 
but the Pꝛinceſſe grew to be moze melancholick then be- 
fo:e,fo2 ſhe eſpyed what courage be had taken by the com⸗ 
fozt which the king had gtuen-him- . After Don Siluerio 
thinking the matter ſare inough departed the realme with 
his ſiſter Rodaſilua, where let vs leaue him, and tourne to 
the Emperour Trebatio. 


The Emperour Trebatio carried awaye the Prin- 
ceſſe Briana from the Moneſtane of the Niuer.

IN great pleaſure and contentation did the Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio remayne with the Pzinceſſe Briana, 
at the moneſtarie of the Niuer, where, by their continu⸗ 
- aunce-together, tteir loues increaſed ſo towardes each o⸗ 
ther, that either of them delyghted in the other, and cy-

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ther ol them thought themſelues happie when they were 
in the others compante , 

This lgue bet warne them was in other manner, then 
that which ariſeth by a blaſt of beautie: and it endured ſo 
longbetweene them, that neither peares noꝛ ſicknelſe, noz 
death ſcarcely could once impaire it, and foz this loues ſake 
could the Empersur”Trebatio willingly haue foꝛboꝛn both 
kife and kind2ed, and acquaintaunce in his owne coun⸗ 
trey : and foz his loue, durſt the P2tnceſſe aduenture to 
flpe hir fathers Realme, and to abandonne hir ſelfe to vn⸗ 
knowen paſſages , and to franayle with Trebatio into 
Greece, gs the Emperour Trebatio finding oppoztunitie 
"folde hir that he hadde connſailed with the Knight of 
the Dunne as kouching their departure,by whom ber vn⸗ 
dzrſtod that both foz themſelu® and fo2 the King Tibe- 
rio it was meaetelk fo depart, other wiſe ſaith he, mape the 
Bing your father be blamed foz the death of the Prince 
Edward, and our toye might finde ende if J were dilcous- 
red, but fo2 the diſpatch of this whole matter, he ſaid that 
he would leaue a letter in hir chamber, wherein ſhould be 
ſhewed both how and in what manner all things had bene 
done which pou haue heard of. The Pzinces pelded there 
to gladly, and bet werne themſelnes ther pꝛouided things 
neteſſacie fo their departure, none being pꝛiuie thercto, but 
Clandeſtria and the other Gentlewoman, The dape befo2e 
the Daincefſe ſhould deparf, ſhe tolde hir Gentlewomen , 
tha! the had vowed nine dapes faſt in hir lodging, charg⸗ 
ing that foz that time none ſhould trouble hir, ſaue that ſhe 
would haue Clandeſtria as ſhe was wont and this Gen⸗ 
tie woman foz necefſarie occaſion, The Pꝛinceſſe was thus 
wont to do very often, which made it pꝛobable. The next 
dape when all were readye and hadde vopded the Pein⸗ 
' cefſe lodging, the Emperour thꝛewe in his letter, and 
Clandeſttia ſhutte the doe: So by the ſecrette polterne, 
they all departed, This was a god while befoze daye , 
and they 'toke luch hozle as hadde bone pzouided bl the 
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Pꝛinceſſe. By the opening of the mozning they had ridden 
a pꝛetie waie, and the Pzinceſſe being wear ie turned ont of 
the way to reſt her lelfe in a ſhade , as cuerie thing made 
ber alraide and wearie, till that Clandeſtria haſined her on, 
by ſateng that the thonght her buſinc ſle would be ſuſpected, 
in that the fetched not the bꝛoths as ſhe was wont. So vp 
to hozſe they goe, and here bzcaketh of the firſt boke;what 
happened by the waie the ſecond boke declareth. Now let 
vs remember by the wate where we left our woꝛthie prins 
tes, that when we haue ne&de of them, we may there linde 
them.

keth loue to the Pzinceſſe Clarinea : Zoylo Pzince of Tar- 
tarie, Bargandel Pzince of Bohemia, and Liriamandro Pzince 
of Hungarie, all thz& together ſoiourne at the Emperours 
Court of Trabiſond, with the Pzinceſſe Claridia- 

na, a woman knight, of whame this whole
